No  attempt  to  take  the  airship  in  tow  or  to  refndl  her  would 
be  possible  until  then,  it  was  said.  If  the  vessel  has  gas  and  fuel 
enovi^  to  sustain  herself  until  she  can  reach  Boston,  it  is  expected  that 
BO  attempt  will  be  made  lo  rssupply  her  at  sea.  A  message  forwarded 
to  the  Navy  Department  at  12i30  a.m.

Lies  Badly  Damaged  at  Parrs- 
boro,  N.S.,  Where  Landing 
Was  Attenfipted  for  Repair- 
ing of  Engine. 


PARRSBORO,  N.S.,  July  6.— 
Badly  damaged  while  making  a 
forced  landing  early  this  morning, 
the  Handley-Page  biplane  which 
started  from  Harbor  Grace,  New- 
foundland, for  Mlneola,  N.Y.,  yester- 
day under  command  of  Vice-Admiral 
Mark  Kerr,  stood  on  her  nose  at  the 
edge  of  the  Parrsboro  racetrack  to- 
night incapable  of  resuming  her 
flight. 

The  huge  bomber  cruised  back  and 
forth  over  the  town  from  2  a.m.  until 
daybreak  before  coming  down  for  the 
purpose  of  making  repair*  to  her  en- 
gine.' Her  Pilot  trl^d  to  land  oh  the 
racetrack,  but  the  machla*  overran 
the  track,  struck  a  wire  ffqice.  puao- 
tu^rlnff  a  fire.  »nd  crashod  Into  a 
tree.  The  Impuct  with  the  tree  stood 
the  maclbtoo  on  end,  wrenching  off  a 
wheel,  wrecking  tK^  pilothouse  and 
slightly  damaging   her   right   wing.

Report  of  Prospective  Inability  to  Complete  Her 
Flight  Leads  to  Sending  Out  of  Much  Assist- 
ance— First  Intimation  of  Trouble  Seen 
in  Commander's  Appeal 


NEW  YORK.  July  6.— News  from 
the  alrRhip  U-34  was  anxiously 
awaited  today  after  word  came  that 
eho  wan  laboring  under  difflculties.

The  first  Intimation  of  possible 
trouble  was  contained  in  a  wireless 
message  Intercepted  at  11  a.m.  and 
addrexsed  to  the  Rcittsh  Admiralty, 
in  which  Major  Scott,  commander  of 
the  dirigible.  r«»ported  that  his  fuel 
was  getting  low.  Thrfe  previous 
messagen,  giving  position,  had  con- 
cluded with  a  cheery   "All   well."

Commands  ZnchHiy 
Liansdowne.  U.8.N..  who  was  Invited 
to  take  part  In  the  flight,  as  a  cour- 
tesy to  the  American  Government, 
sent  a  query  to  the  Nsvy  Department 
on  behalf  of  Mujor  Scott,  asking  if  a 
destroyer  could  proceed  to  the  Bay 
of  Fundy  end  take  the  airship  in  tow 
"If  required."

Turkey  will  report  to  him. 


Col.  Haskell  recently  returned  from 
Reumanla.  where  >le  went  in  connec- 
tion with  the  distribution  of  relief 
to  the  population. 

Gen.  Dragomlroff,  sent  by  Admiral 
Koltchak  on  a  special  mission  to  the 
French  Government,  has  arrived  in 
Paris.  He  is  accompanied  by  a  num- 
ber of  army  officers. 

Premier  Clemenceau  today  ♦re- 
ceived a  delegation  of  Ju«o-SlavS. 
among  them  being  Stroyan  Protitch, 
Jugo-Slav  Premier,  and  M.  Trumbitch, 
President  of  the  Jugo-Slav  cbmmi^tec 
In  Paris.  They  presented  questions 
relating  to  the  economical  and  flnan- 
cial   position   of  Jugo-Slavia.

Opinion  of  Mr.  Crosby,  Ameri- 
can Financial  Expert — Com- 
parison Witli  South  at  End 
of  Civil  War. 


NEW  YORK.  July  6. — Conditions 
in  Europe  are  not  h.s  bad  as  thbse 
which  faced  the  South  after  the  Civil 
War.  Oscar  T.  Crosby,  former  asslst- 
arrt  treasurer  of  the  United  States,  and 
for  two  years  chairman  of  the  intcr- 
Allled  Council  on  war  purchases  and 
finance,  declared  here  tonight  upon 
his  arrival  from  Europe  on  the  trans- 
port Mount  Vernon.  None  of  the 
Euopean   nations  in  bankrupt. 

America  should  aid.  he  asserted,  in 
adjustment  of  the  flnancial  problems, 
but  he  urged  that  tho  countries  be  al- 
lowed to  solve  their  own  internal  dif- 
flculties. 

Mr.  Crosby  endorHed  the  policy  of 
the  federal  reserve  board,  as  an- 
nounced yesterday.  He  added  he  be- 
lieved It  better  that  loans  for  commer- 
cial nyd  industrial  purposes  be  made 
by  private  bankers  than  by  the  Gov- 
ernment. Government  loans,  he  said, 
always  carried  with  them  political 
danger.  « 

Germany,  said  Mr.  Crosby,  eventual- 
ly would  reach  a  stable  form  of  gov- 
ernment, If  the  people  were  given  tho 
opportunity  to  solve  their  political 
troubles.

PREMIER  VENIZELOS 

SENDS  OUT  ADDRESS 

8ALQNICA,  July- 4. — Premier  Venl- 
selos'  announcement  to  his  people  of 
the  signing  of  the  German  peace 
treaty  at  Versailles  was  issued  today. 
The  message  read: 

"The  world  commences  to  breathe. 
The  strongest  of  our  enemies  recog- 
nizes his  complete  defeat,  and  ac- 
cepts the  heavy,  but  Just,  conditions 
of  the  Allies.  The  signing  of  peace 
will  be  followed  rapidly  by  the  sub- 
mission of  our  more  direct  enemies. 
Bulgaria  and  Turkey,  and  this  latter 
action  will  restore  liberty  to  many 
thousands  of  our  brothers  In  the 
Greek  Irrldcnta  as  well  as  to  the 
peoples  living  there,  and  will  enable 
Greece  again  to  become  a  rich  state 
and  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  peace 
assured  by  the  league  of  Aations. 
The  Greek  arifty  may  be  proud  of  its 
participation   in   this  gigantic  work."

Offlcials  of  the  electrioal  workers' 
union  stated  that  there  was  no  sign 
of  any  agreement  between  the  girls 
and  the  company  that  would  send  the 
electrical  workers  back  to  work.  For 
the  company  it  was  stated  that  the' 
situation  was  practically  the  same, 
and  that  service  would  be  continued 
as  usual. 


U.S.  CULTIVATING 

BRAZILIAN  TRADE 

RIO  JANEIRO.  July  6.  —  The 
chambers  of  commerce  of  Braxil  and 
the  U.S.  yesterday  signed  an  arbltra- 
^  tion  agreement  similar  to  that  in  ef- 
fect betweeff  the  Argentina  Chamber 
of  Commerce  and  the  United  States 
organisation. 

Anti-American  propaganda  adver- 
tisements which  have  been  printed  in 
a  local  newspaper  for  some  time  past 
have  been  discontinued  during  the 
fast  six  days  as  a  result  of  a  confer- 
ence between  North  American  busi- 
ness men  and  tho  proprietor  of  tho 
paper. 

During  the  last  two  woeks  of  June 
eight  North  Aiuerican  steunirrs  and 
flve  schooners  entered  this  port.  The 
total  for  the  last  six  months  Is  101.

Bomb  Alarm  in  New  York 
NEW  YORK,  July  6. — In  answer 
to  a  telephone  call  saying  that  a  boat 
with  bombs  in  it  was  tied  up  to  a 
pier  at  140th  Street,  the  North  River 
marine  police  today  flshed  from  the 
river  an  object  believed  to  be  an  in- 
fernal machine.  No  boat  such  as 
described  In  the  telephone  messMgo 
was  found.  Tlie  supposed  bomb  was 
brought  in  a  bucket  of  water  to  lire 
headquarters  for  examination. 


FLORENCE,  July  5. — The  municipality  and  military  author- 
ities distributed  food  at  half  price  throughout  the  morning.  There 
is  still  some  confusion  and  disorder,  but  no  violence.  Pillaging  of 
shops  and  acta  of  violence  started  again  at  4  o'clock  this  afternoon. 
There  was  more  firing  by  carabineers. 

FLORENCE,  July  4. — Carabinieri  fired  upon  crowds  here  today. 
Disorders  are  increasing  and  the  ransacking  of  shops  is  widespread. 
One  dead  and  twenty  injured  was  the  total  of  the  rioting  today. 

Strengthened  by  rowdies,  the  crowd  has  abandoned  itself  to  the 
general  sacking  of  all  shops,  destroying  what  it  is  imable  to  carry 
away.  One  entire  street  is  flooded  with  petroleum,  gasoline,  wine, 
beer  and  olive  oil.  Wherever  the  Chamber  of  Labor  is  able  to  exer- 
cise authority,  goods  are  being  transported  to  special  warehouses 
imder  the  red  flag.  Large  quantities  of  supplies  are  being  turhed 
over  to  the  mvmicipality  in  the  chief  square  of  the  city.  Money  taken 
irom  shops  also  is  baing  placed  in  the  care  of  the  municipality  or  the 
Chamber  of  Labor.  Thousands  of  boxes  of  matches  are  being  dis- 
tributed free  to  the  crowds. 

The  only  shops  respected  by  the  rioters  were  those  bearing  the 
inscription :    "This  shop  is  at  the  disposal  of  the  Chamber  of  Labor.'* 

The  Chamber  of  Labor  apparently  has  become  the  only  author- 
ity to  which  the  people  pay  any  attention.  The  automobiles  and  cabs 
permitted  to  use  the  streets  must  bear  a  sign  reading  "Circulation 
Allowed  by  Chamber  of  Labor."  The  local  authorities  seemingly 
have  made  no  effort  to  oppose  the  chamber. 

All  the  newspapers  have  suspended  publication  because  of  a 
strike  of  printers.  The^sale  of  newspapers  from  other  cities  is  pro- 
hibited. 

One  of  the  manifestoes  issued  by  the  Chamber  of  Labor 
announced  that  all  goods  which  had  been  sold  at  prices  fixed  by  the 
Government  would  hereafter  be  sold  at  half  that  price.  AH  other 
goods,  including  medicine,  it  was  ordered,  should  be  sold  at  a  reduc- 
tion of  70  per  cent  from  the  previous  prices. .  .^.'  :^  ->, 

These  organisations  throughout  the  Romagna  district,  in  addi- 
tion to  imposing  rules  for  gathering  and  selling  food,  are  also* issuing 
sentences  in  controversies  under  the  authority  of  the  red  flag. 

t  All  available  supplies  from  shops  have  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the 
crowds  or  of  the  organizations. 


BOLOGNA.  July  4. — Standard 
ibmIs  at  Axed  prlcos  have  been  im- 
posed on  restaurantf^  here  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  food  riots.  The  prices  set 
vary  from  65  cents  to  $1  for  a  mtol 
according  to  the  class  of  the  re- 
taurant. 

PALERMO,  July  4.— Thirty-one  of 
the  principal  flsh  merchants  were  ar- 
rested here  today  charged  as  "starv- 
ers  of  the  people."  The  arrests  were 
made  after  the  merchants  were  de- 
nounced by  crowds. 

ANCONA.  lUly.  July  4.— The  entire 
stock  of  foods  and  other  necessaries 
in  the  olty  are  now  In  the  control  of 
the  Chamber  of  Labor.  These  stocks 
have  been  labeled  with  inscriptions 
reading:  -• 

"Oooda  requisitioned  and  at  the 
disposal   of   the   people." 

Large  contingents  of  troops  oc- 
cupy the  town,  but  crowds  met  with 
no  renistance  in  securing  stocks  of 
food.  Holdlers  were  applauded  by 
the  people,  who  gave  them  part  of 
the  wine'  stocks  requisitioned.

Premier  Explains  Provisions 
on  Motion  for  Second  Head- 
ing—Strong  Criticisms— 
Sivil  Service  Allowances. 


OTTAWA.  July  6. — A  further  eup- 
plementary  eaUmate  of  tlS.SOO.SO^- 
wa«  tabled  in  the  Houec  thU  morn- 
ing. It  la  to  provide  provlaional  al- 
lowances for  th«.  Inaide  and  outside 
aervices  of  the  civil  service,  "to  be 
paid  to  such  persona  and  classes  of 
persons.  In  auch  amounts  and  at  sueh 
times  as  the  Ck>vernor-la>Counell 
may   determine." 

Dr.  Clark  asked  U  the  Oovemment 
Iiad  yet  taken  up  the  Aueatlon  oi^t%>- 
portlonal  repreaentatlyn. 

Sir  Robert  Borden  said  he  was  prep 
pared  to^have  a  conference  appointed 
at  the  next  session  of  parliament, 
which  probably  would  be  called  soon 
for  the  ratiflcatlon  of  the  peace 
treaty.  Without  diecussing  the  meiits 
of  proportional  representation,  tjiere 
was  one  feature  of  it  which  he 
thought  should  be  taken  Into  con- 
sideration, and  that  was  the  neces- 
sity of  a  party  in  power  having  a 
aubstantial   working    majority. 

Mr.  Licmleux  asked  when  the  new 
parliament  buildings  would  be  occu- 
pied. 

Mr.  Carvell  replied  that  he  thought 
:he  House  of  Commons  could  be  oc- 
cupied by  the  end  of  the  session  of 
the  new  year. 

V  Elections  Act 

In  moving  the  second  reading  of 
the  bill  to  amend  the  Dominion  Kleo- 
tions  Act,  81r  Robert  Borden  said  its 
purpose  was  to  provide  machinery 
for  by-elections.  The  only  machinery 
at  present  was  the  War  Times  Elec- 
tions A£t,  Which. would  continue  In 
force  only  during  the  »perlod  of  de- 
mobilisation. As  a  matter  of  policy, 
be  sold,  the:  Qovemiufiixt  intended  to 
consider  demobilization  completed  on 
August  1  next,  so  far  as  the  War 
Times  Elections  Act  was  concerned. 
Probably,  however,  all  of  the  men 
would  hiave  returned  before  the  hold- 
ing of  any  by-eleotion. 

The  question .  then  arose  as  to  the 
sufficiency  of  the  Dominion  Elections 
lAct,  and  the  Premier  said  there  were 
some  cogent  reasons  why  it  was  not 
applicable.  There  were  no  provisions 
for  adding  the  names  of  women  to 
the  list  where  none  existed,  and  there 
were  no  lists  in  Manitoba  or  Ontario. 

One  of  the  amendments,  therefore, 
dealt  with  the  preparation  of  lists 
where  none  existed,  and  another 
amendment  gave  women  the  right  to 
Yote  and  to  be  elected  to  parliament. 

Where  provincial  Huts  existed  and 
were  not  more  than  one  year  old, 
they  would  be  accepted  as  far  as  thaj* 
went,  but  provision  was  made  for 
adding  n^mes  of  those  who  were  en- 
titled to  vote  and  were  not  on  the  list. 

Where  no  list  was  in  existence,  the 
mac)iinery  was  two-fold-  There  was 
one  provision  for  tribunals  In  centres 
of  a  thousand  or  more  population 
and  anothei^  for  communities  of  less 
than  u  thousand  population. 
Matter   of   Beglstrattoa 

In  the  rural  communities.  It  would 
be  personal  registration.  Iloglstrars 
would  sit  for  one  week  and  there 
would  be  courts  of  revision  presided 
over  by  revising  officers  appointed  by 
the  Judiciary.  Ir^  ■  the  urban  com- 
munities the  list  w^Juld  be  closed  and 
I  printed,  but  in  the  rural  communi- 
ties the  lists  would  ae  prepared  by 
enumerators.  These  yvould  not  b« 
flnal,  and  would  serve^nnerely  as  a 
guide.  Persons  might  have  their 
names  accepted  on  election  day  by 
taking  the  oath  of  qualification. 

Mr.  J.  II.  Sinclair  asked  If  an  ap- 
plicant who  was  refused  by  an  enu- 
merator came  to  the  poll  on  election 
day  and  took  the  oath  would  be  given 
the  ballot. 

The  Premier  said  he  would.  He 
said  that  there  was  provlsioif  for 
limitation  of  the  franchise  with  re- 
gard to  women.  It  wus  proposed  to 
exclude  women  who  claimed  natur- 
alization other  than  i»er8onal  natur- 
alization, unless  born  on  the  North 
American    continent. 

Mr.  D.  D.  McKonsle  sUted  that 
one  of  the  worst  blows  tliis  country 
ever  received  was  the  Franchise  Act 
under  which  the  election  of  1917  was 
fought.  He  said  the  system  that  was 
introduced  on  that  occasion  worked 
crookedly.  ^  He  himself  was  given  one 
list,  but  another  and  a  different  list 
was  given  to  the  returning  officers. 
The  good  list  was  given  him  to  lull 
hini  to  sleep,  and  when  people  went 
to  the  polls  they  found  their  names 
left  off.  He  described  It  as  "mlser- 
"able  trickery." 

The  Leader  of  the  Opposition 
hoped  that  men  would  not  be  given 
the  power  to  juggle  with  the  rights 
of  the  people,  and  he  hoped  also  that 
the  officials  appointed  would  not  be 
of  such  a  class  as  .  would  tamper 
with  the  election  lists, 

Nationality  Question 

There  waa  strong  criticism. of  the 
clause  which  declares  that  for  the 
purpose  of  the  franchise  the  nation- 
ality of  a  person,  as  It  was  at  the 
birth  .of  such  person,  "shall  be  deem- 
ed incapable  of  beUtg  changed  or  of 
having  been  changed,  merely  by  rea- 
son of  or  In  consequence  of  change 
of  allegiance  or  naturalisation  of  any 
other  person,  or  otherwise  than  by 
naturalization  of  such  flrst-mentioned 
person." 

Exception  is  made,  however,  in  the 
case  of  women  born  on  the  North 
American  continent. 

Mr.  White,  of  Victoria.  Alta.,  said 
tne  clause  would  disfranchise  a 
thousand  women  relatives  of  soldiers 
among  the  Scandinavian  population 
of  Alberta.  He  gave  Instances  of 
the  operation  of  the, War  Times  Elec- 
ttona  Act,  declaring  that  motherland 
sisters  of  soldiers  who  were  or  for- 
eign birth  had  been  cut  off  the  Elec- 
tion lUrts. 

"Shame,  shame!''  jeallcd  members 
of  the  Opposition. 

Mr.  White  said  in  the  West  they 
wanted  to  go  back  to  the  old  free 
Canada.  If  there  were  people  of 
alien  birth  who  were  not  loyal,  then 
they  should  get  rid  of  them,  but  If 
they  were  good  cltlsens.  "let  us  hare 
one  law  for  all." 

He  said  that  in  1911  Sir  Robert 
Borden  was  elected  under  a  free 
franchise,  and  he  appealed  to  him 
to  give  onee  more  a  fre«  Canada  and 
bring  back  conditions  as  he  fovad 
them  when  he  was  elected  to  oflloe. 

Mr.  Sinclair  said  this  was  legisla- 
tion that  was  promised  In  the  spoeeh 
from  the  Throne:  yet  It  waa  brought 
on  the  l<Mt  day  of  the  session.  He 
could  not  undcrManri  why  there  was 
no  Hnnnr  In  the  bill  r^p«allng  the 
disamcoful  Wsr  Times  Klsetkma  Act.

WUKGOAT 

Declares  Tliat  .He  Is  Respon- 
sible for  All  Military  Actions 
of  Germany  Subsequent  to 
August  29,  1916. 


LONDON,  July  6. — Field  Marshal 
von  Hlpdenburg,  former  chief  o^  the 
German  staff,  declares  that  he  Is  re- 
sponsible for  acts  of  German  heads- 
quarters  since  August.  19K,  and  also 
the  proclamations  of  former  Em- 
peror William  concerning  the  waging 
of  warfare.  He  asks  President  Ebert 
of  Germany  to  inform  the  Allies  to 
this  effect,  according  to  a  Copen- 
hagen dispatch  to  the  Bxcbapge 
Telegraph  Company.         "^ 

The  Field  Marshal  arrived  in  Han- 
over' on  Friday,  the  dispatch  states, 
and  telegraphed  the  following  mes- 
sage  to    President   Ebert: 

"The  siflrning  of  the  peace  treaty 
gives  ine  oocaeion^for  declaring  that 
I  was  responsible/  for  the  c|ecisioiis 
and  acts  of  main  headquarters  since 
August  29,  1916,  and  also  that  all 
proclamations  and  orders  of  His  Ma- 
jesty the  Emperor  and  King  concern- 
ing the  waging  of  warfare  were  Is- 
sued upon  my  adv4oe  and  upon  my 
responsibility.  I  be^  you,  therefore, 
to  inform  the  German  people  ahd 
the  Allied  governments  of.  this 
declaration." 


The  declaration  by  von  Hindcn- 
burs  that  he  was  responsible  for 
acts  committed  by  the  Germans  and 
for  proclamations  of  the  former  Em- 
peror is  the  second  to  be  made  by  a 
German  leader  since  it  was  an- 
nounced that  the  Allies  purposed  to 
place  on  trial  political  and  military 
leaders  of  Germany  for  causing  the 
war  and  for  violations  of  the  rulet 
of  warfare. 

The  other  leader  who  assumed  re- 
sponsibility for  the  acts  of  the  for- 
mer Emperor  was  Dr.  von  Qeth- 
mann-HoIlweg.  former  German  Chan- 
cellor, who  held  office  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  war.

LIMA,  Peru,  July  B. — Augusto  B. 
Leguia,  late  today  assumed  office  as 
provisional  president  of  Peru  and  took 
up  his  residence  In  the  government 
palace  as  a  result  of  the  successful 
overthrow  earlier  In  the  day  of  Presi- 
dent Pardo. 

Senor  Pardo,  his  ministers  and 
numbers  of  high  officials  of  the  army 
and  navy  are  In  prison.  Virtually  no 
fighting  and  no  casualties  marked  the 
overthrow  of  the  Pardo  Government. 

The  revolution  began  at  3  o'clock 
this  morning  with  an  atUck  on  the 
palace  by  two  regiments  ^f  troops  and 
a  force  of  police.  By  six!  o'clock  l^res- 
ident  Pardo  had  been  deposed  and 
Benor  Leguia  proclaimed  provisional 
president. 

It  Was  announced  late  today  that 
President  Pardo  would  be  placed  on 
trial  on  charges  of  having  violated 
the  constitution  and  of  having  con- 
spired against  the  Institutions  of  the 
republic. 

The  Inauguration  of  Senor  Leguia 
aa  president,  it  is  said,  probably  will 
tak^  place  within  two  months.  The 
provisional  president  claims  that  he 
received  160,000  votes  of  the  200.000 
cast  in  the  recent  presidential  elec- 
tion. Xhe  Fourth  of  July  had  been 
proclaimed  as  a  national  holiday  by 
President  Pardo.  Thousands  of  per- 
sons thronged  the  streets  today  cheer- 
ing for  Senor  Leguia.  A  crowd  as- 
sembled before  the  Oovemment  Pal- 
ace and  called  on  Leguia  for  a  speech. 

The  provisional  president,  speaking 
from  the  balcony  of  the  paluce,  de- 
clared that  he  intended  to  organize  a 
strong  government  on  a  popular  basis 
and  to  increase  the  army  and  navy 
to  the  status  they  had  held  during  his 
previous  term  as  president  from  1908 
to  1912.  He  said  he  wotUd  defend  the 
principles  of  Justice  and  right,  which 
had  triumphed  in  the  great  war.  and 
would  associate  Pern  without  reserve 
with  the  oause  of  the  Allies.  He  In- 
tended, he  said,  to  extend  every  facil- 
ity for.. the  Introduction  of  foreign 
capital  to  aid  in  the  development  of 
national  resources. 

Senor  Leguia  in  a  statement  to  the 
AKsoclated  Press  said  he  had  made  ev- 
ery effort  to  avoid  deposing  President 
Pardo  by  force,  but  it  had  become  in- 
creasingly evident  that  a  conspiracy 
was  afoot  to  deprive  him  of  the  office 
to  which  he  had  been  chosen  In  the 
recent  election.  He  expects  to  an- 
nounce his  cabinet  within  a  few  houra. 

IMMENSE  STATION 
PLANNED  FOR  CHICAGO 

CHICAQO.  July  5:— Chicago  will 
have  the  largest  railway  passenger 
station  in  the  world  If  the  plans  un- 
derlying the  Illinois  Central  Railroad 
electrification  ordinance  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  city  council  next  Mon- 
day by  the  railroad  terminals 
committee  are  Approved. 

The  proposed  new  station  will  be 
more  than  an  eighth  of  a  mile  In 
width  and  have  train  sheds  more 
than  half  a  mile  In  length.  The 
Illinois  Central  Railroad  plans  to  ex- 
pend 172,000,000  on  the  new  ter- 
minal.

PREMO  PRAISES 


Says  Their  Wbrk  at  Paris  Was 
Vialuable— Sir  Edward  Car- 
son Pays  Tribute  to  Mr, 
Lloyd  George's  Achievement 


LONDON,  July  6. — (Router's). — 
Premier  Lloyd  George  during  the 
course  of  his  speech  in  the  House  of 
Commons  rendered  a  tribute  tu  the 
assistance  of  the  representativet^  of 
the  Dominions  in  connection  with  the 
peace  treaty  negotiations.  He  men- 
tioned the  name  of  General  Botha, 
who  participated  in  some  of  the  most 
dlthcult  commissions,  notably  terri- 
torial conxmittees  for  adjusting  the 
extraordinaryily,  delicate.  complex, 
ethical,  economic  and  strategic  ques- 
tions which   had   arisen. 

"We  owed  a  great  deal  to  the  abil- 
ity and  Judgment  with  which  they 
helped  on  the  innumerable  commis- 
sions and  their  work  has  been  the  ad- 
miration of  foreign  delegations."  ho 
said. 

.Hir  Edward  Carson  expressed  grati- 
tude to  the  Premier  for  the  greatest 
achievement  In  history.  lie  had  done 
so  much  that  the  nation  was  unable 
to  realize  all  they  owed  him  In  patri- 
otism, courage  and  genius  In  carry- 
ing on  the  war.  Tliat  was  the  great 
cqntrbiutlon  the  men  had  given.  He 
believed  history  would  say  as  regards 
ihe  organisation  at  home  which  meant 
so  much  for  success  in  the  fleld  that 
the  nation  owed  the  Prime  Minister 
a  debt  of  gratitude.  He  had'  done 
more  than  any  other  man  to  preserve 
the  liberty  of  the  world.  At  the  same 
time  they  should  not  forget  the  bur- 
den borne  by  Hon.  H.  H.  Asqulth 
early  In  the  war.  Ho  had  faced  an  un- 
prepared country  and  had  great  dif- 
ficulties in  bringing  It  ao  a  realizatitm 
of  its  responsibilities  in  the  war.  ' 

Sir  Edward  made  an  eloquent  plea 
for  the  League  of  Nations.  He  de- 
clared that  if  It  did  nothing  else,  it 
would  make  pcaoo  more  fashionable 
than  war.  ,   <  .

House  Committee  Finds  That 
Clerks  Are  Too  Numerous 
and  Leave  of  Absence  Too 
Freely  Allowed. 


OTTAWA,  July  6. — The  special 
committee  of  the  Commons  appointed 
to  consider  the  possibility  of  reducing 
or  re-arranging  the  staffs  of  the  inside 
civil  service  with  a  view  to  securing 
greater  efficiency,  made  Its  report  to 
the  Commons  yesterday.  The  com- 
mittee reported  that  lack  of  time  pre- 
vented a  thorough  investigation  into 
the  matter,  and  recommended  that  a 
committee  be  named  to  continue  the 
inquiry  next  feaslon. 

The  committee  finds  that  over- 
manning in  the  inside  service  exists  to 
a  coiuildcrable  ex'  ^t  in  many  of  the 
departments.  an<  •  .lat  leave  of  ab- 
sence Is  permitted  and  practised  to 
an  unreasonable  extent.  A  state- 
ment covering  absence  of  employees 
shows  that  some  of  the  departments 
making^the  worst  showing  In  this  res- 
pect are  the  natural  resources  branch. 
In  which  average  days  absence  dur- 
ing 1018  were  47.2;  posUl  note  divi- 
sion, 41;  corresiMindence  reeiotration 
branch  41;  salary  warrant  division, 
postofflce,    36.3. 

The  total  days  of  absence  for  the 
whole  service,  not  including  the  tem- 
porary employees  In  the  Department 
of  Militia,  were  04,'633  days,  or  an  av- 
erage of  12.7  days.  The  absence  was 
in  addition  to  the  three  weeks'  vaca- 
tion time  given  the  service  and  Sat- 
urday hollduys. 


VETERANS  CLOSE 


Praise  is  Accorded  Administra- 
tion of  Patriotic  Fund  — 
Some  Resolutions  Dealt 
With  at  Final  Session. 


VANCOUVER,  July  6.— The  third 
annual  convention  of  the  Great  War 
Veterans'  Association  of  Canada  was 
brought  to  a  close  last  night  with  a 
tribute  to  the  cltixens  concerned 
in  the  administration  of  the  Canadian 
Patriotic  Fund  during  the  war.  It 
was  declared  that  the  fund  had  been 
administered  In  the  best  way  possible, 
and  that  the  association  had  never 
had  any  difficulty  in  securing  fair 
treatment  for  the  numerous  cases 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the 'fund 
officials  by  the  association. 

A  discussion  arose  over  Resolution 
10,  which  proposed  to  attach  all  funds 
raised  on  appeals  issued  during  the 
war -and  use  the  money  to  provide  for 
the  education  of  dependents  nf  de- 
ceased and  totally  disabled  soldiers. 
Red  Cross  funds  were  exempted  in 
the  resolution,  and  it  was  strongly 
urged*  by  Comrade  Marg^son,  Ot- 
tawa, that  the  Canadian  Patriotic 
Funds  bo  Included  in  the  exemption. 
This  was  opposed  on  the  ground  that 
the  I^ed  Cross  and  Patriotic  Funds 
would  overlap.  It  was  also  pointed 
out  that  the  former  fund  would  not 
be  used  to  carry  out  work  exclusively 
among  soldiers  and  their  dependents 
now  that  the  war  Is  over. 

Comrade  Bagshaw,  Regina,  asked 
whether  aliens  would  be  restored  to 
the  franchise  when  the  war  times 
electipns  act  Is  repealed,  and  sug- 
gested that  the  question  was  one  that 
might  be  taken  up  bytiae  Govern- 
ment. It  will  be  dealt  with  by  the 
new  executive.  A  resolution  intro- 
duced by  Comrade  Barnard,  New 
Westminster,  that  women  be  given 
equal  voting  rights  under  proportion- 
al representation,  was  passed. 

A  lengthy  resolution  dealing  with 
the  question  of  swamp  lands  In  Can- 
ada was  adopted  by  the  convention. 
Under  its  terms  It  was  recommended 
that  all  unpatented  swamplands, 
marsh  and  muskeg  lands  within  20 
miles  of  a  railway  be  made  quickly 
knd  easily  available  for  acquirement 
on  application  by  returned  sr.ldlcrs  of 
the  Canadian  and  Imperial  Expedi- 
tionary Forces,  exclusively  from  July 
31,  1919,  until  July  31.  1922.  by  pur- 
chase at  rates  not  exceeding  10  and 
25  cents  an  acre  according  to  the 
quality  of  the  lands,  or  by  non-reel- 
dent  grants  on  paj-ment  of  a  fee  of 
$10  at  their  district  Dominion  Land 
Office. 

Further  resolutions  not  brought  he- 
fore  the  convention  In  regular  course 
will  lie  dealt  with  by  the  executive. 

Before  flnal  adjournment.  Comrade 
Caldcr.  Montreal,  delivered  an  ap- 
peal urging  a  better  understanding  of 
the  Frenbh-Canadian  and  his  prob- 
lems within  the  Dominion,  and  re- 
ferring to  the  early  stages  of  the  war, 
when,  he  stated,  the  French-Cana- 
dians were  eager  tq  enlist  in  large 
-numbers,  but  wei^  not  by  any  means 
endouraged   by  the  administration.

MURDERER  OF  GIRL 

GIVES  HIMSELF  UP 

LOS  ANGELES,  July  5.— Harry  S. 
New,  of  Glcndale,  walked  Into  police 
he"ftaquarlcr8  "  aT '^]M  "^thls^  rnornlng 
and  said  there  was  a  dead  woman  in 
his  aotomubiie  and  ho  desired  to  give 
himself  up  as  a  murderer.  He  then 
led  the  officer  to  a  sedan  type  car 
outside  the  station,  where  the  body 
of  Frieda  J.  Lesser,  21  years  old,  was 
propped  in  the   rear  seat. 

New  told  the  officer,  according  to 
a  statement  of  the  police,  he  had 
quarrelled  with  the  young  woman  at 
Topanga  Canyon,  several  miles  from 
the  city,  when  she  refused  to  marry 
him,  and  had  shot  her.  She  had  a 
bullet  hole  through  the  head. 

New  was  booked  for  murder  and 
held  without  ball. 

New,  who  is  a  business  man  of  Los 
Angeles,  and  thirty  years  of  age,  told 
the  officers,  according  to  their  state- 
ment of  his  story,  that  he  was  en- 
gaged to  Miss  Lesser,  who  was 
twenty-one  years  old.  He  said  they 
became  intimate  and  that  she  dis- 
closed to  him  that  there  was  to  be  a 
child.  Ho  said  he  urged  her  to 
marry  him  forthwith  and  when  she 
refused  he  became  furious  at  the 
.thought  that  there  might  be  another 
man  and  shot  her.  He  told  the  offi- 
cers, they  said,  that  for  three  hours 
after  the  shooting  he  drove  around 
tovn,  trying  to  make  up  his  mind  to 
surrender.

Buch  aalary 
ahould  be  suniclent  to  meet  the  m- 
craaaed  coat  of  living  through  which 
no  many  mi*  *  handioappad  In  thtf 
tlmea.  In  addition,  thero  ahould  b« 
a  bettar  reward  for  merit  and  lengthy 
t-ervloe  In  Oovernment  employ,  for 
otherwise,  in  the  course  of  time,  with 
the  rectillcatlon  of  wagaa  and  salarlea 
in  other  walka  of  life.  It  will  become 
Impossible  to  maintain  efficiency  In 
the  Civil  Service.  It  was  to  promote 
einelency  that  a  Civil  Bervlce  Com- 
m&Mloner  waa  appointed.  It  la  fur- 
Iher  his  duty  to  rectify  whatever 
wrongs  exist.  There  are  wrongs,  and 
srlevoua  onea.  It  la  not  at  all  clear 
'that  the  baali  on  which  the  regrading 
of  the  ClvlKBcrvlce  ia  boing  carried 
out  is  calculated  to  remedy  the  salary 
deficiencies  that  have  been  so  marked 
during  the  past  .few  years.  There 
are  many  poorly  paid  officials.  There 
are  scores  whove  merita  have  ob- 
tained but  poor  recognition.  The 
Civil  Bervlce  Association  has  made  a 
formal  request  for  such  salary  in- 
creases as  those  most  closely  con- 
cerned consider  sufficient.  At  a  time 
when  Governments  are  advocating 
co-opcfatlon  between  employers  and 
employees,  and  when  legislation  to 
bring  thia  about  Is  to  be  Introduced 
at  Ottawa,  it  is  timely  to  suggest  that 
the  Civil  Service  Commissioner,  by 
Instruction  of  the  Cabinet,  should 
co-operate  with  the  members  of  the 
service  in  reaching  a  decision  regard- 
ing the  payment  of  living  salaries 
and  the  recognition  of  merit  and 
length  of  service.     As  far  as  the  re 


grafting  is  concerned,  that  is  a  work 
^  which,  if  left  to  the  various  deputies, 
would  have  been  accompllehed  Jong 
ago,  and  by  doing  It  this  way  there 
tirould  have  been  no  violation  of  tho 
Act.  for  that  measure  can  never  have 
been  hieant  to  indicate  that  tho  Civil 
Sei'Vlce  CommiHsioner  should  bo  a 
Pooh  Bah.

First  Dr.  tMtthmann-HuIlweg.  then 
F'ieJd  Marshal  von  Ulndenburg,  and 
now  the  five  sons  of  the  former  Ger- 
man Bmplror  have  placed,  themselves 
at  the  disposal  oif  the  Allies.  In  order. 
"If  poeslbtn,  tp  prevent  the  Kaiser 
being  brought  to  trial.  No  matter 
how  much  the  British  peoples  may 
deprecate  any  vicarious  sacrifice  for 
the  sins  which  lie  on  the  head  of/ the 
former  #ai6r  of  Germttny,  they  can- 
not withh61d  a  tribute  to  the  stelf- 
sacrlflcing  devotion  of  the  Kaiser's 
family,  and  of  those  who  served  him 
In  the  war.  Great  Britain  waa  the 
greatest  and  moat  formidable  of  Ger- 
maj^y'e  enemies.  She  was  the  best 
hated  of  them  all;  yet  it  is  to  His 
Majesty  that  the  ex-Kalser's  sons 
have  addressed'  their  plea  to  be  sub- 
stituted for  their  father.  This  Is  an 
aoknowledgmebt,  belated  no  doubt, 
but  none  the  less  striking,  tha^  in 
eome  German  heartA  there  la  a  belief 
In  that  spirit  of  magnanimity  which 
has  been  the  pride  of  the  British  race. 
While  the  plea  that  the  sona  should 
be  substituted  for  the  father  at  the 
International  tribunal  which  ia  t*  try 
the  perpetrators  of  atrocities  in  the. 
war  Is^ddressed  to  His  Majesty,  he 
haa  not  the  power  to  make  answer. 
The  message  must  be  forwarded  to 
the  Peace  Conference.  It  will  not  be 
enteitalned,  but  no  matter  how  much 
Germany's  former  enemies  despise 
her  methods  of  conducting  war.  and 
are  determined  to  punish  the  chief 
artificers  of  ruin,  finer -impulses  will 
be  touched  by  the  individual  spirit  of 
self-eacriflce  which  la  being  shown  in 
defeat.  Peace  haa  been  signed  with 
Germany.  'The  peoples  of  our  lands 
can  never  be  friendly  with  that  coun- 
try until  she  shows  national  signs  of 
contrition,  and  until  she  has  made,  in 
large  part,  reparation  for  her  sins. 
We  are,  however,  sportsmanlike 
enough  to  ,admlt  that  It  is  a  spirit 
worthy  of  a  better  cause  which  haa 
led  an  ex-Chanoellor,  an  ex-general- 
isalmo  and  five  of  the  eons  of  the  for- 
mer Emperor  to  a  wilUngness  to  sac- 
rifice themselves  in  his  stead.  There 
la  sUlI  some  good  In  the  hearts  of 
those  whom  the  peoples  of  the  Allied 
countries  revilet^  so  bitterly  during 
the  war. 


Complaints  have  '^een  received 
that  thefts  of  flowers  from  graves  at 
Ross  Bay  Cemetery  have  been 
numerous  recently;  also  that  children 
are  permitted  to  fly  kites  in  the 
grounds.  A  further  complaint  deals 
with  the  unkempt  anpearanoe  of  the 
grass  around  the  graves.

♦he  reasons  why  such  conditions 
should  be  permitted,  we  do  not  know, 
but  hope  they  are  not  due  to  a  par- 
almonious  policy  which  permits  in- 
sufficient help  to  look  after  the  needs 
of  the  cemetery.  There  la  no  place 
which  should  be  better  tended.  Any- 
one found  gunty  ct  theft  there 
">hould  be  summarily  punished,  and 
belter  efforts  should  b«  adopted  to 
look  after  the  graves.

Un -July-like  weather  greeted  the 
300  O.W.V.A.  members  who  eame 
down  by  special  boat  from  the  Van- 
eouver  convention  yesterday  afternoon 
at  1:30.  But  frowning  elements  In  no 
wise  marred  the  heartiness  of  the  re- 
ception from  the  Victoria  branch  of 
the  Great  War  Veterans'  Aasooiatlon, 
and  from  the  moment  that  the  vlat«^ 
tors  debarked  at  the  CP.R.  wharf  un- 
til they  started  on  the  return  trip  to 
the  Mainland  at  6:46  the  moments 
were  crowded  with  evidences  of-  Vic- 
toria's desire  to  welcome  the  repre- 
sentatives from  all  partta  of  the  Do- 
minion of  this  powerful  and  still 
growing  organlxation  which  has  Just 
concluded  a  week's  Important  business 
in  Vancouver. 

Welcomed  at.a^he  wharf  by  a  spe- 
cial reception  committee  of  the  Vic- 
toria O.W.V.A.  and  member^  of  the 
Ladles'  Auxiliary,  each  organization 
currying  its  banner*,  the  visitors 
marched  over  to  the  Bmpress  Hotel, 
headed  by  the  Visiting  Band,  musi- 
cians in  khaki  who  have  helped  much 
to  entertain  tho  delegates  during  the 
week  they  have  been  in  coiwention 
In  Vancouver. 

Luncheon  was  awaiting  them  in  the 
big  hall  at  the  Kmprens,  and  after 
grace  was  said  by  Comrade  Whltaker, 
Provincial  President.  thW  guests  set- 
tled down  to  the  good  things  before 
them.  Speech-making,  which  was 
reserved  until  the  last  part  of  the 
meal,  was*  brief  and  to  the  point. 

Welcomed  to  Victoria 

Comrade  Tait,  vice-president  of  the 
local  organisation,  was  In  the  chaih 
and  to  him  fell  the  honor  of  speaking 
first  and  extending  the  first  words  of 
"welcome  ToTHe  vlijtors.

visited  here.  ' 

Mayor  Porter  brought  greetings- 
from  the  people  of  Victoria.  It  was  a 
great  honor  to  welcome  delogutea  of 
the  O.W.V.A.  no  representative  of 
every  part  of  the  Dominion.  One  of 
the  far-famed  merits  of  Victoria,  HIh 
Worship  Inserted  humorously,  was  u 
rendezvous  for  honeymoon  couples, 
and  any  bachelor  members  of  the  vet- 
erans' organisation  who  were  consid- 
ering Joining  the  ranks  of  tho  bene- 
dicts would  be  heartily  welcomed  here 
when  tho  time  came. 

Capt  MarUn,  K.N.,  waa  greeted 
with  a  volley  of  cheers  when  he  tobb 
to  sneak.  This  tribute  to  "The  Silent 
Navy"  was  appreciated  and  acknowl- 
edged by  the  speaker  on  behalf  of  the 
service  which  he  represented,  and  in 
turn  he  referred  to  the  fine  work  of 
the  army  overseas  and  the  debt  which 
the  ISmplre  owed  the  veterans  em- 
braced in  such  organizations  as  the 
O.W.V.A.  A  special  reference  was 
made  by  Captain  Martin  to  the  G.W. 
V.A.  efforts  In  connection  with  rehab- 
ilitation of  the  returned  soldiers  and 
eallora. 

Major-General  Leckle,  O.O.C,  was 
also  greeted  with  cheers  when  he  rose 
to  extend  greetings  on  behalf  of  Mili- 
tary District  No.  11.  He  spoke,  how- 
ever, in  a  double  ^padty,  aa  he.  too. 
waa  a  comrade  in  the  O.W.V.A.*  As 
Bu6h  it  was  scarcely  fitting  that  he 
should 'refer  td  the  work  of  that  body, 
but  he  could  not  let  the  opportunity 
pass  of  expressing  satisfaction  at  the 
splendid  manner  in  which  the  Great 
War  Veterans  had  at  all  times  co- 
operated with  the  military  authorities.

Especial  reference  waa  made  to  that 
part  of  His  Worship's  address  in 
which  the  .altruistic  motives  of  the 
Association  were  mentioned.  The 
fact  that  the  Mayor  of  a  city  like  Vic-

Mr.  W.  W.  Ballard,  of  Gordon 
Drykdale/  Ltd.,  will  be  the  principal 
spokjibman,  and  among  the  otheni 
who  will  aupport  him  are  Mesara.

8.  IVrry,  J.  H.  Fletcher.  J.  D.  O'Con- 
nell.  Win  Spencer,  J.  Brockhurat, 
Lawrence  Uoodacre,  W.  Acton  and 
Howard  Stevenson.

The  Council  will  deal  with  thq 
trade  licence  measure  tonight,  and 
possibly  will  be  in  a  position  then  to 
finally  adopt  it.  The  ordinance  u  t3 
go  into  effect  July  16. 

The  Mayor  and  aldermen  have  al- 
ready spent  a  good  deal  of  time  in 
drafting  the  measure.  At  the  pre- 
sent stage — and  there  are  not  likely 
to  bo  many  amendments  made  to  it 
— the  bylaw's  provisions  are  about  as 
follows: 

A  graduated  scale  of  taxes  will  be 
applied  to  retail  traders,  as  follows: 
Class  A,  employing  two  or  less,  (5 
every  six  months;  Class  B,  employ- 
ing three  to  five  inclusive,  ilO;  Clau» 
C.  employing  six  to  ten  inclusive, 
$16;  Class  D,  employing  more  than 
ten.  920. 

The  department  store  clauses  will 
take  care  of  the  dealers  employing 
more  than  the  foregoing  scale  covers. 
For  instance,  it  is  stipulated  that 
from  any  person  carrying  on  a  retail 
business  which  Includes  two  or  more 
distinctive  lines  of  goods  or  ^  retail 
business  in  a  department  store,  for 
each  distinctive  line,  $20  will  be  ex- 
acted every  s^  months.  It  has  been 
deternllned  that  any  store  shall  con- 
stitute a  department  store  for  the 
purposes  of  the  bylaw  in  which  any 
three  or  more  of  the  following  lines 
are  sold:  Dry  goods,  drapery,  dress 
goods;  drugs  and  medicines;  boots 
and  shoes;  suits  and  clothing:  men's 
furnishings  or  haberdashery;  hats  or 
millinery;  furs;  groceries  or  green- 
groceries: furniture  or  carpets;  glass 
ware  and  crockery;  musical  Instu-* 
ments  and  supplies;  books  and  sta- 
tionery; toys;  notions;  photographic 
supplies,  ice  cream  or  cofnectionery, 
watches,  olocks  or  Jewelry;  optical 
goods;  hardware)  or  cutlery;  tobacco 
or  smokers'  supplies;  meals  and  re- 
freshments; sporting  goods,  and  pos- 
sibly meats. 

Deportmeot   Stores 

There  is  this  provision,  however — 
namely,  that  for  the  purposes  of  this 
section  >f  the  bylaw  no  store  shall 
constitute  a  department  store  unless 
more  than  four  persons  are  ordinar- 
ily employed.  It  is  further  provided 
that  no  stores  shall  be  required  to 
pay  licence  fees  for  more  than  ten 
departments.  Department  stores  will 
also  probably'  be  exempted  from  pay- 
ment of  the  •  basic  retail  trader's  li- 
cence. The  departmental  tax  will 
make  up  for  that. 

Wholesale  traders  will  be  called 
upon  to  pay  f60  for  every  six  months.

The  Amir,  following  a  ooursa  whloh 
has  always  commended  Itself  to 
usurpers,  has  emtMtrked  on  a  foreign 
adventure  to  distract  the  attention  of 
bis  people  from  domestic  affairs.  Like 
another  great  crlmlniil,  he  sees  before 
him  the  gates  of  a  prison,  and  the 
slow,  dismal  forms  of  death  at  the 
hands  of  some  tribunal  of  the  people.

It  is.  therefore, 
worth  while  pointing  out  that  it  is 
Impossible  for  any  rising  on  the  Fron- 
tier, even  if  supported  by  Afghanis- 
tan, seriously  to  menace  Ii^dla  as  a 
whole.  The  strategic  railways  and 
defences  that  exist  were  constructed 
to  meet  a  far  greater  danger  than  any 
combined  •  etfort  of  Afghanistan  and 
the  Frontier  tribes  oould  produce.; — 
The  Englishman  (Calcutta). 

^Xoltdisk's  Victory 

Koltchak  has  won  his  greatest  vic- 
tory. It  Is  greater  than  any  victory 
on  the  battlefield.  He  has  won  the 
confidence  of  civilisation.  This  confi- 
dence Is  not  expressed  by  formal  al- 
liance. The  democracies  will  not  send 
troops  into  Russia  to  do  Russia's  work 
for  her.  That  work  remains  to  be 
done  under  Koltchak's  leadership, 
and  the  Allies  believe  it  will  be  done 
ably  and  honestly.  This  Is  the  mean- 
ing of  the  reply  of  the  peace  confer- 
ence to  Koltchak's  message  of  pur- 
poses and  assurances.  It  is  a  victory 
which  undoubtedly  means  the  ulti- 
mate triumph  of  the  cause  Koltchak 
represents.  It  means  the  establish- 
ment of  democracy  in  Russia;  and 
the  rehabilitation  of  the  great  Rus- 
sian people.

However  vulnerable  to  criticism 
the  League  of  Nations  may  be,  the 
attack  upon  it  a»  a  promoter  of 
British  imperial  Interests  is  the  sil- 
liest imaginable.  The  Idea  of  a 
league  did  not  originate  In  Great 
Britain  and  the  British  people  as  a 
whole  have  never  seemed  to  show 
marked  Interest  in  it.  Lord  Robert 
Cecil  was  well  within  the  truth  in 
saying  at  a  public  meeting  last  week 
that  Britain,  "perhaps,  has  less  need 
of  the  League  than  any  other  nation. 
Her  European  position  is  relatively 
stronger  than  ever  it  has  been  in  her 
history.

Her  army  Is  larger  and  better  train- 
ed than  ever,  and  even  on  the 
economic  side  she  is  In  better  case 
than  those  who  before  the  war  were 
described  as  her  rivala"  It  is  an 
anti-British  phobia  that  makes  some 
senators  see  in  ^e  League  a  British 
Intrigue  to  dominate  the  world. —

Orphans  and  Poor  Children 
Will  Benefit  From  Big  Fight 
— Wiilard  Has  No  Alibi  and 
Praises  Dempsey. 


The  Foundation  lacrosse  playeus 
continued  their  wlnnlpg  form  yester- 
day afternoon,  meeting  the  Vancou- 
ver men  at  the  Royal  Athletic  Park 
and  rolling  up  an  8-6  victory. 

As  the  Vancouvers  were  able  to 
muster  but  eleven  men,  the  game  will 
not  count  in  the  Mann  Cup  contest, 
being  classed  as  an  exhibition  match. 

The  contest  was  marked  by  great 
difference  In  the  style  of  play  of..the 
two  teams.  The  Vancouver  men  were 
by  far  the  lighter  aggregation,  their 
home  .playera  being  in  need  ot  fleet 
feet  and  much  skilled  passing  to  be 
able  to  get  the  ball  past  the  sturdy 
giants  who  made  up  the  Foundation 
defence. 

Three  times  during  the  struggle 
the  vieltors  came  up  from  behind  and 
tied  up  the  score,  but  in  spite  of  their 
neatest  combination  work  they  were 
never  able  to-  get  ahead  of  the  local 
boys.  When  the  last  few  minutes 
were  drawing  close  the  Foundations 
mustered  all  their  heavy  metal .  and 
smashed  through  the  Vancouver  de- 
fence for  two  counters  In  quick  suc- 
cession, putting  the  game  on  ice  not 
so  much  by  the  score  as  the  effect 
the  demonstration  of  power  had  on 
the  morale  of  the  Mainland  men, 
whose  team  work  seemed  'utterly 
broken  as  the  flnal  whistle  blew.

The  Vanoonvers  were  not  idle 
through  this  entertainment,  many  of 
their  rushes  looking  dangerous,  but 
Davla  waa  feeling  good,  his  strong 
men  were  right  on  their  toes,  and 
the  aaUiea  of  the  Malnlanders  went 
for  naught  until  Hill  out-manoeuvred 
them.  This  youth  had  been  playing

TOLEDO,  Ohio,  July  S.^Although 
ofllclal  counting  has  not  been  com- 
pleted, Tex  Rickard,  promoter  of  the 
heavyweight  championship  between 
Jess  WlHard  and  Jack  Dempsey,  es- 
timated tonight  that  the  gate  receipta 
would  total  between  1600,000  and 
MOO.OOO. 

Revenue  agents  are  assisting  In 
checking  up  the  receipts  to  deter- 
mine the  amount  of  war  tax  due  the 
Government.  Basing  on  the  receipts 
of  the  $600,000,  the  Government  will 
receive  approximately  $64,000,  while 
approximately  $42,000  will  bo  turned 
over  to  Toledo's  charity  fund. 

The  city,  under  the  agreement  with 
Prontotef  Rickard,  Is  to  receive  7  per 
cent  of  the  gross  receipts.  Rickard 
already  has  paid  $80,000  to  this 
fund. 

WUl   Aid   OrphMu 

Mayor  Schreiber  plans  to  use  this 
money  in  sending  orphans  and  chil- 
dren of  Toledo's  poor  families  on  a 
vacation  trip  to  Michigan.  He  also 
plans  to  devote  a  part  of  the  money ' 
to  endow  beds  for  the  poor  in  hos- 
plUls. 

Dempsey  left  tonight  for  Cincin- 
nati to  open  a  theatrical  engagement 
there.  He  is  to  receive  $7,000  a 
week. 

WlUard  spent  the  day  resting 
quietly  at  his  temporary  home  In 
company  with  his  wife  and  a  few 
frienda  Aside  from  the  swelling  on 
the  right  side  of  his  face,  which  was 
subsiding  under  cold  applications,  he 
was  none  the  worse,  apparently,  for 
his  encounter  with  Dempsey.  He*  ac- 
cepted his  defeat  without  any  at- 
tempt to  excuse  it  or  belittle  the  new 
champion's  fistic  prowess.  On  the 
contrary,  he  made  a  number  of  com- 
plimentary remarks  about  Dempsey's 
ability. 

WUlard  Is  White 

"There  is  little  to  add  to  what  al- 
ready is  known,"  the  defeated  cham- 
pion said.  "After  that  first  hard 
swing  to  the  jaw  In  the  first  round 
Dempeey  came  in  so  fsst  that  I 
never  had  a  chance  to  clear  myself, 
and  square  away  for  a  better  of- 
fence or  defence.  I  wa^  fighting  In 
a  dare.  This  Is  no  attempt  to  alibi 
my  defeat  or  take  credit  from  Demp- 
sey. who  is  a  fast,  clever,  hard- 
hitting fighter,  ranking  with  the 
best  of  heavyweights.  Now  I  am 
through  with  boxing  and  expect  to  be 
Just  plain  Jess  Wiilard.  I  hope,  how- 
ever, tho  public  will  remember  me  as 
a  boxer  who  always  tried  to  give 
his  bCHt  in  the  ring  and  did  hia 
share  to  keep  the  boxing  game  above 
suspicion."  "-~—

wa4^«e  Armenian,  Boghos  Paaha.  His 
way.  of  marshaling  arguments  In 
f  avnr  .  of  ,,  It, .  oontantion  that  was 
froiihRed  upon  by  some  commanded 
admti^tlon.  The  Armenians  demand- 
ed j^  vast  streteh  of  tisrrltory,  with 
outlats  on  the  Black  Sea  and'  the 
Mediterranean.  But  with  the  eseep- r 
lion  of  one  province  they  are  no- 
where In  a  majority  and  their  claim 
to  ClUcla  clashed  slightly  with  one  ef 
the  llpaeial  ohk^ma  of  Firaaea.  The 
ice,^  therefore,  was  somewhat  thin  in 
parts,  but  Boghos  Pasha  skated  over 
it  yei^  gracefully.  Hla  description  of 
the  Armenian  massacres  was  thrilling. 
His  expose  was  a  '  masterpiece.  Of 
Venlselos  I  say  nothing;  he  waa  a 
dxad  star  in  the  firmament  and  his 
light  burned  brightly  through  every 
riti- in  the  clouds.  His  moderation 
astoc^hed  friends  and  opponents. 
His  statesmanlike'  way  of  viewing 
things  national  In  ^erapectlve,  putting 
himself  in  the  place  ,of  his  eompetltor 
and  strljttng  up  a  ftilr  compromise, 
endeared  him  \o  all,  and  his  pnUses 
wert^l|»  every 'one's  mouth. 

AlBanla  was  represented  by  an  old 
friend  of  mine,  the  venerable  Turkhan 
Pasha,  who  has  been  in  diplomacy 
ever  since  the  Congress  of  Berlin  in 
the  seventies  of  last  century,  and  who 
lookA  like  a  modernised  Nestor.  I 
made  his  acqualntjince  many  years 
ago,  when  he  was  Ambassador  oft 
Turkey  In  Petfograd.  He  wm  theft 
K  favorite  everywhere  In  the  nueitlan 
capital,  as  a  charming  talker  and  a 
professional  peacemaker,  who  wished 
weir^to  everybody.  In  olden  days  he 
Mas  {attended  by  a  negro,  who  fol- 
lows^ him  like  his  Bhadow  and  was 
whpWy#lev;pted  to  his  person.  Years, 
passed,  the  times  changed,  and  even 
Turkey  turned  with  them.  The  Sul- 
tan v^Lbdul  Hamid  was  depos^,  and 
the  young  Turks  recalled  the  ambas- 
nador.  whose  presence  In  Petrograd 
had  long  been  a  guaranty  that  Russia 
woUUI  take  no  undue  advantage  of 
Turkey's  straits. 

During  one  of  my  many  visits  to 
the -.Turkish  capital  I  endeavored  to 
move   T&laat,    Ilbrahim      and      other

living  In  two  uncomfortable  rooms  In 
a  vlUaga  which  possessed  only  two 
baths,  both  of  which  were  in  the 
palgce.  The  council  t^iiamber  of  the 
catirinet  had  to  be  approached 
through  a  room  without  a  floor,  so 
that  one  crossed  it  on  planks  which 
were  shaky,  and  the  chamber  itself 
had  but  eight  chairs,  of  which .  spa 
was  broken  and  dangerous  to  alt  on<- 
•  Time  gliding  by  removed  the  Mpret 
from  the  throne,  Turkhan  Pfsha  from 
the'  Vixierate  and  Albania  from  the 
society  of  nations,  and  I  next  found 
my  friend  in  Switzerland,  ill  In  health, 
eating  the  bitter  bread  of  exile,  tem-i 
porarily  isolated  from  the  world  of 
politics,  without  his  negro  servant, 
and  waiting  for  something  to  turn 
up.  A  few  years  more  gave  the  Allies 
an  unexpected  complete  victory  and 
brought  back  Turkhan  Pasha  to  the 
outskirts  of  the  region  of  diplomacy 
and  politics.  He  suddenly  made  his 
appearance  at  the  Paris  conference 
as  the  representative '  of  Albania,  but 
his  suit  to  the  conference  was  that  Italy 
should  be  appointed  to  be  the  guard- 
ian and  pfotectress  of  the  Albanian 
people.  My  other  Albanian  fflendi 
Elasad  Pasha,  who  desires  the  com- 
plete Independence  of  his  country  un- 
der his  own  rule,  protested  against 
Turkhan's  proposal,  but  was  kept  at 
a  safe  dislanee  fr^^at^  the  conference, 
He  wrote  to  me  firehi  Balonica. 

Another  actor  on  the  world  stag* 
with  whom  I  am  personally  acquaint- 
ed and  who  often  crossed  my  path 
during  the  cjonferrnca  was  the  King 
of  Montenegro.  This  potentate's  ^llfa 
abounds  in  '  remarkable  surprises 'for 
the  psyhkologlst  and  the  moralist. 
I  had  met  him  In  various  Euro- 
pesn  capitals  during  the  last  thirty 
years  and  before  the  time  when 
Csar  Alexander  III  publicly  spokg 
of  him  '  as  his  only  friend.  King 
Ntkita  owes  such  success  in  life  as  he 
can  look  back  upon  with  satisfaction 
to  his  conscientious  adoption  of  8t. 
Paul')v«naxlm  o#  being  all  things  to  all 
men.  Thus  In  Petrograd  he  waa'  a  good 
Russian,  in  'Vienna  a  patriotk:  Aus- 
.trian.  In. Rome  a  sentimental  Italian. 
He  was  also  a  warrior,  a  speculator, 
andf  a  poet  after  his  fashion.     I  read

I  met 
him  as  he  drove  In  a  taxi,  looking 
gloomy  and  grim,  to  plead  his  lost 
cause  bafora  the  conferenca..  A  de- 
posed king,  abandoned  by  his  people, 
yet  plladlng  to  gat  back  hia  crown 
from  delagatea  who  had  caused  the 
abdication  of  emperors,  kings  and 
princes  wis  a  characteristic  sight.

Member  for  Nanaimo  in  Upper 
House  Explains.  Attitude  of 
Chamber  Regarding  War- 
time Prohibition  Measure. 


NANAIMO.  July  5.  ,—  Senator 
Planta  has  .  returned  from  Ottawa. 
While  many  Important  i^cts  wore 
dealt  with  during  the  session  now 
drawing  to  a  close,  the  Seijator  says 
the  measure  which  has  specially 
brought  the  Senate  Into  the  itmie- 
light  and  draivn  upon  It  the  most 
i>ubllc  critlcisni  was  perhaps  its  ac- 
tion in  regard  to  tiie.  iiilL>jra.tlfylng 
the  order-in-councU  Issued  durlnj^ 
the  war  as  a  war  measure,  restricting 
the  manufacture,  importation,  tran- 
sportation and  sale  of  liquor,  which 
tho  members  held  should  not  properly 
be  continued  in  effect  for  a  year  after 
the  end  of  the  war.  Senator  Planta 
lays  stress  onr  the  point  that  while 
the  Senate  disallowed  the  continu- 
ance of  war  prohibition  into  peace 
times  without  a  special  mandate 
from  the  people,  it  Is  not  to  be -un- 
derstood that  the  Upper  House  Is  for 
that  reason  committed  to  an  anti- 
prohlbltlon  or  pro-liquor  policy.  The 
Senate's  stand  was  only  to  assert  the 
right  of  the  people  themselves  to  say 
whether  or  not  they  wished  for 
"peace"  prohibition  and  to  give  them, 
a  chance  to  make  a  decision,  which, 
in  fact,  they  have  aot  hitherto  been 
able  to  db. 

The  present  standing  of  the  various 
provinces  of  Canada  on  the  subject 
of  prohibition  is  full  of  inequalities 
Quebec  and  Ontario  enjoying  privi- 
leges in  regard  to  the  sale  an  manu- 
facture of  beer  and  light  wines  which 
are' not  enjoyed  by  tha  Western  pro- 
vinces. In  British  Columbia  prohibi- 
tion would  have  been  defeated  if  the 
votes  of  the  soldiers  had  been  allow- 
ed instead  of  being  set  aside  owing 
to  certain  Irregulbrltleq  in  taking  the 
ballot.  Senator  Planta  considers  that 
the  proper  people  to  decide  on  the 
prohibition  question  are  the  people 
themselves,  and  believes  the  Sen- 
ate was  fully  Justified  In  holding  up  a 
measure  .which  had  no  mandate  of 
the  people  behind  it.  Summing  up 
this  controversy,  he  claims  that  the 
issiie  is  that  of  popular  rights  rather 
than  the  merits  of  prohibition.

Anyone  who  knew  the  Keating  dis- 
trict five  yearn  ago  and  returned 
there  now  would  find  a  vast  change 
in  the  appearance  of  the  place.

The  Gordon  Head  district, 
however,  has  previous  good  records 
to  compare  its  output  with.  While  the 
Keating  district  la  making  progres- 
sive, statistics  wHTch  make  each  year's 
report  better  than  the  last.  And  1»1» 
has  proved  the  best  to  date.  Tho 
farmers  are  very  well  satisfied  with 
their  experin^|i4r^  ^rawberry  grow- 
ing, and  encouraged  by  the  particu- 
larly fine  results  of  this  season's 
work,  there  is  little  doubt  that  the 
acreage  next  season'  will  be  very 
greatly   increased. 

Tho  Keating  season  opened  about 
June  13,  and  picking  has  gone  on 
every  day  since  then  up  to  the  pre- 
sent, already  well  over  100  tons  hav- 
ing been 'shipped  through  the  Saanloh

Biggest  Picking 

-The  biggest  of  the  atrjoiwlierry-faniis. 
is  that  belonging  to  ..Mr.  de  Baer,  a 
Belgian  farmer  who-  has  five  acres 
under  crop  this  year,  and  It  is  inter- 
esting to  learn  that  the  biggest  pick- 
ing in  a  single  day  was  167  palls  and 
«1  craves.  The  best  record  made  by 
any  individual  picker  In  tho  district 
for  one  day  is  12  buckets.  Miss  Mo- 
Kay  being  the  nimble-fingered  farm- 
eress who  accomptished  this  remark- 
able feat.  The  girls  are  paid  at  the 
rate  of  60  cents  per  bueket  (25  lbs.  of 
berries),  so  that  although  the  work 
may  require  close  ^application  and  a 
measure  of  skill,  it  is  well'  paid,  and 
paid  according  to  the  returns. 

Incidentally  it  might  be  remarked 
that  the  girls  state  that  they  prefer 
picking  Into  buckets  rather  than 
crates.  The  whole  of  the  crop  from 
the  Keating  district  has  been  sold 
under  contract  to  the  Empress  Jam 
Factories,  Vancouver,  and  unlike  the 
crated  fruit  It  has  to  be  picked 
"hulled"  and  ready  for  the  boilers. 
r  '^^'i':   V'    Can't  be  Overdone 

"I  don't  think  there  is  any  possi- 
bility of  overdoing  It,"  remarked  Mr. 
Lehman'  when  asked  If  strawberry- 
growing  was  profitable.  "The  mar- 
ket.  commissioner's  report  from  the 
Prairies  indicates  that  we  are  not 
glutting  the  market.  And  *  Ihe  jam 
factories  further  east  are  sending 
here,  too,  for  their  fruit.  So  Van- 
couver Island  should  grow  a  great 
deal  more  and  still  not  supply  the 
demand." 

This  farmer  says  that  strawberry- 
growing  Is  the  most  profitable  branch 
of  agriculture  that  he  has  ever  en- 
gaged in,  and  he  is  no  novice.  He 
employs  only  white  labor,  having  18 
girls  and  boys  picking  on  his  four  and 
a  half  acres. 

One  point  about  strawberry- 
growing  should  not  be  overlooked  by 
anyone  contemplating  entering  the 
business.  On  Vancouver  Island  the 
plarits  are  attacked  by  a  destructive 
weuvil,  and  this  necessitates  shifting 
to  new  fields,  the  further  away  the 
better,  as  often  as  possible.  The 
plants  are  not  at  their  best  after 
two  yearn,  and  the  third  year  is  not 
thought  profitable.  One  of  the  best- 
Informed  of  the  Keating  growers  does 
not  recommend  taking  up  the  Indus- 
try with  less  than  25  acres  of  land, 
this  making  It  possible  to  rest  the 
strawberry  fields  for  a  few  years  be- 
fore replanting  in  the  same  acreage. 
This  obviates  the  weavil  nuisance  to  a 
great  extent. 

Tents  for  Worker* 

The  Government  LatKir  Bureau  has 
supplied  a  large  percentage  of  the 
pickers  for  both  the  Gordon  Head 
and  Keating  districts,  but  the  latter 
has  an  advantage  over  the  former  In 
respect  o'f  -the  amount  of  local  girls 
It  can  supply.  The  more  the  girls  are 
accustomed  to  the  country  the  better 
they  stand  the  conditions,  as  a  rule, 
and  the  record  picker  in  the  Keating 
district  undoubtedly  was  helped  by 
the  fact  that  she  Is  accustomed  to 
ai  i1  fond  of  the  work  in  the  fields. 
II  is  very  largely  In  relation  to  the 
accommodation  provided  for  the  pick- 
ers that  the  gr6wer  finds  It  dlftlcult 
or  easy  to  bet  the  required  help  from 
year  to  year.  Now  that  pickers  are 
being  employed  through  the  Govern- 
ment Labor  Bureau  It  Is  part  of  their 
responsibility  to  see  that  a  certain 
standard  of  comfort  In  the  arrange- 
ments Is  maintained  for  the  workers, 
and  In  all  Instances  in  the  Saanlch 
district  the  grower  puts  up  the  tents, 
provides  a  cook  stove,  wood  and 
water.  In  some  Instances  a  part  of^ 
the  cooking  -jtenslls  are  also  found. 
As  In  previous  years,  only  on  a 
greater  scale,  some  of  the  strawberry 
pickers  are  being  kept  over  for  the 
later  small  fruits,  so  that  those  who 
are  skilled  workwomen  can  make  a 
very  good  Income  during  the  season, 
without  having  to  move  from  plaCe 
to  place. 

GENERAL  PERSHING 
DEFERS  LONDON  VISIT 

LONDON.  July  6. — It  Is  understood 
that  General  John  J.  Pershing,  com- 
mander-in-chief of  the  American 
armies  In  Europe,  has  f>ostponed  his 
visit  to  London  to  July  17.  planning 
to  remain  until  July  10.  He  may  be 
accompanied  by  a  composite  regi- 
ment of  3.000  American  troops,  repre- 
senting all  the  units  still  aligned  with 
the  Allies  In   France. 

The  programme  for  General  Per- 
shing's visit  includes  an  offlcial  visit 
to  the  rlty.  where  he  will  receive  an 
award  of  honor,  a  lunch  with  the 
King  and  a  dinner  at  the  House  of 
Commons.

It  Is  essential  that  their 
AhlH.ren  shall  be  taught,  but  tho  Im- 
mediate need  -Is  fop  the  enlighten- 
ment of  the  fathers  and  mothers  and 
grown-up  brothers  and  sisters. 

The  church,  the  newspapers,  the 
public  IlbrarloH,  the  labor  unions  and 
various  societies  are  all  helping  to 
further  this  work  of  adult  edufatlon. 
Still,  no  thoughtful  person  can  help 
feelltag  that  tliere  is  room  and  need 
for  some  such  organised  effort  ',on 
behalf  of  the  whole  communltjr'as 
the  comparatively  few  favored  Indl- 
vidn4ls  are  benefiting  by  our  unlver- 
.sltles.  The  teaching  must  vary  ac- 
cording to  the  needs  and  capabilities 
of  those 'Who  ask  for.  It,  but  ^here 
should  be  teachlnr.  ^nd  that  of  an 
authoritative  kind,  for  all  who  hun- 
ger after  It.  Js  there  any  existing 
agency  by  which  such  knowledge 
may  be  Imported  In  this  or  other 
provinces  of  CanadhT

Highway,  the  organ  of  the  W.  E.  A. 
shows  that  vuch  leaders  are  not  rare 
among  tutors  and  other  workers  In 
the  society. 

Space  will  not  allow  o^  longer  ref- 
erence to  the  spirit  and  aims  of  the  W. 
B.  A.,  though  much  more  might  be 
said.  What  then,  are  the  qnaliflea- 
tlons  necessary,  for  membership  In 
the  olassee.  They  are  but  two,  the 
possession  of  an  elementary  eduoMlon 
and  a  desire  to  learn. 

As  to  the  subjects  studied  or  taught 
they  vary  with  each  branch  for  each 
forms  its  own  curriculum.  All  one 
can  do  is  to  choose  at  random  some  of 
the  courses.  Economics.  Sociology 
and  Literature  embracing  the  work  of 
H.  O.  Wells,  Ruskin,  Carlyle.  George 
Eliot  and  others  were  studied  and  dis- 
cussed in  one  town.  The  topics  of  lec- 
tures delivered  in  one  month  in  an- 
other were  "The  I<eague  of  Nations"; 
"Democracy  and  the  League  of  Nar 
tlons":  "Some  Foundation  Stones  of 
the  League  of  Nations,"  and  "Sover- 
eignty and  the  League  of  Nattonp." 
The  lecturers  were  all  eminent  men. , 
«  "Forms  and  type*  of  English  Liter- 
ature, as  represented  in  the  Drama 
and  in  Narrative  and  Lyric  Poetry," 
form  the  subject  of  a  three  years' 
course  given  a  class  in  the  town  of 
Reading. 

Classes  on  History  and  Economls 
were  started  last  Winter  by  the  W.  E. 
A.  branch  in  Toronto,  "Moral  Evolu- 
tion," "Civics"  and  "Economics" 
formed  the  subjecta  of  three  courses 
given  in  Belfast,  and  a  class  studied 
""Money  and  Finance"  In  CaxiUt  Mtt- 
sic  is  studied  by  many  branches. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  stud- 
enta  are  required  to  give  evidence  by 
papers  or  omlly  that  they  are  deriv- 
ing benefit  from  the  Instruction  givent 
At  the  same  time  there  are  many 
pleasures  for  the  members  of  ojasses. 
Sooial  evenings,  excursions  In  the 
countrjuvlslta  to  interesting'  places  in 
the  cities  glvS*  opportunities  for 
friendly  intercourse  nad  a  broader 
outlook.  < 

Is  it  possibl'e  for  us  who  dwell  on 
the  Pacific  Coast  to  share  in  the  bene- 
fits of  the  W.  E.  A.?  There  is  no 
question  but  that  the  need  for  a  more 
llbeMLl  education  exlsta  fmong  the 
nten  and  women  who  are  doing  the 
work  of  this  great  Province  today. 

We  have  a  university  at  our  doors 
tfnd  in  the  alumni  of  other  univ^rsl- 
tlei)' a;body  of  educfited  men  and  wo- 
men, large  in  proportion  to  our  popu- 
lation. That  teachers  will  arise 
among  the  men  of  the  labor  unions 
cannot  be  doubted.  In  addition  to  ail 
these  there  are  in  the  public  service 
experfs  In  the  various  departments  of 
human  knowledge.  Among  the  re- 
turned soldlera  ."are  many  ;  men;  who 
have  thought  and  studied  aa  w^U  ga 
fought  and  who  could  teach  others. 

Several  years  ago  there  was  formed 
In  this  Province   "The  Rpyal  Institu- 
tion  for   the   Advancement  of  Learn- 
ing,"  under  whooe     protecting     care 
Hnivorsity   education  began.     A     few 
i^ya  ago  another  society  w«a  formed 
wHh  the  objoct  of  improvihg  educa- 
tion In  the  Province,    ^n  addition     to 
tMMe  organisations  there  are  on  Van- 
couver  Island  an   in   other   parts     of 
the    Province    gentlemen   and   gentle- 
women from  the  Old  Land  who  have 
brought   with   them   the   culture  and 
the  wisdom  of  the  past.     Is  it  not 
possible  that  if  all  these  should  co- 
operate a  branch  or  several  branches 
of  the  W.  E.  A.  could  be  forrofd  In 
British  Columbia?' 
'  There   is,   as  in   all   human   enter- 
prises, tho  question  of  finance  to  face 
in  this  matter     of    adult     education. 
Money   would   be   \«edod,   but  ft  the 
miners  of  Wales,  the  weavers  of  Man- 
chester and   the   people  of  the  Mid- 
lands   have    solved .  the    problem    of 
funds,  why  cannot  it  be  done  In  thl^ 
country?     The   W.B.A.   has  obtained 
the   co-operation   of   tbe   educational 
authorities   in   Great   Britain,   and   It 
should  not  be  wanting  here. 

In  conclusion,  there  must  be  in  the 
city  «  number  of  people  who  in  tbe 
Mother  Country  belonged  to  ons  of 
the  branches  ot  the  W.B.A.  or,  per- 
haps, who  from  the  university  side 
took  part  In  this  great  movement  for 
adult  education.  There  ap  many  in 
Victoria  who  would  like  to  hear  from 
these  something  about  an  edventure 
In  education  of  which  little  Is  known 
here.  If,  as  Professor  Gilbert  says, 
the  members  of  the  W.S.A.  pursue 
knowledge  "In  the  spirit  ef  the  great 
scholars  of  the  Renaissance  Or  al- 
most In  that  of  the  three  Kings  of 
the  Bast."  we  need  Ita  spirit  In 
Canada.

Human  Body 


The  skin  contains  3,000,000  open- 
ings which  are  the  outlets  of  an 
equal  number  of  sweat  glands.  The 
human  skeleton  consists  of  more  than 
aoo  distinct  bones.  An  amount  of 
blood  equal  to  the  whole  quantity  in 
the  body  passes  through  the  heart 
once  every  minute.  The  full  capacity 
of  (he  lungs  is  about  320  cubic  inches. 
About  two-thirds  of  a  pint  of  air  is 
inhaled  and  exhaled  at  each  breath 
in  ordinary  respiration.  The  stomach 
daily  produces  nine  pounds  of  gastric 
juice  for  digestion  of  food;  its  capac- 
'  ity  is  about  five  pints.  There  are 
more  than  500  separate  muscles  in 
the  body,  with  an  ,  equal  number  of 
nerves  and  blood  vessels.  The  weight 
of  the  heart  is  from  eight  to  twelve 
ounces.  It  beats  100,000'  times  in 
twenty-four  hours.  Each  perspir- 
atory duct  is  onc'.fourth  of  an  inch  in 
length,  of  the  whole  about  nine 
miles.  The  average  man  takes  five 
and  one-half  pounds  of  food  and 
drink  each  day.  which  amounts  to  one 
ton  of  solid  and  liquid  nourishment 
annually.  A  man  breathes  eighteen 
times  in  a  minute,  and  3,000  cubic 
feet,  or  about  375  hogsheads  of  air 
every  hour  of  his  existence. 


A  Summer  Home 


Many  children  in  Victoria  spend 
their  Summer  holiday s^in  a  camp  or 
little  cottage  by  the  seashore  w^here 
there  is  nu  need  of  line  clothes,  and 
where  they  are  free  to  enjoy  them- 
selves after  their  own  fashion. 

When  the  brave  King  Albert  of 
Belgium  was  a  boy,  l.e  went  every 
Summer  with  his  father*  and 
mother,  the  Count  and  Countess  of 
Flanders,  his  older  brother  and  two 
sisters  to  one  of  the  loveliest  places 
you  can  imagine.  This  was  the 
chateau  of  Amerois,  built  near  the 
hills  bordering  the  forest  of  Arden- 
nes. A.  river  flowed  by,  fed  with 
streams  which  formed  waterfalls  in 
their  courses. 

The  chateau  was  beautifully  furn- 
ished. On  the  walls  were  pictures 
of  the  children,  their  fflayniates  and 
their  relatives,  painted  by  great  art- 
ists. The  staircases  and  mantels  were 
carved  by  famous  men  and  there 
were  other  rare  and  beautiful  orna- 
ments. The  views  from  the  windows 
were   lovely. 

Among  the  trees  were  winding 
roads  which  led  by  flower  beds  and 
greenhouses  to  a  wonderful  little 
chapel.  In  its  stained  glass  win- 
dows were  emblazoned  pictures  of 
the  saints  after  whom  the  children 
were  named.  Paintings,  statuary  and 
rich  embroideries  added  to  its  beauty 
and  even  the  convent  girls  brought 
gifts  of  delicate,  snowy  lace. 

All  who  visited  the  chateau  in 
those  days  were  as  merry  as  the 
chiMren  who  played  among  the 
flowers  and  trees  or  went  on  delight- 
ful excursions  in  the  neighborhood. 
Rich  and  happy  though  they  were 
this  family  loved  their  neighbors. 
They  were  always  ready  to  help  those 
who  were  in  need  and  their  wise 
gifts  often  enabled  the  people  to  help 
themselves  in  future.  Their  coming 
was  looked  forward  to  with  pleasure, 
and  when  they  left  they  were  fol- 
lowed by  good  wishes. 

In  his  holiday.^,  spent  among  the 
peasant  children  of  Amerois,  the  boy 
who  afterwards  became  the  leader  of 
his  nation  learned  ihc  worth  of  the 
simple  country  folk  of  Belgium. 


It  was  by  the  observation^  o^  a 
celebrated  old  astronomer,  4ibi4ed 
Tykho  Brahe,  that  the  true  shape  of 
a  planet's  path,  came  to  be  after- 
wards determined.  Tycho  lived  in 
days  before  telescopes  were  invented. 
He  had  few  of  the  excellent  con- 
trivances for  measuring  which  we 
^have  in  our  observatories. 

He  lived  on  an  island  near  Copen- 
hagen, and  he  has  given  us  a  picture 
of  himself,  as  he  is  seated  with  his 
quaint  apparatus,  and  his  assistants 
around  him.  busily  engaged  in  ob- 
serving'the  heavens.  The  walls  of  his 
obserwMory  are  decorated  with  pic- 
tures; and  one  of  the  great  Danish 
hounds  which  the  King  of  Denmark 
had  presented  to  him  lies  asleep  at 
his  feet.  I  do  not  think  we  should 
now  encourage  big  dogs  in  the  ob- 
servatory at  night.  Nor  do  modern 
astronomers  put  on  their  velvet  robes 
pf  state,  as  Tycho  was  said  to  have 
done  when  he  entered  into  the  pres- 
ence of  the  stars,  as,  by  so  doing,  he 
showed  his  respect  for  the  heavens. 
Astronomers,  nowadays,  rather  pre- 
fer to  wear  some  comfortable  coat 
which  shall  keep  out  the  cold,  no 
matter  what  may  be  its  appearance 
from  the  picturesque  point  0(  view. 
In  this  wonderful  contrivance,  Tycho 
Brahe  did  not  use  any  -actual  tele- 
scope. H«-  observed through  a  srnaH 
opening  in  the  wall,  and  in  the  pic- 
ture he  has  left;  lest  there  should  be 
any  mistake  as  to  what  is  going  on, 
he  is  pointing  towards  it.  and  giving 
his  three  assistants  their  instruc- 
tions. 

The  full  benefit  of  Tycho's  work 
was  realized  by  Kepler  when  he 
commenced  to  search  out  the  kind 
of  figure  in  which  Mars  was  mov- 
'  ing.  First  he  tried  various  circles, 
and  then  he  sought,  by  placing  the 
centre  in  different  positions,  to  sec 
whether  it  wduld  not  be  possible  to 
account  thus  for  the  irregularities 
of  the  wayward  planet. 

It  would  not  do;  the  movement 
was  not  circular.  This  was  thought 
very  strange  in  those  days,  for  the 
circle  was  regarded  as  the  only  per- 
fect curve,  and  it  was  considered 
quite  impossible  for  a  planet  to  have 
any  motion  except  it  were  the  most 
perfect.  Inhere  was,  however,  no 
help  for  it;  so  Kepler  sagacioTusly 
tried  the  ellipse,  which  he  consid- 
ered to  be  the  niost  perfect  curve 
next  to  the  circle.  He  continued  his 
long  calculations,  until  at  last  he  sue  • 
ceeded  in  finding  one  particular  el- 
lipse, placed  in  one  particular  posi- 
tion, which  w'ould  just  explain  th? 
strange  wanderings  of  our'  erratic 
neighbor.  It  was'  not  alone  that  the 
motion  of  the  planet  traced  out  an 
ellipse;  it  was  further  discovered  that 
the  sun  lies  at  one  of  the  foci  of  t!ie 
curve.  If  the  sun  were  anywhere 
else,  the  motion  of  the  planet  would 
have  been  different  from  that  which 
Tycho  had  found  it  to  be. 

You  must  know  that  this  discovery 
is  one  of  the  very  greatest  that  have 
ever  been  made  in  the  whole  extent 
of  human  knowledge.  After  it  had 
been  proved  that  the  orbit  of  Mars 
was  elliptic,  it  became  plain  that  the 
same  path  must  be  traced  by  every 
planet.  There  are  very  big  planets, 
and  'there  are  small  ones;  there  are 
planets  which  move  in  very  large  or- 
bits, and  there  are  planets  whose 
paths  arc  comparatively  small.  In  all 
cases  the  high  road  which  the  planet 
follows  is  invariably  an  ellipse,  and 
the  sun  is  invariably  to  be  found 
situated  at  the  focus.  It  is  surely 
interestins  to  find  that  these  beauti- 
ful ellipses  which  wc  can  draw  so 
simply  with  a  piece  of  twine  and  a 
pencil  should  be  also  the  very  same 
figures  which  our  great  earth  and  all 
the  ■  other  bodies  which  revolve 
around  the  sun  are  ever  compelled  to 
follow.— Sir  Robert  Ball. 


World's  Youngest 
War  Medalist 


Roger  Bavoux  is  probably  the 
youngest  wearer  of  a  Government 
decoration  in  the  world.  He  is  only 
8,  and  was  4  when  he  performed  an 
act  of  bravery  which  won  for  him  the 
French  War  Cross, 

With  his  parents  Roger  lives  in 
the  village  of  Pimorin.  He  saw  his 
father  march  away  as  a  sergeant- 
major  and  return  as  a  lieutenant.  One 
day  when  his  father  was  at  the  front 
the  enemy  invaded  the  village  and  a 
group  of  a  dozen  stopped  the  young- 
stes'in  the  street  and  demanded  of 
him  that  he  say  "bon  jour."  Roger 
squared  his  shoulders  and  shook  his 
bead  In  obstinate  refusal.

The  two  figures  to  the  right  in  the 
result  will  always  indicate  the  age, 
and  the  remaining  figure  or  figures 
the  month  the  birthday  comes  in. 

This  rule  never  fails  for  all  ages  up 
to  100.  For  ages  under  10  a  cipher 
will  appear  prefixed  in  the  result,  but 
no  account  is  taken  of  this.

Why  Telephone 
Carries  Sound 


When  we  speak  a  word  we  make 
the  air  tremble;  every  different  word 
makes  the  air  tremble  in  a  different 
way.  Wc  call  these  tremblings  air 
waves.  But  an  air  wave  does  not  carry 
sound  so  far  or  so  fast  as  electric- 
ity, so  we  use  the  telephone  to  change 
the  air  waves  into  electric  waves, 
which  travel  along  the  wire  quicker 
than  sound  travels  from  the  tongue 
to  the  ear.  When  we  speak  into  the 
telephones,  an  iron  disk,  like  a  penny, 
changes  the  air  waves  into  electric 
waves,  which  travel  along  the  wire  to 
a  disk  at  the  other  end.  When  they 
strike  this  disk  the  electric  waves  be- 
come air  waves  again,  and  give  off 
exactly  the  same  sounds  as  the 
sounds  which  first  made  the  waves. 
These  sounds  are  the  words  from  our 
lips.  Our  words  strike  one  disk  and 
become  electric  waves;  the  waves 
strike  another  disk  and  become  words 
again,  because  •both  disks  are  in  tune 
and  save,  off  exactly  the  same  sound 
when   the   waves   strike   them.

Art  of  Stenciling 


Have  you'  ever  thought  of  doing 
away  with  all  ex^ra  decoratibns,  such 
as  ineffective  pictures  and  hanging 
calendars,  and  using  stencilling  for 
ornament  in  their  stead?  Unless  pic- 
tures are  really  good  their  value  from 
a  decorative  point  of 'view  is  doubt- 
ful, and  they  collect  dust  and  there- 
fore add  to  the  housework. 

For  anyone  with   a  fair  share   of 
artistic  sense  and  some  slight  knowl- 
edge of  the  work  it  is  quite  easy  to 
carry    out    stencilling    on    a    plain 
painted  or  distempered  wall.    Th»jle- 
sigii  Hhouid  be  traced  on  thin  card- 
board or  firm  paper.  The  stencils  are 
then  cut  and  applied  in  the  required 
position   while   the   color  is  brushed 
on.     It  is  simple  to  hold^ small  sten- 
cils in  0lacc  while  this  is  being  done, 
only  great  care  must  be  exercised  not 
to  move  them     during    the  process. 
Large  pieces  may  be  fixed  here  and 
there  with  small  sections     of  sticky 
paper.     On  a  washable  paint  or  dis- 
temper it  is  easy  to  remove  the  niarks 
of  thttt  after  the  stencil     has  brrn 
trankferred.     The  coloring    used  for 
the  steneils  may    be     paint     or  dis- 
temper, or  any  medium  which  takes 
well,  on  the  surface  of  the  wall.    It  is 
important  when  designing  for  stencil- 
ling io  keep  all  the  parts  of  the  pat-  * 
tern  separate  and  well  defined:    One 
color  may     be  used     for  the  entire 
titotif.  btjt  it  is  often  \try  effective 
to  outline  %ach  piece  with  a  thick  tine 
of  a  darker  shade  of  the  same  color. 
Veining  and  other  decorative     lines 
may  alto  be  added.       The   amateur 
will  do  weff*to  make  careful  measure- 
ments when  placing  the  stencils  and 
mark  them  in  slight  pencil  lines.    It 
is  esMntial    to    the  success     of  the 
whole  scheme  that  the  positions  work 
out  correctly. 

A  rather  narrow  border  of  stencil- 
Ihig  placed  about  a  third  of  the  way 
up  the  wall  alway*  looks  effecthre.  A 
motif  worked  out  in  pink  and  mauv^ 
with  a  few  bl«ck  squares  in  th«  back- 
gnmtd  <a  an  asDfla  and  artistic 
^loiatlo*  owr  a  doorway  or  be- 
twMO  two  wWows.  StfBcining  I? 
partkotarty  well  adapted  for  the 
aeweat  color  schemes. and  for  carry- 
lag  out  -darrk*  and  yutwist  ideas. 
A  very  up-to-date  room  may  be 
planned  with  mot«s  differing  in  color 
and  form  placed  at  r»guUr  intervaU 


Mfft  the  months  or  seasons  of  the 
year,  or  they  may  follow  out  the 
fancy  of  the  decorator  and  present  a 
series  of  vivid  effect8.-.-London  Daily 
Mail. 


Laundry  Hints 


The  following  hmts  are  by  the 
authority  of  French  laundress: 

After  washing  clothes,  rinse  them 
in  at  least  four  clear  waters.  There 
is  nothing  like  repeated  rinsing  for 
giving  a  good  color  to  your  gar- 
ments. 

Starch  cambric  very  slightly  before 
ironing.  With  a  thicker  make  of  un- 
derwear starching  is  unnecessary;  if 
the  material  is  ironed  when  damp  it 
will   be   stiff  enough. 

Roll  up  all  cambric  things — neck- 
wear, frills,  and  so  on— after  yoljk 
have  put  them  through  very  thin, 
clear  starch,  and  then  iron  while  still 
slightly  damp.  Otherwise  the  iron 
gives  no   gloss   to   the   material. 

Net  and  crinkly  crepe  require  no 
ironinir.  Tlfcy  need  but  be  pressed 
and  coaxed  flat  with  the  fingers. 

Iron  embroid<fry  on  the  wrong  side 
over  a  piece  of  felt  or  blanket,  and 
the  pattern  will  have  a  nice  raised  ap- 
pearance. Do^not  use  too  hot  an 
iron  for  this.  Pull  and  press  out  any 
points  and  iron  until  the  trimming  is 
quite  dry. 

Iron  plain  frills  on  the  right  side 
fo  give  tlia  material  a  gloss. 

Iron  all  band*,»hems,  and  double 
parts  of  underclothing  on  the  wrong 
side:  then  proceed  to  the  rest  of  the 
Rarment.  Always  keep  the  neck  or 
top  of  the  garment  at  the  left-liand 
side,  so  that  if  there  are  any  gathers 
the  iron  may  be  run  more*  easily  into 
them.  ^Draw  the  work  towards  yoy 
as  itjs  finished.' 

Stretch  the  scams  and  hems  of  new 
garments  before  applying  the  iron, 
or  they  may  wrinkle. 

Lastly,  crimp  or  goffer  the  frills  If 
necessary.  Special  iron*  of  different 
•ilea  are  required  for  thia  purpose. 
For  small  frills  a  fine  flute  is  pret- 
tiest: for  deep  frills  a  larger  iron  is 
preferabtr. 

One  last  word.  Never  let  under* 
wear  or  frills-  or  handkerchiefs  be- 
come really  dirty.  Wash  them  while 
they  ate  still  almost  clean,  and  there-

It  would  be 
very  much  better  if  she  could  say  in 
the  beginning:  "I  like  you,  and  if 
you  like  me  as  much  as  I '  like  you 
let  us  spend  our  lives  together."

How  to  Waah  OUaa 

Tumblers,  ^lass  dishes  and  bowls, 
ice  cream  plates,  and,  indeed,  all 
glass  should  be  washed  in  warm 
(not  hot)  soapy  water  and  rinsed  in 
cold  water.  Special  linen  glass 
cloths  should  be  kept  for  wiping 
glass,  and  it  should  be  well  polished 
with  a  dry  cloth.  To  remove  wine 
stains  from  decanters,  peel  and  cut 
a  raw  potato  into  small  dice.  Put 
these  into  the  decanter  with  a  little 
cold  water.  Hold  the  palm  of  the 
hand  over  the  mouth  of  the  decanter 
and  shake  well  until  t^e  sUins  dis- 
appear. Powdered  charcoal  mixed 
'with  a  little  cold  water  and  placed  in 
the  decanter  helps  to  remove  stains 
and  brightens  the  glass.  The  de- 
canters should  be  rinsed  well  in  two 
or  three  lots  of  clean  water  and 
down  to  drain  before 
clean  cloth.  If  the 
anter  is  very  narrow, 
^rton  of  the  cloth 
hound  a  thin  can*«id- push  it  down 
the  neck,  so  "as  to  dry  the  inside  as 
well  as  posible.  Polish  the  outside 
with  a  soft  cloth.  Flower  vases 
should  be  washed  with  warm  water, 
to  which,  if  they  are  very  dirty,  raw 
potato  should  be  added.  They 
should  be  rinsed  with  cold  water.

AIR  STAMPS 

In  philatelist  circles  the  latest  en- 
thusiasm is  to  collect  first  issues  of 
aerial  postage  stamps.  Particularly 
eager  are  stamp  collectors  to  obtain 
the  first  stamp  specially  issued  for 
aerial  services.- 

So  far  none  has  been  issued,  the 
policy  adopted  in  the  United  States 
and  for  the  mails  carried  by  Mr. 
Hawker  being  to  surcharge  the  or- 
dinary letter  stamp  and  endorse  these 
"Aerial  Mail  Service,"  of.  in  the  case 
of  the  Atlantic  mail.  "First  Trans- 
atlantic Aerial  Mail,  April  1919." 
There  is.  however,  hi  prodnctiiMi  a 
special  stamp  for  thr  .\merican  aerial 
postal  serice,  and  it  will  be  interest- 
ing to  see  what  demand  is  made  for 
the  first  copies  to  arrive  ia  this 
country. 


WOMEN  WAGE  EARNERS 


The  greater  participation  of  women 
in  gainful  occupations,  brought,  about 
by  the  war,  is  indicated  by  statistics 
gathered  and  recently  published  by 
the  Federal  Government. '  The  cen- 
sus returns  of  I910  indicated  S.3^.807 
women  employed  at  that  time.  Of 
these,  approximately  two  million 
were  in  domestic  service  and  approx- 
imately one  million  were  in  agrucul- 
ture. 

When  the  war.  ended  last  Novem- 
ber 14,780,000  American  women  were 
receiving  compensation  for  services 
rendered,  or  nearly  three  times  the 
number  employed  in  1910.  Approx- 
imately two  million  women  were  em- 
ployed in  war  service  of  one  kind  or 
another,  about  2,500.000  were  in 
domestic  occupations,  100,000  were  in 
mtmition  plants,  and  another  100.000 
were  in  shipyards.  The  farms  of  the 
country  claimed  tw'o  million  women 
workers,  and  700,000  were  in  office 
work  and  clerical  positions  -of 
various  *kind«.  .\nother  important 
contrast  between  the  war  figures  and 
those  of  1910  was  in  the  number  of 
married  women  employed,  these  in- 
creasing by  more  than  100  per  cent 
through  war  coodrtions.

This  is  a  solid  and  a  little  of  it 
should  be  rubbed  on  the  hands  at 
night.  In  some  cases  olive  oil  or 
lanoline  will  be  found  better  as  there 
are  skins  which  glycerine  in  any 
form  irritates.  * 

Do  Not  Wear  Tight  Glovea 

Tight  gloves  are  a  common  cause 
of  red  hands  for  they  hinder  the  cir- 
culation and  in  consequence  reaction 
and  too  much  blood  is  the  result. 
They  should  never  be  worn.  Gloves 
become  dirty  inside  and  should  not 
be  worn  for  long  without  being 
cleaned.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  turn 
them  inside  out  and  air  them^for  a 
day  now  and  again  or  every  time 
after  wearing.  Donning  '  chamois 
leather  gloves  at  night  is  a  disputed 
measure;  it  certainly  ibftens  the 
hands,  but  it  makes  thc;n  delicate  and 
subject  to  injury  by  cold  weather  or 
sunshine.  Of  course,  if  some  greasy 
compound  is  rubbed  on  at  night 
gloves  should  be  worn.  Any  applica- 
tion to  the  hands,  however,  should  be 
used  in  only  the  smallest  necessary 
quantity;  there  is  no  advantage  in 
putting  on  a  large  amount.

The  housewife  who  has  been 
maidlcss  for  weeks  past  will  doubt- 
less be  intercstei  n  the  new  scheme 
which  the  Y.W.C.A.  in  London, is 
inaugurating. 

A  large  house,  which  will  accom- 
modate 40  or  50  worl^rs  has  been 
taken  in  North-West  London  and  is 
being  opened  as  a  residential  club 
for  girls.  Tliese  girts  are  to  be 
known  as  the  Blue  Triangle  Home 
Service  Corps,  and  they  will  go  out 
daily  to  flats  and  houses  in  the 
neighborhood,  arrayed  in  neat  blue 
uniforms,  to  work  by  the  hour  as 
domestic  helpers. 

All  these  gtrls  will  have  passed  an 
efficiency  test,  so  that  they  will  be 
well  worth  the  tod.  per  hour  which 
is  charged  for  their  services.  They 
themselves  will  receive  a  fixed  weekly 
wage  of  36a.  for  a  week  of  48  hours, 
exclusive, of  meal-times,  and  will  pay 
the  hostel  one  pound  per  week  to 
ccnrer  board,  lodging,  laundry,  use  of 
uniform,  guarantee  against  unem- 
ploymeflt.  and  all  club  privileges. 

A  certain  number  of  girls  tnay  re- 
ceive a  course  of  three  months'  train- 
ing at  the  hostel  to  equip  them  to  be- 
come members  of  the  corps.  During 
this  time  they  will  receive  board  and 
^lodging  and  a  nominal  salary  of  2s. 
6d.  per  week  if  they  are  under  18,  or 
5s.  a  week  if  they  are  over  that  age. 

The  club  is  in  charge  of  an  ex- 
perienced superintendent,  and  will  be 
run  on  lines  similar  to  other  Blue 
Triangle  Clubs,  with  all  the  until 
educational  and  social  advantages. 
It  will  also  he  open  to  other  domes- 
tic workers  in  the  neighborhood. 

All  partirutar^,  both  for  girls  and 
would-be  employers,  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Secretary.  Y.W.C.A.  Em- 
ployment and  Emigration  Depart- 
ment, 22  George  Street,  Hanover- 
Square,  W.  I.  ^ 

Sf  this  scheme  meets  with  the  suc- 
cess that  is  anticipated,  branches  will 
be  opened  in  various  neighborhoods 
as  the  dcnvind  arises.  It  may  be  a 
solution  of  that  vexed  question  of 
the  shortage  of  domestic  workers: 
time  alone  will  show.  One  point 
worthy  of  mention  is  that  any  mem- 
ber who  desires  to  take  a  permanent 
domestic  post  is  encouraged  to  do  so, 
so  that  the  idea  is  to  supplement  and 
not  to  deplete  the  ranks  of  recog- 
nised doMcstic  service.

Even  00  faer  §aturday 
afternoon  the  shop-girl  may  not 
sport  such  fabrics.  She  can  barely 
afford  substitutes.,  But  the  shof^girl, 
the  munitioner,  the  little  servant,  can 
afford  to  make  up  her  face  like  the 
fine  lady— .and  does.  That  she  often 
overdoes  it  is  less  her  fault  than  that 
of  the  ladies  who  lifted  paint  out  of 
the  disrepute  into  (which  it  had 
fallen. 

Whsn  people  powdered  their  hair 
they  inevitably  powdered  their  faces. 
The  ghastly  result  shrieked  aloud  for 
paint  and  patches.  The  response 
came  alike  from  beaux  an^l  belles, 
from  old  women  and  old  men. 

Amid  the  changes  in  the  way  self- 
respecting  people  have  regarded  face- 
painting,  the  way  in  which  it  has 
throughout  the  ages  been''  regarded 
by  people  ^  of  another  sort  remains 
changeless.

We  know 
that  Bha  helped  AUIed  eoldiers  to 
eacape,  but  coaeernin*  the'  system 
upon  which  she  worked  and  the 
people  with  whom  she  worked,  all 
has  been  silence.  The  facts  hereun- 
der related  came  Into  my  possession 
In  a  curious  way. 

At  Ypres,  In  1916.  It  was  deeSded  to 
produce  a  Christmas  number  called 
the  Salient,  and  th«>  Ute  Captain  B.  D. 
Pain,  of  the  eth  Somersets,  formerly 
of  The  Evening  Btandard,  and  myself 
were  oommisaloned  to  edit  It.  Amons 
the  contributions  sent  In  was  a  manu- 
sorlpt  of  10  paxes  enUtled  "A  Modem 
Scarlet  Pimpernel,"  and  across  It  had 
been  scrawled  by  a  general  officer,  "Go 
very  carefully  with  this.  We  don't 
want  to  Vive  anything  away."  The 
narrative  vave  the  system  upon  which 
JCdlth  Cavell  had  worked  In  conjunc- 
Hon  with  the  Prince  de  Croy  (or 
Crouy),  and  It  had  to  be  mercilessly 
blue-pencilled  before  it  conld  appear 
even  in  The  Salient,  with  Its  circula- 
tion of  tft  copies.  At  that  Ume  Miss 
Cavell  had  Iain  for  only  a  few  weeks 
In  the  crave,  and.  the  publication  of 
the  slightest  additional  fact  raight 
have  materially  helped  von  Bisslns 
in  his  ruthle^a  ferretinjr  out  of  secrets

;  The  narrative  begins:  **There  are 
tliose  who 'affirm  that  all  romance  has 
been  stripped  from  war  nowadays  and 
t^ho  sigh  for  the  days  of  Roundhead 
and  Cavalier,  of  the  Red  Cap  and  My 
Liady  OulUotine.  or  even  the  days  of 

—•TO.  We  would  direct  the  attention 
of  such  to  the  shifts  adopted  by  a 
certain  Belgian  nobleman  and  his 
sister  (the  Prince  and  Princeas  de 
Croy)  In  order  to  get  Allied  soldiers 
out  of  the  country  into  Holland  dur- 
ing the  first  months  of  the  war.  The 
Prince's  chateau  was  In  the  district 
of  Mens  and  the  big  German  advanco 
swept  up' and  over  it  like  a  tidal  wave, 
leaving  behind  it  a  acatered  Jestam 
of  detached  offlcera  and  men.  the  col- 
lection and  returning  to  Bngland  of 
whom  now  became  the  aelf-lmposed 
task  of  the  Prince  and  his  sister." 

.. :,  Tbji^  Princees  went  to  Brussels,  dls- 
galaed  as  a  peasant  woman,  in  a  cart 
and  saw  Kdlth  Cavell,  an  old  friend. 
To  her  she  outlined  her  plan. 

The  chateau  at  Mons  was  to  be  the 
rallying  centre  for  all  Allied  fugitives, 
both  wounded  and  unfrT>unded.  The 
peasants^  would  lead  the  fugitives 
there  by  night,, and  the  signal  would 

"^  be  sand  thrown  at  a  certain  wlndov< 
The  Princess  proposed  to  establish 
"forwarding  agents"  along  the  line  of 
route  to  the  Dutch  frontier,  whoae 
duty  it  would  be  to  give  food  find 
shelter  to  the  fugitives  as  they  arrived 
attended  by  duly  accredited  guides. 
Would  Miss  Caveli  act  as  one  of  three 
such  forwarding  agenta  in  BrusseliTY 
The  Bnglishwonian  reaiiily  agreed. 
She  had,  she  said,  already  been  shel- 
tering Bnglish  fugitives  of  her  own 
accord.  Mlaa  Cavell  was  to  keep  the 
men  in  Brusseki  till  they  could  safely 
be  got  away  to  the  frontiers. 

On  being  reminded  that  the  Ger- 
mans had  threatened  to  shoot  any- 
one caught  harboring  Allied  soldiers 
MlB»  Cavell  replied:  "We  must  take 
the  risk.  We  are  dong  no  harm,  only 
helping  our  own  people.  .  A  German 
woman  would  do  the  same."

Mlaa  Cavell  was  then  given  further 
Instructions:  "Don't  have  anything  to 
do  with  men  arriving  here  who  are 
not  In  the  company  of  one  or  other 
of  our  guides.  Our  guldea  will  simply 
give  the  day  of  the  week  aa  the  code 
wonl.  Here  are  their  assumed  names. 
Thsre  will  only  be  six  altogether, 
thraa  -working  -  between  Mons  and 
thra*  more  between  Bruasels  and  the 
frontier.  The  latter  are  poachers  and 
^smugglers,  well  accustomed  to  slip- 
ping into  Holland.  They  will  all  b« 
imder  'Bourg.' " 

After  more  detail  the  narrative  con* 
tlnues:  "After  the  aystem  had  been 
working  some  time  the  Germans  got 
much  stricter,  and  only  parties  of  two 
or  three  could  be  got  through  to 
Brussels,  and  these  had  to  have  falae 
IdentiHcation  papers  prepared.  The 
Prlnoesa  took  the  men'a  photographs, 
while  the  Prinoe  forged  the  signatures 
and  frtampa" 

Mkw  Cavell  used  herself  to  take  the 
men  to  the  rendesvous.  She  warded 
off  suspicion  by  sending  her  fugitives 
out  Into  the  crowded  atreets  by  day 
if  they  were  French  or  Belgian,  and 
by  giving  them  work  as  orderlies  In 
her  hospital,  if  they  should  be  Bng- 
lish and  tongue-tied.  So  that  when- 
ever the  Germans  called  they  would 
And  everything  in  order.  Many  fugi- 
tives, unfortunately,  were  caught,  and 
when  in  civilian  clothes,  or  even  It  stIU 
In  ttnlform.  were  shot  out  of  hand*

All  through  the  Spring  and  Summer 
of  191ft  the  process  of  smuggling  tha 
fugitives  into  Holland  continued. 
"MkM  Cavell  was  aplendid.  She  went 
on  with  her  own  work  all  the  tlme^ 
nursing  Germans,  Krench,  nnd  Bel- 
gians. She  never  made  a  slip  from  be- 
ginning to  end.  She  was  ultimately 
given  away  by  one  or  two  of  the  men 
she  had  ixaved  writing  to  thank  her. 
Tha  Germans  Intercepted  these 
leuers." 

This  was  jus(  before  the  Battia  of 
I.,oo«.  and  the  Germans  at  once  aaw 
red.  '  They  themselves  had  managed 
to  Introduce  a  number  of  spies  Into 
Kngland  in  the  guise,  of  Belgian  re- 
fugaes  during  the  wnd  exodus  from 
Antwerp  and  Ostend  the  year  before. 
Surely  Miss  Cavell  was  passing  sple* 
across  the  Dutch  frontier  Ic  addition 
to  fugitive  soldiers?  In  thalr  clumsy 
t^ay  they  sought  to  entrap  the  Bng- 
lishwoman  by  sending  to  her  house 
two  agents  who  posed  a*  fugitives 
froaa  the  Mons  chateau. 

ICIa  Cavell,  not  seeing  a  recogr.ised 
aulde.  simply  anawered  tnat  «ho  rt<Mld 
not  take  them  In — nothl.ig  rmrif.  The 
Oonoana  bad  ho^ad  ior  (his  way  to 
Mt  in  touch  with  the^ther  links  In 
tha  chain  as  Mlaa  Cavell  uaseed  thttr 
aganta  on.  and  so  possl2*ly  get  n  the 
bottMD  of  a  general  espionage  coa- 
■ptraay.  They  alrea<Sy  held 
proof  to  arreat  Mlas  Oavall  an 
iMMr  oharge — puniahable  by  them, 
howarer.  with  the  same  penalty  aa 
the  graater. 

Bvonta  now  atoved  rapidly.  "Baurg" 

i  waa  tha  first  to  ba  arreated.       If  Iss 

!  Cavall  warned  the  PHnca.  and  It  was 

daelded  that  iia  should  dlMwar  to 


clear  the  air.  The  Prince,  however, 
would  never  have  gone  had  he  known 
of  the  wbolfsala  arresta  that  were  to 
follow.  In  effect,  a  week  later  the 
Uaraiaas  arrsatad  M  persons,  includ- 
ing the  Prlnoew  and  Miss  Cavell.  Few 
ware  allowed  a  lawyer. 

In  order  to  extract  Infonaatioa 
from  the  prisoners,  none  of  whom 
woBid  aaawer  any  questions,  tha 
Geqinaas  Introduced  agents  masquer- 
ading aa  IWlow-prlsoueni  Into  the 
oalla.  These  bogua  prisoners,  acting 
on  definite  Insiruotlons,  succeeded  in 
drawing  out  several  of  the  real  prls- 
onere  and  maklag  them  talk,  as  evi- 
dence at  tlje  "trial"  afterwards 
ahowod.

We  know  the  rest.  At  f  p.m.  on 
the  night  fixed  for  the  execution  of 
Miss  Cavell  neutral  dlptomata  hurried 
to  the  ThsiAre  Royal,  where  rmt  Wa- 
stag  and  von  dar  Lanckea  ware  anjor^ 
ing  theafUMlvas. 

"Tha  mAtter  Is  enthroly  la  tha  han«a 
of  the  MlUtary  Governor,"  aaid  tha 
former. 

"Monsieur."  asid  th«  fl»aalah  Mln- 
later,  "you  ar«  committing  wor»e  than 
a  crime.  Tou  i^re  oommlttlog  an 
error." 

The  facts  above  recorded  need  no 
Embroidery,  except  this — the  hand 
that  shot  a  great  heroine  is  the  hand 
that  kept  Rantsau  seated  at  Ver> 
saiUea.  No  change.  L«t  us  remem- 
ber that  as  we  l>are  our  heads  today; 
above  all,  let  it  be  remembered  by  the 
British  Army  of  the  Rhine,  sur- 
rounded  aa  it  Is  by  every  form  of  rep- 
tile servility. 

We  do  not  hate.  That  is  childish. 
But  we  caa  despise.     That  Is  Bnglish.

Future  of  Turkey;  An  Appeal 
From  Moslem  Leaders 

By  Aga  Khan  and  Ameer  Ali.' 


At  this  critical  moment  we  regard 
It  our  duty,  as  cltlsens  of  the  Qrltlah 
Xmplre,  to  plead  once  more  for  a  con- 
siderate hearing  at  the  Peace  Confer- 
ence of  the  Musulman  caae  on  behalf 
of  Turkey. 

The  tranquil  development  of  Asia, 
and  especially  of  India,  closely  con- 
cerns England.  We  venture  to  sub- 
mit that  in  the  light  of  the  anguiah 
and  pain  which  the  threatened  dis- 
memberment of  Turkey  has  created 
among  Musulmans  it  is  for  Kagland 
to  atand  by  the  Prime  Minister's  sol- 
emn pledge  which  will  always  remain 
mmorable  in  the  annals  of  the  world 
as  the  statement  of  a  far-sighted  and 
J^ust  policy,  which  had  the  desired  ef- 
fect of  calming  the  anxiety  cf  Mos- 
lems and  enlisting  their  co-operation 
in  the  war  against  German  ambitions. 
His  words,  already  quoted  by  promlni 
enl  public  men  with  a  knowledge  of 
the  Mahomedan  mind,  will  not  loae 
force  by  repetltlop.  After  stating 
some  of  the  objects  of  the  burden  of 
war  that  we  had  undertaken  he  said 
cb  follows:  "Nor  are  we  lighting  to 
iieprive  Turkey  of  its  capital  .tr  of  the 
rich  and  reno^tuod  l^nds  xf  Asia  Mi- 
nor tLnfl  Thrace,  which  are  predomin- 
antly Turkiah  in  race."  And  he  pro- 
ceeded to  clinch  his  assurance  in  the 
following  words:  "While  we  do  not 
-challenge  the  hialntsnande  of  the  Tur- 
kish Bmpire  in  the  homelands  of  the 
TurKlah  race  «\ith  Ita  capital  at  Con- 
stantinople, the  pHSsago  between  the 
Mediterranean  and  the  Black  Sei  be- 
ing Internailonallzed  and  neutralised, 
Arabia,  Armenia,  Mesopotamia,  Syria 
and  Palestine  ai-e  in  our  Judgment  en- 
titled to  a  recognition  of  their  sep- 
arate national  condition." 

Nothing  opuld  be  more  explicit  nor 
more  emphatic  than  the  Prime  Min- 
ister's pronouncement  made  in  the 
name  of  Bngtend.  It  remaina.  there- 
fore, for  Bngland  to  satisfy  the  Asao- 
ciated  Powers  that  the  wholeaale  des- 
truction of  "Turkey  Is  not  compatible 
with  the  interests  of  her  Empire  or 
her  good  faith  towaf'ds  the  vast  mil- 
lions of  her  Musulman  subjects.  The 
Minister  for  India,  responsible  for  her 
peace  and  good  government  did  not 
overrate  by  one  word  the  extreme 
gravity  of  the  situation,  or  the  dlasat- 
Isfactlon  and  resentment  '.o  wntch  the 
attempt  to  throw  over  the  Prime 
Minister's  pledge  has  given  rise  in  In- 
dia and  elsewhere. 

At  this  moment  a  great  scheme  of 
constitutional  reform  Jn  India  la  on 
foot;  Its  complete  success  must,  to  a 

Sreat  extent,  depend  on  the  wholes 
aarted  and  loyal  co-operation  of  all 
his  Majesty'a  Indian  subjecta.  It  would 
in  our  opinion,  prove  a  real  (mlamlty 
if  the  Idusulman  community,  number- 


ing over  72  millions,  were  to  stand 
aloof^in  sullen  bitternesa. 

We  believe  that  no  atateaman  is 
more  alive  to  the  dangers  of  the  sit- 
uation than  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
India.  What  do  the  Muaulmans  want; 
what  do  we  plead  for?  Neither  they 
nor  we  ask  for  any  new  status  for 
Turkey.  We  consider  it,  however,  our 
duty  to  urge,  for  the  fair  name  of 
Bngland,  nay  of  the  British  Bmpire, 
that  the  pledge  our  Prime  Minister  in 
the  najne  of  Bngland  gave  to  the 
world,  and  in  particular  to  the  world 
of  Islam,  should  be  maintained:  and 
that  the  Turkiah  sovereign,  aa  the 
Caliph  of  the  vaat  Sunnl  congregation 
should  be  left  in  ai»solute  pcaaeHSton 
of  Conatantlnople.  Thrace,  and  Aela 
Minor  stretching  from  the  north  of 
Syria  proper  along  the  Aegean  coast 
±a  ,tha.BlaclefleaT— A  jeglon  ^'prcdonx- 
inantly  Turkish  in  race."  It  would 
in  our  opinion,  be  a  cruel  act  of  in- 
juatice  to  wrench  any  portion  of  this 
tract  from  Turkish  sovereignty  to  sat- 
isfy the  ambitions  of  any  other  peo- 
ple. Instead  of  bringing  peace  to  Wes- 
tern Aala,  such  a  aettlement  wilt  aow 
the  aeeda  of  constant  wars,  the  effect 
of  which  canpot  be  expected  to  remain 
confined  to  the  country  where  they 
happen  to  be  waged. 

For  the  defection  of  the  unacrupu- 
loua  adventurera  who  dragged  their 
stricken  people,  who  had  already  un- 
dergone great  misery,'  into  the  world- 
war.  Turkey  has  been  aufflcienty 
punished  by  the  aecular  expropriation 
of  some  of  her  richest  provinces.  But 
we  submit  that  the  maintenance  of 
the  Ottoman  sovereign's  spiritual  su- 
zerainty in  thoao  countries,  whilst 
maintaining  his  prestige  and  tbns  con- 
ciliating Musulman  feeling,  would  be 
the  means  of  making  the  poaition  of 
the  Musulman  rulers  or  governors  of 
those  countries  unlmpugnablc.  But 
ao  far  as  Thrace,  Conatantlnople,  and 
the  homdlanda  of  the  Turkish  race  are 
concerned  Musulman  feeling  from  top 
t^  bottom  is  absolutely  opposed  to  any 
interference  un^er  any  shape  with  the 
Sultan's  aovereljsity. 

We  ask  your  aermisslOn  to  add  one 
more  remark.  ™e  Afghan  outb.'-eak. 
which  we  deplor|L  should  not  be  used 
aa  aeems  to  beAauggeated  in  aome 
quarters,  for  the  Virpoae  of  avoiding 
the  fulfilment  of  IRe  Prime  Minister's 
pledge  or  the  due  conalderation  to  the 
feelings  and  sentiments  of  the  Mus- 
ulman people.  The  outbreak  in  In- 
dia did  not  deter  Mr.  Montagu  from 
carrying  out  his  promise  to  hia  Ma- 
jesty's Indian  subjects;  nor  should 
outbreaks  like  those  of  the  Afgluina 
or  Kurda  deter  the  fuiniment  of  the 
Prime  Miniate.-'a  assurance  or  from 
doing  what  la  an  act  of  aimple  justice 
dictated  by  both  policy  and  humanity. 


EDUCATIVE  WORK 
BY  MEANS  OF  RLM 


Canadians  In  England  Are 
Greatly  Interested  in  Propa- 
ganda of  Department  of  Sol- 
diers' Civil  Re-establishment 


Canadians  who  are  still  In  Eng- 
land awaiting  return  to  their  own 
land,  are  enjoying  a  scries  of  lectures 
which  are  being  delivered  by  a  Spec- 
ial Representative  of  the  Department 
of  Soldlera'  Civil  Re-Establiahment, 
who  has  been  making  a  tour  through 
ail  the  different  Depots  where  troops 
are  now  quartered. 

At  every  camp  or  town.  Informa- 
tion is  eagerly  sought  by  the  men, 
particularly  on  the  Soldiers'  Land 
Settlement  scheme,  which  the  Do- 
minion la  offering  its  returned 
heroes,  and  also  what  is  being  done 
for  disabled  men. 

To  present  this  Information  graph- 
ically, the  overseas  representative  of 
th«>  l^epartmcnt  of  Soldlera'  Civil  Ro- 
Establishment,  has  made  conatderable 
uac  of  moving  picture  flimn,  enabling 
the  men  to  obtain  u  comprehennlve 
grasp  of  what  Canada  la  actually 
doing,  the  Iccttirer  being  always 
greeted  with  a  most  enthuaiastio  and 
lively  audience,  when  he  stetM  out 
to  explain  the  pictures  as  they  are 
projected  on  the  screen.  \ 

Most  intereating  is  the  work  of  re- 
training, or  re-educating,  disabled 
men,  as  carried  out  through  the 
Vocational  Department  of  the  Sol- 
diers* Civil  Ro-Establtshment,  which 
demonstrates  clearly  to  all  those  suf- 
fering disabilities  caused  by  War 
Service,  that  the  future  is  not  so 
gloomy  as  it  may  appear,  and  that 
it  is  no  longer  the  uncertain  proa- 
pect   they   had    deemed    it. 

IQarnlng  capatrlty  Inoreased 

This  section  of  the  pictures  stirs 
the  men,  and  many  questions  are 
asked,  and  the  Information  desired 
la  readily  given,  the  work  being  fully 
explained.  They  have  the  evidence  of 
their  own  eyes,  through  these  pic- 
tures, that  disabled  men  a^  actually 
being  taught  new  trades  and  in  many 
Instances  over  that  which  they  were 
•amiag  before  the  War. 

They  are  made  to  /eo|  that  not 
only  the  Canadian  Onvemment.  but 
alao  the  Canadian  g^opls  are  backing 
then  up  in  an  endeavor  to  see  that 
their  .re-habiUtlon  into  civil  life  is 
made  a  success.  Tha  disabled  man 
Is  told  how  he  Is  \reated  under  the 


system  known  as  Igpcational  Train- 
ing, and  that  if  he  la  not  thoroughly 
fit  to  follow  hIa  former  vocation, 
through    disabilities    caused    by    War 


receive 
ex- 


Servlce,    he    is     entitled     to' 
training     at     the     Government's 
pense.   for  a  new  occupation. 

They  are  toldi  how  tho  Univeraitiea 
of  Canada  are  helping  in  the  re- 
education of  Canadian  soldiers,  by 
lending  buildlnga  and  equipment  for 
special  courses  of  Industrial  Training, 
and  sometimes  by  putting  at  the 
soldiers'  diaposal.  the  services  of  the 
staff.  Such  Universities  aa  McGlII 
Unlveralty,  the  Univferalty  of  Toronto, 
Queena  University  of  Kingston,  the 
Provincial  University  of  Saskat- 
chewan, and  the  University  of  B.C. 
being  used   for  such  purposes. 

The  special  courses  for  disabled 
soldiers  are  all  organized  for  the 
teaching:  of  Induatrial  Occupationa, 
but  in  a  few  cases  men  are  being 
enabled  to  complete  their  higher 
education    In    the   faculty   of  Arts. 

Many  of  the  men  who' are  being 
ntted  for  new  occupations,  through 
the  Vocational  Branch  of  the  Sol- 
dlera' Civil  Re-Establishment,  have 
never  had  any  education  (o  speak  of, 
aitd  these  men  often  have  to  bo' 
furnished  with  elementary  instruc- 
tion, as  a  foundation  for  tho  tech- 
nical training  they  have  chosen. 

It  is  also  pointed  out.  to  all  dis- 
abled men,  that  even  after  they  nre 
discharged,  they  are  enUtled  io  free 
medical  treatment,  providing  their 
sIcMnesfl  or  disability  can  be  traced 
as  being  the  reault  of  War  Service. 
Ariifldal    Ldmhs 

The  Department  of  Soldiers'  Civil 
Re-JCntabllshmrnt  Is  also  responsible 
for  the  proviaion.  and  maintenance 
of  artificial  limba.  and  all  sorts  of 
Orthopaedic   appliances. 

While  a  msn  is  taking  medical 
treatment  under  this  Department, 
and  is  unable  to  work;  he  receives 
pay  and  allowances  for  himself  and 
those  dependent  on  him.  as  he  did 
before  discharge  with  one  or  two 
slight   variations. 

From  beginning  to  end.  tho  au- 
dience misses  nothing,  every  word 
and  picture  is  oarefully  followed, 
and.  needless  to  say.  the  men  leave, 
astonished  at  the  opportunities  of- 
fered disabled  or  crippled  men,  on 
their    return    to    their    homeland. 

These    views    hsve    been    shown    to 

s   hundred   audiences  titroughout   the 

United     Kingdom,     and     more     than 

BO.ooo    men    have    be«n     present    at 

thaae  exhibitions. 


WILL  BE  BIG  FACTOR 


Mr.  J.  C.  Mcintosh,  M.P.i  on 
Labor  Unrest —Says  Sinis- 
ter Influence  Seeks  to  Un- 
derfnine  Government  System 


Deportation  of  alien  agitators,  a 
courae  now  decided  upon  by  the 
Federal  Government,  will  permit 
Canada  to  bit  Its  peaoe-Ume  indus- 
trial stride  without  shock  or  delay. 
In  tho  opinion  of  Mr,  'j.  Charles 
Molntoah,  M.P.,  who  has  just  re- 
turned    from   Ottawa. 

"The  House  of  Commons."  he 
said,  "hailej  with  relief  the  re'urn 
of  the  Prime  Mlnlatar,  rir  Robert 
Borden,  from  the  Peace  Conference 
in  Paris  where  his  great  work  for 
Canada  had  secured  to  the  country 
the  results  for  which,  her  gallant 
sons  had  sacrificed  so  much  and 
deflnitely  placed  Canada  among  the 
family  of  nations  with  all  its  atten- 
dant attributea.  The  great  unrest 
throughout  the  whole  world  engen- 
dered by  tha  war,  which  always 
follows  so  great  a  disaster,  was 
being  severely  felt  and  a  masterful 
mind  and  steadfast  hand  was  greatly 
needed  to  dominate  the  situation. 
He  Immediately  faced  the  issue  and 
laid   down   four  Riding  principles; 

(1)  Law  and  order  shall  be  main- 
tained ; 

(2)  Collective  bargaining  cannot 
be  unreservedly  accepted  until  ita 
meaning  la  defined: 

(3)  Employers,  must  accept  the 
principlea  of  labor  incorporated  Into 
the  peace  treaty. 

(4)  Government  will  put  Into  ef- 
fect permanent  policy  dependent 
upon  Induatrial  Commission's  find- 
ings.

recognized  and  in  use  for  many 
years  but  not  in  the  extreme  manner 
now  advocated,  which  would  allow 
a  small  junta  to  control  the  whole 
induatrial  life  of  Canada.  The  lead- 
ers of  the  one  big  union  seek  to 
subordinate  labor  itself  to  their  con- 
trol for  the  purpose  of  enthralling 
the  entire  country  by  this  force  and 
perpetuating  tyranny  worse  than 
that  of  the  Caesars  or  their  modern 
prototype,  the  Emperor  of  the 
Germans.  The  majority  ahould  rule 
in  this  or  any  other  country  and  by 
constitutional  means,  and  not  by 
arbitrary  measures  or  force,  and  the 
will  and  the  wlahee  of  thd  people 
be  given  effect  to.  All  our  present 
troubles  have  root  in  selflshneaa 
which  has  arrogantly  come  to  the 
surface  of  the  body  politic  with  the 
lessening  of  the  recognition  of  \he 
existence  of  a  higher  power  and  the 
loosening  of  religious  restraint. 
There  are  those  who  desire  to  become 
a  law  unto  themselves  without  re- 
gard to  tho  laws  of  Ood  or  of  the 
nation  In  effect  for  the  welfare  of 
the  people  as  a  whole. 

Concurrent  Jurisdictions 
"The  British  North  America  Act 
which  forms  our  constitution  gives 
definite  jurisdiction  to  the  several 
Provinces  to  legislate  on  labor  con- 
ditions and  they  have  all  done  so  on 
many  oocasions  and  they  doubtless 
will  go  further,  although  1  personally 
think  that  the  Dominion  has  also 
some  concurrent  jurisdiction,  but  the 
Provinces  with  the  definite  assured 
jurisdiction  should  take  the  lead  ac- 
cording  to  their  needs. 

"To  cryaUlllze  the  feeling 
throughout  the  country  and  to  gather 
material  on  which  to  baae  legislation, 
the  Dominion  Government  author- 
ized and  appointed  a  Commission  to 
take  evidence  Immediately  the  un- 
rest ahowed  itself  in  definite  form. 
Thla  -Commlasion  has  completed  the 
taking  of  evidence  and  on  their  re- 
port action  will  be  taken  to  alle- 
viate   the    labor    altuation. 

"The  struggle  1h  just  commencing, 
but  why  ahould  the  people  hesitat(\ 
The  uncertainty  of  chaos  and  an- 
archy and  revolution  on  the  one 
aide,  and  the  certainty  on  the  other 
side  of  a  relief  which  can  he  ob- 
tained through  our  system  of  repre- 
sentation direct  from  the  people,  nnl 
men  should  be  sent  to  Parliament 
who  seek  only  tho  public  good.  The 
labor  leaders,  conscientious  as  many 
of  them  arc,  forget  that  tho  idealistic 
oondltion  which  they  8er>k  Is  depen- 
dent upon  the  human  clement  com- 
prising It  and  that  element  can 
never  this  side  of  Heavon  bo  ideal. 
Oreed.  selflMhness  and  inhumanltv  to 
one  another  will  alwa.VH  permeate  It 
until  the  end.  Inlermfngled  with  the 
movement  la  a  foreign  element  wHh 
its  methods  obnoxious  to  our  Anglo- 
Saxon  Ideas  of  progressional  liberty 
and  who  look  for  unbridled  lioensa 
rather  than  liberty  which  we  now 
enjoy  and  seek  further  t©  attain. 
This  objectional  claas  of  alien  agita- 
tors a'lll  be  taken  In  hand  under  the 
legislation  passed  by  the  House,  and 
removed  from  the  country  whose 
freedom  and  hospitality  they  abuB>>. 
This  turmoil  and  unrest  fit  in  with 
the  threat  of  the  German  I(>ader8 
that  if  they  fell  they  would  drag  the 
whole  world  down  to  ruin  with  them, 
and  they  sre  atriving  t«  make  .their 
threat  good. 

"The  pity  of  it  when  of  all  tha 
countries  participating  in  thu  wiir, 
Canada  should  recover  first  from  the 
shock  and  grow  In  strength  and 
prosperity  undreamed  of.

There  were  (^1  electric  furnaces  with 
a  toUI.  eapanlty  of  lia.OM  elaotrioal 
iiocMi  power.  All  btit  14  wera 
Bteo^  fumacas.  with  a  total  charging 
captleity  of  3S4  tons.  She  rsmalndtr 
wisrc  used  for  Swedish  aubatitute. 
cupro  nickel,  mangaaoae  oopper  and 
farru  alloys.  The  steel  fumacea  hud 
a  total  nominal  output  of  over  31, 009 
tons,  working  Ova  days  per  weak  for 
four  weeks.  Several  new  type*  of 
electric  furnace  dealgnad  'In  Great 
Britain  were  deaoribed  at  a  recant 
joint  meeting  in  London.  Bngland.  of 
the  Iron  and  Steel  Institute  and  tho 
Iiurtttutlon  of  Electrical  Engineers. 
One  of  these  la  a  .Jioiisontal  arc  fur- 
nace with  a  oonduotlng  hearth,  and 
there  is  one  designed  to  combine  the 
advantages  of  the  direct  arc  and  the 
free-burning  arc.  An  Interesting  cal- 
culation was  put  forward  to  the  effect 
that  the  Oosts  of  electric  furnace  steel 
and  blast  furnaoe  steel  are  equal 
when  the  horse-power-year  can  be 
obtained  electrically  for  tha  price  of 
2.t  tons  of  coke. 


NEW  RELOS  AWAIT

Flight  Across  Pacific  and  Over 
Polar  Seas  Feats  for  Accom- 
plishments in  the  Near 
Future. 


Fligbta  by  air  to  the.  north  pole, 
acroaa  the  Pacific,  and  to  virtually 
every  part  of  the  world,  were  dla- 
cuased  aa  probabllltlea  of  the  early 
future  by  aviatora  and  men  actively 
identified  in  the  practical  develop- 
ment of  aeronautics,  meeting  recently 
held  at   Atlantic  City. 

The  airmen  alid  others  catfle  liere 
to  sec  a  demonstration  of  the  British 
Guardian  Angel  parachute,  a  new 
aerial  life  preserver.  Among  those 
who  took  part  in  the  discussion  were 
Captain  Pierre  Bose,  a  member  of 
the  French  High  Con^miaslon.  who 
served  in  the  French  Air  Servifce 
during  the  war;  Captain  Carlo  TSppI, 
acting  Italian  Air  Attache,  who  has 
been  in  the  Italian  Air  Service  since 
1911.  when  he  fought  against  the 
Turke  in  Africa;  Major  Ordo  Lees 
of  the  British  Air  Force;  Henry 
Woodhouse,  vice  president  of  the 
Aerial  L,eaguc  of  America;  Barl  It. 
Ovington,  who  made  the  first  Ameri- 
can aerial  mall  experiment  In  1911; 
Albert  T.  Bell  and  Harry  B.  Cook, 
of  the  Aero  Club  of  Atlantic  City, 
A.  S.  Bell,  3d  of  Baltimore;  'Joseph 
Stelnmetz,  president  of  the  Aero 
Club  of  Pennsylvania;  Eddie  Stinson 
and  others. 

Captain  Boae  told  of  e  fights  by 
French  aviatora  acroaa  the  Mediter- 
ranean Sea,  over  the  Atlaa  Moun- 
tains and  across  the  African  deserts. 
Captain  Tappl  described  flights  by 
Italian  aviators  In  Africa,  and  air- 
plane passenger  carrying  lines 
across  the  Apennlne  Mountains. 
Major  Ordorlees  told  of  flights  of 
Brltiab  aviators  from  London  to  Af- 
rica and  to  India,  and  plana  to  ea- 
tabliah  air  tranaportation  lines 
throughout  the  British  Empire. 

Mr.  Woodhouse.  In  'a  talk,  said: 
"The  magnificent  flights  of  the  Am- 
erican and  British  aviatora  have  just 
opened  the  tremendous  possibilities 
for  aerial  achievements.  Here  are 
a  few  of  the  things  still  to  be  done: 

"Cross  the  Atlantic  by  direct  flights 
from  the  United  States  to  Eng- 
land.   Fraifcc   and    Italy. 

"Carry  1,000  pounds  of  mall  In  a 
non-stop  direct  flight  frOm  the  Unit- 
ed States  to  England,  thereby 
demonstrating  the  utilitarian  value 
of  transatlantic  air  linos. 

"Make  a  non-stop  flight  from  New 
York  to  San  Francisco  first,  then 
carry  1,000  pounds  of  mail  or  paa- 
aengers    In    subsequent   flights. 

"Fly  from  New  York  to  San  Fran- 
cisco  w^lthln    one   day's   daylight. 

•Cross  the  North  Pole  from  Cape 
Columbia  to  Chelyukin,  as  proposed 
and  planned  by  Captain  Robert  A. 
Bartlett. 

"Fly    to   Hawaii. 

"Fly    to    the    Philippines. 

"Fly  across   the   Pacific. 

"Complete  the  aerial  conquest  of 
the  Atlantic  by  flying  it  by  each 
of  the  following  routes:  By  way  of 
the  .  Azores,  then  to  Madeira,  then 
to  either  Spain  or  Afric^;  from 
South  America  to  Barbadoes  and 
across  to  the  Canaries;  from  Cape 
Orange  to  Cape  Verde,  and  then  to 
the  African  coast;  from  Pernam- 
buco  to  St.  Paul  Island,  then  either 
to  Cape  Verde  or  straight  to  the 
African  ccaat;  by  way  of  Greenland 
and  Iceland  to  the  Faroe  lalanda, 
and   from   there   to   England. 

"Fly  to  Australia  and  New  Zea- 
land. 

"Fly  across  Alaska  and  demon- 
strate how  air  transportation  will 
help  that  country. 

"Fly  from  the  United  States  to 
Brazil  and  Argentina,  and  also  from 
the  United  States  to  Chill.  Peru,  and 
other  T.atln-Amerlcan  countries,  to 
show  the  posHibllitlos  of  air  trans- 
portation in  South  und  Central  Am- 
erica. 

"A  great  many  high  mountains 
atlll   remain   to   be   conquered   by  air. 

"The  deserts  still  are  to  see  per- 
manent air  lines  which  will  make 
travel  across  them   pleasant."

N«i^  dotalla  are  raaeblag  London  of 
the  dolnga  of  Bola  OAioq,  otherwise 
lAin,  and  his  Bolahavlst  brsthreo  In 
Hungary.  They  have  aaptured  the  en- 
tiro  elvll  and  military  organization  of 
Huagary.  and  are  ualng  it,  with  the 
aid  of  a  Red  amay,  for  the  enforco- 
moat  of  the  wildest  achames.  ^ 

Tha  ji«mlt  la  a  mixture  of  "Alice  In 
Wondarland"  and  a  bad  dream.  The 
Red  laadem  are  like  •  mischievous 
schoolboys  let  loose. 

Bela  Kun.  whose  portrait  ehows 
him  to  ba  a  bald,  square-headed  man 
with  a  large  mou  i  and  puffy  cheeks, 
tries  to  Impreaa  the  workers  with  the 
idea  that  his  life  is  In  danger  and  is 
never  seen  without  a  bodyguard  of  six 
armed  Red  soldiers.  His  room  is 
guarded  day  and  night  and  a  machine 
gun  sUnds  outside  his  hotel.  His 
comrades  laugh  at  Him  aa  "a  play- 
actor" and  say  his  life  Is  in  no  dan- 
ger. Some  of  them  apologise  for  him, 
saying  he  is  an  illiterate  man  who  de- 
servea  credit  for  hairing  done  so  well 
with  no  better  equipment  than  that  of 
a  third-rate  orator. 

The  brains  of  the  business  Is  the 
Secretary  of  the  Directorate,  Alpari. 
who  was  expelled  from  the  Hungarian 
Socialist  Party  before  the  war.  He 
was  deported  from  Germany  and  has 
served  several  terms  of  Imprisonment. 
Just  now  he  Is  complaining  of  "the 
ingratitude  of  the  massea"  They 
have  lived  so  long  in  the  dark,  he 
says,^that  they  are  "blinded  by  the 
glorious  light  of  a  new  free  life." 
Bayonets  for  Strikers 

Death  is  the  sentence  for  any  act  of 
disobedience  to  the  new  Government, 
and  death  by  the  bayonets  and  rifles 
of  the  Red  Army  is  the  sentence 
passed  upon  any  workman  who  dares 
to  throw  up  his  job  or  threatens  to 
strike.  If  there  is  a  difference  of 
opinion  between  the  Workers"  Coun- 
cil of  any  'works  and  the  "Commis- 
sioner for  Production"  the  Council 
may  not  act  independently,  though  it 
may  lodge  a  complaint  with  the  "Peo- 
ple's Commlssloner'for  Social  Produc- 
tion," Tifho  will  investigate  and  make 
an  immediate  decision.  If-  tho  deci- 
sion is  not  obeyed  by  the  workers  the 
Red  Army  Is  called  In.  settles  the  trade 
dispute. 

The  Commissaries  who  rule  the 
Red  Army  are  the  only  contented  per* 
Bona  in  Hungary.  There  are  thirty- 
two  Commiasurlea.  They  live  at  the 
expenae  of  the  people  in  the  best  hotel 
in  Budapest.  Besides  food  and  lodg- 
ing they  are  given  2,000  kronen  a 
month  (£120  or  £121  at  the  present 
rate  of  exchangee),  a  motor-car,  and  a 
chauffeur. 

There  Is  a  Red  Guard  which  takes 
the  place  of  thd  police.  One  of  its 
duties  is  to  deal  with  workmen  who 
atrlke.  For  this  it  gets  an  extra  al- 
lowance of  10  kronen  a  day  (about 
«a,  now  worth  Is.  8d.  abroad)  for 
'service  outside  ihe  garrison." 

Among  the  Commissaries  are  the 
wildest  visionaries  and  several  who 
are  now  accused  of  being  In  the  pay 
of  the  Germans.  Eugen  Hamburger, 
a  man  with  a  n'gh  forehead,  narrow, 
piercing  eyes,  and  a  large,  thin- 
lipped  mouth,  la  the  Commiasary  for 
Agriculture.  He  is  a  German  from 
the  Virchow  Institute,  Berllp.  who 
went  to  Hungary  two  years  ago.  He 
settled  In   a  small   village.   Where   he 
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preached  tho  slaiple  life  and  ataHad 
a  peasant  rising  a  fortnight  before 
tha  Communist   revolution. 

Joosph  Pogany  is  anothar  jl^an 
openly  aocusod  of  being  in  OacBkan 
pay.  A  few  weeks  ago  saveral  thou- 
sand soldiers  aaaemblod  outalda.  tho 
War  Ministry,  which  he  then  ruled 
«s  Commissary,  and  threatened  to 
lynch  htm.  He  has  twen  made  Com- 
missary for  Foreign  Affairs  in  conpo- 
quenoe  of  this  incident,  and  is  bolnff 
closely  watched  by  hia  colleagues. 
BHUah  CSablnet  Aspirant 

Great  Britain  should  be  spoolally 
interested  In  Joseph  Saxe,  alias 
Sache.  who  is  one  of  the  Foreign  Of- 
fice Commiasaries.  head  of  the  Proas 
Department  and  Telegraph  Bureau. 
For  ten  year*  this  UunKarian  was  thu 
London  correspondent  of  tho  Berlin 
Labor  dally  Voiwaerts.  Shortly  be- 
fore the  outbreak  of  war  he  left 
London.  He  was  very  active  at  tho 
Berne  Socialist  Conference. 

Saxe  or  Sache,  on  being  asked  to 
join  the  Government  in  Hungary 
said  he  was  in  a  quandary.  Much  as 
he  wished  to  help  his  friends,  he  did 
not  wish  to  tie  hintself  up  In  Hun- 
gary beoause  "there  was  a  chance  of 
his  being  offered  an  Important  post 
In  the  British  Cabinet  on  tho  out- 
break of  revolution,  which  he  be- 
Meved  to  be  Imminent."  He  is  a  re- 
preaentatlve  typo  of  the  "interna- 
tional Socialist."  who  assumes  that 
he  has  the  right  to  govern  Great 
Britain,  Russia,  the  United  States,  or 
r.ny  other  country. 

Georg  Lukacs  ia  another  strange 
figure  in  this  nightmare  Government, 
Formerly  professor  of  philosophy  at 
Heidelberg,  and  art  critic,  he  is  now 
Commissary  for  Education.  Inherit- 
ing £3,000,000  from  his  banker  father 
he  gave  it  up  or  spent  it  on  the  Com- 
munist Party^  Aa  a  reward  he  is  al- 
lowed to  put  In  force  his  scheme  for 
the  "protection  of  the  Proletarian 
Youth."  Every  child  ia  to  be  taken 
from  ita  parents  and  kept  in  a  pa^co 
school  until  he  la  24,  if  he  ahows  apti- 
tude, or  18  if  he  is  dense.  All  boys 
and  young  men  are  to  b«L  claased  for 
workshopa  and  quartered  according 
to  their  category  in  houses  connected 
with  the  ahopa 

After  that  they  must  work  where 
they  are  ordered  on  pain  of  death  if 
they  atop  work  or  strike.  When  the 
shoemaker  has  made  enough  shoeti 
for  the  needs  of  the  people  he  is  sent 
to  another  shop  to  make  saddles  or 
any  other  article  required  by  his 
masters,  the  Comniunlat  Government. 

All  ahops  employing  more  than  10 
persons  have  been  taken  over  by  tho 
State,  with  all  wholesale  laminesses, 
factories  and  warehousea.  Shop- 
keepers with  fewer  than  10  em- 
ployees muBt  furnish  an  inventory  of 
their  goods,  and  if  this  la  declared  to 
be  incorrect,  the  shop  ia  seised  and 
the  owner  sent  to  work  In  a  factory. 
The  penalty  for  concealing  goods  la 
death. 

From  the  world  point  of  view,  the 
Importance  of  this  "bad  dream"  gov- 
ernment lies  in  the  fact  that  it  Is  the 
firat  time  In  history  that  Communists 
have  been  able  to  try  thalr  oxperl- 
ments  upon  a  machine  in  full  work- 
ing order,  for  when  the  Bolsheviks 
obtained  control  in  Ruasia  the  intel- 
ligent classes  had  been  killed  or  im- 
prisoned. The  reault  in  Hungary  14 
I  an  ordered  autocracy  worse  than  any 
the  world  has  yet  seen. 


Says  Issue  Is  an  Imposture 
and  That  Allegation  of 
Wrongs  and  Oppressions  Is 
a  Fable, 


It  is  ao  remarkable  to  find  an  out- 
aider,  eapeclally  a  republican,  approv- 
ing Britlah  rule  in  Ireland  and  de- 
claring that  Irish  are  better  off  than 
they  deserve  to  be.  that  M.  R.  O. 
Eacouflalrs's  "L'Irelande  Enemie"  is 
worth  more  than  passing  notice.  A 
writer  in  the  Bjaton  Transcript  who 
reviews  It  rather  doubts  that  the 
writer  would  have  been  so  fair  to 
Britain  if  he  had  been  writing  a  hun- 
dred yeara  ago,  a  remark  that  seems 
pointless  since  a  hundred  years  ago 
there  were  undoubtedly  grave  abuses 
in  Ireland.  Of  course,  a  century  ago 
England  and  France  were  by  no 
meana  frlenda.  and  in  the  paat  few 
years  they  have  become  atatinch 
allies.  Naturally,  M.  Bscouflalre  would 
be  Influenced  by  recent  history;  for 
a  man  who  baa  not  been  influenced 
by  recent  history  muat  be  either  a 
pervert  or  a  defective.  But  one  would 
expect  a  republican  to  be  in  favor 
of  a  republican  form  of  government. 
As  regarda  Ireland,  the  French  writer 
believes  that  she  la  quite  as  well 
treated  as  she  deserves.  Indeed,  he 
says  that  the  Irish  question  is  an 
international  Imposture.  "Ireland." 
he  says,  "to  juatify  Its  revolts  and 
treasons  claims  to  be  oppressed.  At 
the  present  time  the  oppression  of 
Ireland  by  Bngland  is  a  fable,  and, 
one  might  aay,  a  gross  fable." 
Why  rrench  Are  RMter 

It  fs  eaay  to  understand,  of  courae, 
why  a  loyal  Frenchman  should  be 
eapeclally  hitter  against  the  Sinn 
Fainers.  They  want  to  stab  tha  Al- 
lies in  the  back  at  a  moment  when 
France  was  writing  the  most  glorious 
chapters  in  her  history  at  Vaux  and 
Dosamont.  when  the  fate  of  the 
world  was  in  the  balance  at  Verdun. 
No  Frenchman  can  be  expoctad  to 
forgive  the  Dublin  rising,  for  ho 
knows  that  if  it  had  sticceodod,  tho 
probability  is  that  the  whole  eaase 
of  the  Allies  would  have  failed.  Nor 
is  M.  Bscouflalre  Inclined  to  admit 
tacitly  that  if  the  treatment  of  Ire- 
land by  Bngland  is  not  bad  at  thla 
time  it  was  bad  until  rceontly.  Ho 
reviews  the  history  of  the  two 
Islands  and  contends  that  Bngland 
had  to  hold  IreUad  as  a  baatton  to 
prottet  harsstf.  or  she  would  haro 
bean  d—troyad.

STUDEBAKER  TO  BE  IN 
FINE  NEWHOME  SOON 

Ten  Great  Bulldlngii  Now  Being  Con- 
structed at  South  Bend  for  Pro- 
ductloa  of  I^polar  Oar 

The  tremendous  'vogue  of  the 
Studebaker  car  has  led  to  the  con- 
struction of  ah  entirely  new  factory 
grodp  at  South  Bend  by  the  Stude- 
l^aker  Corporation.  Ten  great  build- 
ings will  be  comprised  in. the  new 
plant,  and  at  present  there  are  Hun- 
dreds of  men  at  work  on  the  rush 
Job  of  getting  thc«  buildings  .eady 
for  occupation  by  December  1  next. 
Typical  of  the  group  in  the  flpal 
assembly  building,  a  structure  four 
storeys  high  and  1,100  feet  long,  now 
well  on  the  road  to  completion  with 
over  600  men  at  work  upon  It. 

The  system  of  construction  adopted 
to:'  this  extremely  up-to-date  plant  Is 
reinforced  concrete.  Dry  materials 
come  to  the  mtaet-s  In  carload  lots, 
a  special  locomotive  being  used  to 
handle  the  forty  or  more  cars  of 
material  placed  dally. 

Two  elevator  towers  each  148  toet 
high  put  the  concrete  Into  plaoe 
with  the  smallest  amount  of  hand- 
ling, the  liquid  concrete  is  piped 
direct  to  the  forms  as  fast  as  the 
reinforcing  steel  is  encased  with 
planking. 

Some  of  the  machinery  which  will 
be  installed  in  the  buildings  is  al- 
ready coming  to  hand,  and  by  the 
first  week  of  December  the  Stude- 
baker Corporation  expect  to  have  the 
complete  $2.S00,000  worth  of  new 
machine  tools  in 'operation.

A  few  months  ago  a  world  famous 
racing  car  went  to  the  scrap  heap, 
Barney  Oldneld  turned  his  remark- 
able Christie  speedster  over  to  the 
Junk  men  when  he  gavo  up  racing 
for  tire  manufacturing. 

Built  OB  lines  whioh  outraged  all 
the  rules  of  design,  the  old  Christie 
gathered  to  itself  scorcir  of  records. 
At  the  time  it  went  to  the  bone- 
yard  it  was  still  possessed  of  every- 
thing up  to  two  miles,  and  its 
record  of  1  min.  27.40  sec.  for  one 
lap  of  the  Indianapolis  Speedway 
was  only  a  sample  of  the  rate  at 
whioh  the  wierd  machine -could  burn 
the  earth. 

The  drive  was  through  the  front 
axle,  and  the  wheels  were  keyed 
solidly  to  the  shaft,  which  wmm  mkn 
the  englnf<  crankshaft.  Thus  there 
was  no  differential,  and  when  the  pld 
bus  whirled  around  the'^track  the 
two  drivers  had  a  great  to-do  to 
accommodate  themselvea  to  the 
curves.

The  case  of  Capt.  Bakor  is  but  one 
concrete  example  of  the  beneflta  of 
retraining  for  the  blinded  soldiers.  In

.there  are  blinded .  men.  who,  because 
of  this  readaptlonal  training,  are  now 
earning  and  receiving  more  money 
than  they  did  when  in  possession  of 
sight.     Some  critics  may  scoff  at  the

For  th« 
purpose  of  dealing  with  the  bUiided 
eoldlera  the  l>-partment  of  Soldtejr*' 
Civil  Re-Batabllshment  made  uae  of 
the  existing  faeiUUee  at  St.  Dun- 
Btan's  In  London,  together  with  the 
existing  institutions  for  training  and 
care  of  the  blind  already  estHbllshed 
in  Canada,  whleh  institutions  include 
the  Halifax  Aaaociation  for  the 
BUnd,  conducted  "by  Wr  Frederic 
Vraaer.  th«  Montreal  AsMMlatlon  for 
the  Blinidt.  odnducted  by^Pr.  Milton 
Jj.  Meney;  th»  Ot6|wa  Asaoclatlon  for 
the  1  Blind,  conducted  by  Mr.  J.;  X.- 
"Payqe.  and  th^  Canadian  NatloAal 
Inatltute  for  the  Blind  with  head- 
quarters in  Toronto,  which  lni»Ututlon 
has  also  provlded»&n  organization  for 
the  provision  of  after-care.  The 
primary  obJecU  of  thlg  institution  are 
to  provide  comprehensive  training  for 
those  Canadian  bUnded  soldiers  who 
have  not  been  to  or  did  not  wish  to 
attend  St.  Dunstan'e  and  to  provide 
some  system  whereby  all  blinded  sol- 
diers who  settle  in  Canada  should  be 
kept  m  touch  with,  aa  far  as  possible, 
for  the  rest  of  their  lives.  The  De- 
partment of  Soldiers'  Civil  Re-Batab- 
llshment  has  done  much  to  foster  this 
movement  from  Its  Inception. 
lytronio  Institution 

For  this  work  Pearson  Hall  waa 
opened  at  Toronto  by  the  Canadian 
National  Institute  for  the  Blind.  This 
plaee  has  bee^  fitted  up  to  provide 
board  and  lodging  accommodation  as 
well  as  training  facilUlea  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  Department.  It  Is  a 
large  family  residence  standing  In 
spacious  grounds.  Blind  instructors 
have  also  been  secured,  and  they  are 
invaluable.  If  the  man  recognizes 
the  fact  that  the  individual)  giving 
instruction  was  but  recently  in  the 
same  position  as  himself,  he  realises 
thaA  the  Instruction  will  be  practical, 
and  also  that  he  is  not  being  asked 
to  do  something  that  has  not  been 
done  before-  by  those  laboring  under 
the  same  handicap.  He  is  at  once 
flred  with  the  ambition  to  do  the 
thing  as  well  an  the  other  fellow. 
This  mental  stimulus  cuts  down  the 
period  of  training  greatly.  Also  by 
eradicating  the  term  "affliction"  and 
imprenalng  each  man  with  the  Ideji 
that  he  has  but  to  overcome  a  hdndl- 
cap  which  has  been  imposed,  a  more 
cheecful  and  ambitious  bearing  ia  in- 
duced. 

To  increase  confidence,  attention 
must  bo  paid  not  only  to  work  but  to 
recreation  and  etports.  By  occupying 
every  moment  of  npare  time  the  man's 
mind  is  not  permitted  to  dwell  on  his 
limitations  and  he  is  rendered  capable 
of  taking  P|irt  ia  games  and  sports 
particularly  suitable.  A  man  learns 
by  experience  and  through  various 
forms  of  sport  is  taught  to  be  self- 
reliant  '  and  confident  In  his  move- 
ments. 

Subjects  Taught 

The  range  of  subjeCta  taught  to 
blinded  jbhjjera  is  divided  Into  three 
cla8.^es:  General  re-adaptional  educa- 
tion, vocatlona  and  avocations,  or 
side    lines.      Included      in      these   are

Provision  has  been  made  for  the 
after-care  9f  blinded  aoldlere  who 
come  under  the  department.  By  this 
mean*  it  la  poeaible  to  see  that  proper 
use  Is  made  of  the  training  and  that 
pie  men  have  become  the  self-sup- 
iportlng  and  independent  Individuate 
they  were  Intended  to  be  and  for 
which  they  have  bf  en  .  equipped. 

The  Qumber  of  Canadians  who  are 
reported  to  be  stillerlng  from  blind- 
ness and  defective  ey^lght  so  .f§jr  dis- 
charged from  the  Canadian  army  la 
1,145,  of  whom  10<  have  been  or  are 
being,  trained,  ivhlle.  other*  will  bp 
given  an  opportunity  to  enteir  the 
course*.  As  many  of  theae  men  are 
yet  In  Engtand.  it  Is  for  the  purpose 
of  inbucing  others  to  take  up  train- 
ing that  Captain  Baker  ha*  proceed- 
ed abroad'  .  .

CM  TO  CANADA 


Pending  Visit  of  *  Prince  of 
Wales  Recalls  Tour  of  His 
Grandfather,  Afterwards 
King  Edward  VII. 


The  forthcominsr  visit  ot  the  Prince 
of  Wales  win  revive  memories  of  his 
grandfather.  King  £d\sard  VII.,  who. 
while  heir  /to  the  throne,  came  to 
Canada  Just  forty-nlne  years  pre- 
viously. After  the  Crimea  It  was 
suggested  that  one  of  the  Royal 
Pr/nces  should  be  made  Qovernor- 
Oeneral,  but  all  were  too  young. 
The  late  Queen  then  promised  that 
the  Prince  of  Wales  should  pay  a 
visit  to  ri^  y6uiig""I36mlhlon,  still 
unconfederated.  Preparations  were 
made  In  duo  course;  the  companions 
of  the  Prince  were  the  Duke  of  New- 
castle, General  Bruce,  and  lit,-Col. 
Teesdale.  H.M.8.  Hero  was  selected 
by  the  Admiralty,  and  was  evoorted 
by  the  Anadne. 

The  Prince  landed  at  St.  John's. 
Newfoundland,  on  July  24,  1860. 
Balls  and  receptions  followed  In 
quick  succession.  His  Royal  High- 
ness was  urbane  while' all  the  prince; 
genial,  but  raodeet  with  the  modesty 
of  youth  and  an  Ingenuous  nature. 
He  won  all  hearts  by  hia  readiness 
to   dance  with  gentle  and   simple. 

The  Duke  of  Vewcastle  was,  possi- 
bly, a  strict  guide,  philosopher  and 
friend,  and  it  w;as  said  that,  on  this 
account,  the  Prince  did  not  mingle 
with  the  common  i>eople  as  much  as 
he  would  have  liked  to  do;  but  the 
news  of  his  affability  tcavelled  before 
him  and  at  Quebec  he  received  an 
overwhelming  welcome. 

The  Hero  was  escorted  up  the  St. 
Lawrence  River;  the  cannon  boomed 
from  the  Citadel  at  QKiebec;  the 
houses  were  gaily  .and  generally 
decorated,  and  the  pejfple  were  wild 
with  joy.  .  •;  ;• 

Aodalmed  EverTwfasra 

The  Quebec  Parliament  voted  an 
address;  all  public  bodies  did  the 
same;  and  to  them  all  the  Prince  re- 
plied with  marked  felicity.  It  was  re- 
vealed afterwards  that  his  father,  the 
Prince  Consort,  had  given  him  many 
notas,  on  which  were  written  the  dip- 
lomatic replies  he  waa  to  give  to  the 
addresses  presented  by  the  loyal  peo- 
ple. These  were  models  of  good  feel- 
ing, tact  and  delicacy,  and  never  oncQ 
failed  to  meet  with  the  general  ap- 
proval. 

At  the  same  time,  it  Is  hard  to  be- 
lieve that  all  the  replies  were  stadled 
out  and  prepared  beforehand,  for.  In 
after  life,  the  Prince  became  notad  as 
one  of  the  best  post-pranlal  speak- 
ers In  the  Empire.  His  Royal  High- 
ness said  the  right  thing.  He  did' not 
put  In  a  comma  too  much.  He 
stopped  at  the  nice  moment. 

He  hit  oil  the  current  topics  or 
questions  with  marked  felicity.  He 
used  to  complain  to  his  entourage 
that  he  had  nothing  to  do  but  lay  cor- 
ner stones  and  make  after-dinner 
speeches;  but  his  tact,  his  sympa- 
thetic nature,  bis  understanding  of 
men  (as  time  went  on),  his  grasp  of 
questions— all  stood  him  In  good 
stead,  both  as  Prince  and  King,  when 
he  began  to  concern  himself  with  the 
larger  Issues  of  the  day.  Indeed,  the 
Germatk  ex-Crown  Prince  accused  his 
royal  uncle  of  having  brought  on  the 
present  war — that  Is  to  say.  he  meant 
that  through  the  influence  exercised 
by  King  Bdward  conditions  were  ere* 
ated  which  made  the  war  necessary 
t9  humble  and  depress  a  growing  and 
powerful  Germany. 

His  Royal  Highness  sailed  up  to 
Montreal,  escorted  by  a  fleet  of  boats. 
He  stopped  at  Three  Rivers..  Here 
he  was  accorded  a  royal  welcome. 
At  Montreal  Immense  preparations 
had  been  made  to  receive  the  heir 
apparent.  At  the  wharf  the  n^ole 
city  appeared  to  be  there.  The  gen- 
eral public,  the  various  patriotic  so- 
cieties, the  massed  city  bands,  the 
civic  dignitaries,  the  higher  eccIesN 
astics — all  gathered  at  the  wharf 
close  to  the  Bonsecours  Market.  The 
late  Lieut.-Colonel  Stevenson  had 
had  heavy  guns  dragged  up  to  the 
mountain  and  from  these  a  royal 
salute  waa  flred.  ;/■  y  ';^  ^,'  ;\'  •  . 
His  Vrbane  Bisanen 

The  Prince,  with  charming  urban- 
ity, shook  hands  with  all  pre- 
sented to  him.  and  taughed 
heartily  when  a  certain  habi- 
tant, who  had  asked  spectal  per- 
mission to  pass  the  cordon,  grasped 
the  Prince  by  the  hand  and  said: 
"Well.  Tour  Royal  Highness,  I  hope 
you  will  be  as  good  a  man  aa  your 
mother." 

The  Prince  was  lavishly  entertained 
by  the  citteens.  and  for  the  great 
ball  tendered  him  a  special  building, 
designed  by  Architect  J.  W  .Hopkins, 
was  built  at  the  corner  of  St.  Cathe- 
rine and  University  Streeta.  Here 
the  Prince  danced  with  many  notablo 
ladies — the  falraat  among  the  bea«>^ 
ties  of  Montreal. 

While  His  Royal  Highness  waa  In 
Montreal.  Vkitorta  Bridge,  on*  of  tho 
then  wondars  of  the  world,  waa  In  « 
state  of  completion,  and  advantago 
was  taken  of  the  occasion  to  ha«« 
the  Prince  declare  the  great  strve- 
tare  formally  open. 

Prom  Montreal  the  Priaca  of 
Wales  proceeded  to  Kingston,  whora 
there  waa  aome  trouble  akoat  mi 
Orange  arch,  bat  that  pessad  awar. 
Hie  Royal  Highntes  laid  the  fonada- 
tlon  stone  of  the  new  Parliamant 
BvUdtncs.  whleh  w«r«  to  housa 


«m4Uie<l  sttooeai  from  iMgfaialni  Ift 
end.  It  was  undertaken,  first,  out  of 
gratitude  of  the  Mother  Country  to 
the  Dominion  for  service  the  latter 
had  rendered  In  the  Crimean  "War; 
and.  sediadly.  that  the  people  might 
sea. and  know  the  heir,  to  the  great- 
eat  throne  In  the  world,  and  thus 
deepen  the  bonda  b«tweail  the  sub- 
Jeota  and  the  sovereign. 

The  Imprasalon  which  the  Prince 
produoed  upon  the  people  waa  well 
described  by  the  wife  ot  the  then 
Archdeacon  of  St.  John's: 

"Rls  appearance  ta  very  much  In 
his  favor,  and  his  youth  and  royal, 
dlgnlfled  manners  seem  to  have 
touched  all  hearts,  for  there  Is  scarce 
a  man  or  woman  who  can  apeak  of 
him  without  tears.  The  rough  flsher- 
men  and  their  wives  are  wild  about 
him.  and  we  hear  of  nothing  but  ad- 
miration. Their  most  frequent  ex- 
clamation -la:  'God  bless  his  pretty 
face  and.  send  him  a  good  wife.'  " 
;  In  the  pictures  taken  at  the  time 
one  may  see  the  ladies  in  all  the  am- 
plitude of  unblnderod  crinolines,  the 
men  in  long  stovepipe  hats.  The 
Prince  hlmeelf  wore  a  frock  coat,  a 
tall  hat  and  trousers  a  world  too  wide 
and  too  long  for  His  Royal  Hlgh- 
ness's  royal  nether  llmba 
-  Indeed,  the  trousers  flowed  over 
the  royal  boots,  and  gave  him  what 
we  today  (with  the  short  and  nar- 
row trousers  and  the  cutaway  coat) 
would  call  a  rather  sloppy  appear- 
ance. 

Among  the  attractions  provided  for 
his  delectation  was  the  spectacle  of 
Blondin  on  .  stilts  walking  the  tight 
rope  across  the  Falls  of  Niagara — 
and  carrying  a  man  on  his  back. 
When  Introduced  to  the  Prince,  after 
the  performance  was  over,  the  latter 
said:  "Thank  God  it  is  over,"  and 
begged  Blondin  not  to  do* It  again. 

The  lattwr  said  there  was  no  dan- 
ger, and  offered  to  carry  His  Royal 
Highness  himself  across.  The  latter 
laughingly  declined. 

Won  AU  Hearts 

"While  in  the  Dominion  the  Prince 
was  followed  by  scores  ot  American 
reporters,  who  used  the  wire  for  the 
flrst  time  to  any  noted  extent  tor  the 
purpose  of  giving  dally  accounts  of 
the  doings  of  tha  Prince  to  the 
American  people,  ^ne  enterprising 
American  reporter  transmitted  loRg 
portions  of  the  New  Testament  in 
order  that  he  might  hold  the  line  for 
his  subsequent  story,  then  in  course 
of    preparation. 

As  Baron  Renfrew,  the  Prince 
visited  the  United  States;  where  ho 
was  received  with  unbounded  enthu- 
siasm. 

His  visit  to  the  President;  his  par- 
ticipation in  brilliant  festivities  given 
in  his  honor  in  all  the  big  centres  in 
the  country — these  things  are  matters 
of  record;  but  it  Is  Interesting  to  re- 
call as  qualltlee  of  the  young  man 
who  was  to  rule  the  .  destinies  of 
600,000,000  people  tthat  President 
Buchanan  wrote  to  the  Queen,  stating 
that  Ih  the  domestic  circle  the  Prince 
had  won  all  hearta  "His  free  and 
ingenuous  intercourse  with  myself 
evinced  both  a  kind  heart  and  a  good 
understanding*" 

BOARD  TO  DEAL  WITH 
RISE  IN  LIVING  COST 


'Businessmen  to  Discuss  Sub- 
ject and  Recommend  Action 
to  Government — Oil  Explor- 
ation Another  Topic. 


Cost  of  living  Is  to  bll^soussed  at 
the  next  general  meeting  ot  the  Board 
of  Trade,  which  will  be  held  Friday 
afternoon  at  3  o'clock.  Probably  the 
board  could  not  have  selected  a  sub- 
ject In  which  more  general  interest  Is 
taken  today  than  that  of  the  why  and 
wherefore  of  present  prices  of  life's 
necessities. 

As  a  basis  for  discussion  a  resolu- 
tion recently  passed  by  some  publla 
organizations  In  Vancouver  will  be 
submitted.  The  Vancouver  resolution 
claims  that  the  "dangerous  social  un- 
rest Is  greatly  accentuated"  by  the 
present  condition  of  rising  prices,  and 
goes  on  to  suggest  the  following 
courses  of  action  as  a  means  of 
bringing  relief: 

1.  Prohibition  of  exporta  other  than 
the  surplus  over  and  above  Canada's 
home  needs. 

2.  That  the  order-in -council  of  De- 
cember 11.  19 IB,  appointing  munici- 
pal fair  price  inquiry  committees  and 
stating  their  powers,  be  rescinded,  and 
that  a  new  order  be  enacted  giving 
such  committees  the  same  powers  of 
Investigation  as  were  previously  given 
the  Dominion  Government. 

3.  Kfltective  control  of  prices,  pro- 
fits and  the  dietrtbutlon  of  necessities 
of  life  by  special  trade  commission- 
ers. , 

4.  Provincial  action  that  would  em- 
powcTr  public  utilities  commissions  to 
"act  in  the  Interesta  of  the  people" 
with  special  reference  to  cold  storage 
plants,  grain  elevators,  wholesale 
warehouses  and  other  food  deposl- 
torlea 

fi.  Public  ownership  of  cold  storage 
tilaiits.  grain  elevators,  wholesale 
warehouses. 

Another  feature  of  the  meeting 
will  be  an  address  by  Mr.  Charles  F. 
Law,  of  the  D'Arcy  Exploration  Com- 
pany,,  an  offshoot  of  the  Anglo-Per- 
sian Gil  Company,  which  has  applied 
for  the  leaoe  ot  extensive  acreage  In 
the  Peace  River  Country  for  the  pur- 
poses of  prospecting  for  oil.  His 
company  is  being  supported  by  tha 
British  Qovernment  -   *.

— Marshal  Joffre 
appeared  before  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies  committee  of  investigation 
of  metal  industries  during  the  war 
and  replied  to  the  criticism  made  be- 


fore the  committee  by  certain  gener- 
als of  the  failure  to  defend  the  Brley 
iron  mining  district  and  the  failure  to 
provide  for  an  attack  by  the  Qermans 
through  BelgluRv 

The  Brley  basin,  the  Marshal  said, 
was  not  included  in  the  covering  posi- 
tions because  It  was  imposslbl*  to  pre- 
vent the  Germans  from  taking  it  The 
plans  of  the  general  staff  were  made 
to  follow  every  step  of  the  invasion 
with  the  end  in  view  of  not  engaging 
in  battle  until  it  could  do  so  with  a 
totality  of  forces,  which  at  the  be- 
ginning were  2,800,000  bayonets. 

British  military  aid  waa  provided 
for.  Marshal  Joffre  told  the  commit- 
tee, in  a  secret  military  agreement. 
He  said  he  had  counted  upon  aUc  Eng- 
lish divisions.  Referring  to  the  de- 
feat at  Charlerot,  the  Marshal  de- 
clared it  was  the  most  terrible  day  of 
hia  «|](i*t*nce. 

Generals  wHo  were  his  best  friends 
were   broken    because   they   were   not 


equal  to  their  task,  in  consequence  of 
which  certain  units  fell  back.  In  dis- 
order. Marshal  Joffre  explained  that 
the  abandonment  of  Lille  waa  because 
it  could  not  be  defended.  ^

REFRESHING  PERFUME 


A 'Mmple  "wiiy,-6f  lecuriijg  the  pcr- 
Fuihes  of  flowers  at  honie,  seeing  that 
all  kinds  of  scents  are  now  so  dear, 
is  achieved  by  the  following  plan 
with 'great  success.  A  small  glass 
jar>isifccux«d  and  half  a  dozen  or  so 
pieces  of  cotton  wool  arc  cut, 
rounded,  so  that  they  yrill  fit  inside. 
On  to  each  of  these  bits  of  cotton 
wool  pot^r  a  small  amount  of  olive 
oil.  Then  g^tbcr  the  petails  of  fra- 
grant flovyers,:«uch  as  rosea.  With  a 
little  salt  at  hand  carry  on  the  work 
in  this  way:  P'irst  place  a  round  of 
cotton  wool  in. the  bottom  of  the  jar, 
then  on  to  this  scatter  a  layer  of  the 
petals.  Next  sprinkle  a  little  salt, 
and  then  add  another  round  of  cotton 
wool.  Continue  until  the  jar  is  near- 
ly, fall'  '  Ftnally, '  tie  a  piece  of  mus- 
lin over  the  mouth  of  the  jar  and  let 
it  stand  in  a  sunny 'window  for  two 


or  three  days.  At  the  end  of  this 
ithne  the  oil  will  be  pressed  out  of 
jthe,  cotton ,  wool  and  it  wilt  be  found 
,to  be  delightfuly  fragrant.  One  or 
;two  drops  on  a  handkerchief  are 
'quite  sufficient  to  perfume  it. 

Household  Hints 

^Colored  silk  should  never  be 
steeped,,  but  washed  and  ironed  as 
expeditiously  as  possible,  to  prevent  ■, 
the  color  going.  Squeeze  it  in  warm 
soapy  lather  (not  hot)  until  clean, 
rinse  in  warm  water,  and  tlien  in 
cold  water.  To  the  later  add  one 
tablespoonfnl  of  salt  and  the  same  of 
vinegar.  This  is  done  to  preserve 
the  color.  Squeeze  out  tightly,  fold 
evenly,  and  roll  in  clean  cloth;  beat 
well  between  the  hands.  Iron  at  once 
with  moderately  hot  iron,  under  mus- 
lin, until  nearly  dry.  Finish  without 
the  nilislin.  White  silk  must  be 
steeped  in   borax     water,     and   then 


washed  in  the  same  way  as  colored 
silk,  except  that  in  the  last  rinsing 
water  a  large  teaspoonful  of  methy- 
lated''spirit  is  put  to  each  pint  of 
water  instead  of  salt  and  vinegar. 
The  methylated  spirit  imparts  a  gloss 
to  the  silk;  and,  should  it  be  liked 
sljghtly  stiff,  put  one  teaspoonful  of 
prepared  gtnn  water  to  each  half-pint 
of  rinsing  water.  To  make  gum  water, 
allcnv  one  ounce  of  best  gum  arabic, 
pour  over  half  a  pint  of  boiling 
water;  stir  over  fire  until  thoroughly 
dissolved,  strain  through  muslin, 
bottle,  and  use.  If  any  soap  is  left 
in  the  fabric  it  will  be  hard,  instead 
of  soft,  like  new.  Therefore  careful 
rinsing  is  imperative:  secondly,  if  too 
hot  an  iron  is  used  the  silk  will  be- 
come shrivelled  and  stick  to  the 
iron.  *^".  ■*^  *  '  •'.'

itation of  the  disabled,  which  waa 
held  In  London^  the  etatement  ws* 
made  that  it  muet  have  eeemed  to 
the  Canadian  detevatoa  to  tha  oon> 
ferenoe.  that  much  Umo  waa  apent 
In  the  consideration  of  preblema  for 
which  the  Canadian  Oovarament  hnd 
already  provided  eolutlona  that  were 
entirely  eatUifaetory. 

Ae  the  war  continued,  and  the 
Importance  of  the  work  carried  on 
by  the  Military  Hoepltala  Commlaalon 
Waa  reoovnlsed.  th«  '  Canadian  Oov> 
emment  took  a  progrreeatve  atep  In 
formrny  a  permanent  Mlntatry,  leok- 
Inc  to  the  tnereaaed  respooalMUUM 
In  this  connection  immediately  evc- 
ceedinc  the  demoblUutloa  of  the 
Force*. 

The  I>epartiDeQt  of  Soldier*'  Civil 
Re-Q*tahllshment  ha*  not  only  auc- 
cewifully  coped  with  the  problem*  of 
the  medical  treatment  and  vocational 
training  of  dleabled  es>membera  of 
the  Force*,  but  it  ha*  alao  deveh>pad 
an  efllclent  orvnnlaatlon  for  the  pnr- 
poee  of  -placlnf  undlaabled  demob' 
iiixed  eoldlani  In  touch  with  eppor- 
tunltle*  for  employment. 

Rouchly  •peaking,  the  duties  of 
thlB  Deportment  are  divided  Into 
three  headtnc*: 

(1)  Medical  Befvlee.' 

(2)  Th*  ro-tratnln«  of  disabled 
men. 

(S)  The  problem  of  hHngtog  aa- 
dliisblsd  dsmoblUxad  men  In  touch 
with  opportunltle*  for  employment.

Branch  ha*  been  tremendous.  In 
June,  1118.  the  number  of  patient* 
bslnff  oared  for  by  the  department 
was  only  1,299 — last  week  th*  total 
number  of   paltlent*  was   f.llS.

going medical  treatment  or  voca- 
Nona]  training,  by  the  department. 
I  A  comprehenetve  syetem  of  out- 
patient  cllnica  ha*  been  eeUbllabed. 
■o  that  men  who  are  well  enough 
to  work  oan  get  free  treatment  wlth-

oulools.  The  advaBtages  ot  the  Can- 
adian «rstem  have  been  reoofBlaed. 
aod  bav*  boon  tbo  subject  of  sCady 
by  oIlMr  AfUod  countrle*.  Aetoal 
records  «^*w  that  over  71  per  cent. 
of  those  ex-momb«rs  of  the  ^rcea 
suffering  from  taber^ulosla^  who  are 
treated  bjr  the  Department  of  Sol- 
diers' ClvU,  Re-SstabUehment  Sn  their 
Sanatoria,  are  able  to  reeume  gain- 
ful occupations  in  civil  life. 

It  oan  be  said,  wMhout  fear  of 
contradiction,  that  the  provlalon 
made  by  the  Qovemment  for  the 
modlcal  care  of  memlt^r*  of  the 
Canadian  Forpe*..  after  their  dts- 
obarge  from  the  service,  ha*  been 
more  effective  In  producing  *atl*- 
factory  result*;  1*  on  a  more  liberal 
baaia.  aa  regards  the  pay  and  allow- 
ancea  of  men  undergoing  treatment, 
.and  provldea  for  their  degendenu 
more  adequately  than  In  any  of  the 
Allied  countrle*. 

The  medical  eervlce*  have  been 
oonducted  with  due  coneideratlon  to 
econoaay.  It  waa  not  considered  ad- 
viaable  that  a  double  chain  of  hoe- 
pltala. for  the  treatment  of  dlaabled 
members  of  the  Forcea,  duplicating 
thoae  of  the  Department  of  Mllltia 
and  Defence  for  the  care  of  military 
patients,  ahould  be  eatabllahed  from 
coaat  to  coast.  Therefore,  iiflth  tho 
excoptlen  of  eanatoria  for  the  treat- 
ment of  tuberculoals,  home*  for  In- 
curables, cllnica  and  dlspensarlea.  It 
was  decided  that  military  hoepital* 
should  be  utilized  for  the  treatment 
of  ex-aoldiers  on  the  strength  of  thia 
department. 

In  tdwna  or  dtiea  where  there  are 
no  military  hoapltala,  the  Department 
ha*  n^cal  repreeentativeo  who 
treat  patient*  in  civic  ho*pitals  near 
to  their  home*.  Thl*  arrangement  la 
medically'  advantageous  to  'the  pa- 
tient, aa  well  aa  economical  to  the 
country  aa  a  whole. 

In  due  courae,  a*  the  military  hoe- 
pital* are  not  required  for  the-  treat- 
ment of  military  patient*,  they  are 
boing  traneferred  to  the  Department 
ot  Soldiers'  Civil  Re-Bstablishment, 
•o  that  adequate  provielon  for  the 
medical  care  and  treatment  of  *ol- 
tnars  Kfter  dt*ch&ti:«~'»iiy  be  oS- 
*ur*d. 

.  ArtMdal  Llmba 
Over  85  per  cent  of  the  member* 
of  the  Canadian  forces  who  require 
artificial  limba  have  been  satisfac- 
torily fitted  with  appliances  manu- 
factured in  the  artificial  limb  fac- 
tory  of  the  department. 

2,629  amputation  cases  have  been 
fitted  with  artificial  limba. 

2,404  pair*  of  apeclal  orthopaedic 
boot*  have  been  provided. 

10,880  amputation  and  orthopaedic 
ca*e*  have  been  glvon  service  by  the 
orthopaedic  and  surgical  appliances 
branch  of  the  department  sines  Its 
Inception. 

Canada,  by  the  esUbUshment  of  a 
government-controlled  factory  for  the 
nuinufacture  of  artificial  limba,  orth- 
opaedic boots  and  surgical  appliancea, 
originated  a  policy  which  1*  being 
followed   by  allied   governments. 

Over  two  years  a«o  thia  atep  wa* 
taken  by  the  Canadian  Government,, 
with  a  view  to  preventing  the  po**i- 
blllty  of  private  firm*  profiteering  at 
the  ezpenee  of  thoee  unfortunate 
enough  to  have  limb*  lost  while  on 
war  service. 

In  other  countries,  faced  with  the 
same  problems,  this  ipolicy  mts  not 
adopted,  but  purchases  were  made 
from  private  manufacturers.  So  much 
oonfueion  ha*  re*ulted  that  in  at 
least  two  of  the  governments  in 
Allied  countries  have  adopted  the 
policy  of  standardization  of  certain 
types  of  artificial  limbs  and  appli- 
ances. On  the  advice  of  competent 
orthopaedic  surgeons,  and  In  so  tar 
as  they  can  now  do  ao,  they  are.  In 
this  respect,  trying  to  establish  gov- 
ernmental -^ntrol,  which  waa  estab- 
lished over  two  years  aro  in  Canada. 
Not  only  are  artificial  limbs  made 
by  the  department  less  expensive 
and  more  satisfactory  than  privately 
manufactured  articles,  but  an  added 
advantage  of  thia  policy  la' that  with 
a  atandardised  type  it  ia  poaaible  to 
maintain  throughout  Canada  depots 
for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of 
theae  appliances,  under  the  auper- 
vMon  of  the  department.  At  present 
ther*  are  twelve  ot  theae  depots 
througl^out  the  country,  thua  obvia- 
ting long  tripe  with  conaequent  loaa 
of  time  to  those  ex-member*  bf  the 
force*  who  require  adjustment  or 
repair  of  appliances  which  have  been 
furnished  to  them  free.

If  thero  Is  one  branch  of  th*  work 
with  Tespoot  to  the  re-*stabllshment 
to  civil  life  of  ex-members  of  the 
forces,  which  in  Canada  has  produced 
result*  thatlhav*  been  more  favor- 
ably commekted  upon  than  another. 
It  is  that  oTtM^vocaUonal  branch. 

The  growth  In  this  branch  of  the 
work  has  also  been  rapid  and  4arge 
ta  volume.  On  Jun*  lat,  1018.  8,800 
men  were  undergoing  training, 
today  the  Department  of  Soldiers* 
Civil  Re-Bstablishment  is  training 
10,8S8  men.  8,780  have  be«in  grad- 
uated  from  re-trainlng  courses. 

Results  show  that  ovrfr  00  per 
cent  of  disabled  ex-members  of  the 
forcea,  who  have  graduated  from  re- 
training coursea.  are  earning  in  their 
new  occupationa  aa  much  as,  or 
more  than,  before  they  went  over- 
seas. 84.1  per  cent  were  In  employ- 
*ment — only  8.6  per  cent  could  not 
be  traced,  and  but  2.6  per  cent  were 
sick  at  the  time  the  survey  waa  made. 
When  an  ex-member  of  the  forcea 
is  undergoing  re-tralning  both  he 
and  hla  dependenta  are  in  receipt  of 
pay  and  allowancea  from  the  gov- 
ernment. The  Canadian  ratao  of  al- 
lowancea are  more  liberal  than  those 
In  other  allied   countries. 

The  comparison  is  aa  foUowa: 
Single  men  without  depiendents: 
Canada,  860.00  per  month;  England, 
$28.66  per  month;  Australia,  $43.80 
per  month:  New  ^aland,  $62.67  per 
month;  United  Statea,  $66.00  per 
month. 

Married  men  with  wivea  the  allow- 
ancea are:  Canada,  186,00  per  month; 
England,  $86.49  per  month;  Aiu- 
tralia,  $64.21  per  month;  United 
Statea,  $76.00  per  month. 
—  It  la  to  J)a  noteA  -  that  Jn-^-Kaw^ 
Zealand  no  allowancea  are  granted 
with  reapect  to  wivea  and  dependenta 
of  thoae  who  are  undergoing  re- 
training. 

In  addition  to  providing  re-trainlng 
facilities  for  those  so  disabled  by 
war  aervlce  that  they  cannot  carry 
on  their  pre-war  occupation*,  the 
government  haa '  recently  authorised 
the  department  to  grant  training 
oouraes  In  tnduatriea,  achoola  or  unit 
veraitiea  to  those  who  enlisted  in  the 
forcea  under  the  age  of  eighteen. 
Thoae  In  thia  claas  will  receive 
allowancea  durtog  the  period  of 
training,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
department. 

It  waa  early  recognised  that  apart 
from  the  re-trainlng  given  former 
member*  of  the  force*  suffering  from 
dlBabiliti«8  which  preclude'  their 
returning  to  previoua  occupations,  It 
w4a  oecesaary  to  carry  on  work  ,of 
an  occupational  nature  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  men  confined  In  hnapital, 
where  their  time,  apart  from  attend- 
ance at  cllnica  and  that  spent  in 
recreation,  eventually  became  nonot- 
Onous,  although  auch  men  would 
ultimately  be  able  to  return  to  their 
previoua  occupations. 

The  classes  r^-organlsed  for  re- 
training were,  therefore,  immediately 
thrown  open  to  these  men.  It  soon 
became  apparent  that  the  best  results 
could  not  be  obtained  in  this  manner, 
as  the  discharged  men  who  were 
undergoing  courses  in  re-training, 
showed  an  attitude  toward*  the  work 
very  different  to,  that  displayed  by 
the  men  who  were  aimply  attending 
the  claaaes  a*  an  occupational  or 
curative  measure.  The  latter  might 
attend  two  or  three  hours  a  day  and 
as  a  result  the  class  period  would 
be  considerably  broken  up,  and  the 
attention  of  the  discharged  men  wa* 
distracted  from  the  work,  with  the 
result  that  showed  a  lack  of  interest 
In  the  classes.  During  a  man's  first 
attempts  to  fit  himself  for  return  to 
civilian  pursuits.  h«  finds  It  rather 
difficult  to  concentrate  upon  his 
studies  and,  if  hi*  effort*  are  inter- 
fered with  in  any  way.  satisfactory 
results  are  difficult  to  obtain. 

The  second "  stage,  therefore,  was 
t-  separate  the  curative  or*  occu- 
pational and  the  retraining  classes, 
the  curative  classes  being  continued, 
when  space  could  be  obtained' 
directly  m  the  hosplUls  in  which 
the   men    were    receiving    treatment,

as  a  sooro*  of  training  either  separ- 
ate from.  OK  th  conjonetlon  with, 
the  ro-trmlnlng  classes.  Th*  Inaugur- 
ation of  this  method  of  training  was 
orlglBal  to  Canada.  Judged  by  actual 
results,  tt  proved  on*  of  tho  most 
sacoessful  steps  taksn  by  th*  vo«g- 
tlboal  branch. 

A  further  step  In   the   proooss  of 

development  was  dus  to  the  looll- 
sailon  that,  although  curative  or 
occupational  classes  in  hospiUls  took 
care  of  a  large  majority  of  the  men 
receiving  treatment.  ther*  were 
nevertheloss  a  considerable  number 
who,  through  the  extreme  degree  of 
their  disability,  were  unable  to  get 
about  outside  of  the  wards,  and  who 
were,  therefore.  In  even  a  worae 
poaltlon  than  the  average  man  In 
hoepital.  Their  mlnda  war*  for  th* 
mo*t  part  unoccupied,  and,  as  a 
result,  their  day*  were  In  many  ca**s 
a  long  period  of  diasaUsfactlon,  and 
th*lr  woands  and  diaabiUtles  the  only 
outstanding  thoughts  in  their  mlnda. 
It  waa  conaldered  that  aome  form 
of  light  occupation,  which  could  be 
carried  on  In  the  warda,  would  b*  a 
decided  advantage  In  providing  such 
men  with  something  of  interest,  and 
would  aaalat  In  expediting  oonval- 
eaoence. 

Work  of  thia  nature  had  already 
been  carried  out  In  civilian  hospital* 
in  the  United  State*  of  America, 
from  which  eource  advice  wa*  so  tight 
by  the  vocational  branch.  Ward  occu- 
pational work  wa*  then  commenced 
In  a  small  way  In  Montreal  and 
Toronto,  ladies  who  had  had  training 
In  arte  and  crafta,  being  employed 
for  the  purpoae  of  instructing  the 
men. 

The  reaults  of  their  work  were  ao 
satisfactory,  both  from  the  viewpoint 
of  the  disciplinarian  and  of  the 
doctor,  that  it  was  decided  to  place 
It  on  a  permanent  footing.  With 
this  end  in  view,  classes  were  opened 
In  the  Unleverslty  of  Toronto,  in 
which  some  250  women  were  trained 
for  thia  work  throughout  Canada.  In 
practically  every  caa«  aucoeaa  had 
attended  their  efforta,  not  only  the 
doctora  and  diaciplinariana,  but  the 
men  themaelvea  have  expreaaed  their 
entire  approval  of  the  work  provided. 
**  has  been-  established  beyond 
doubt  that  the  occupational  classes 
have  attained  remarkable  reaulta  in 
the  way  of  shortening  the  period  of 
treatment,  in  making  possible  the 
earlier  discharge  of  the  men  from 
hospital,  in  more  permanent  cures, 
and  in  the  restoration  of  the  func- 
tions of  the  muscles  and  nerves  to 
a  greater  degree  of  utility. 

,In  consideration  the  reaulta  of  the 
work  of  the  vocational  branch.  It  ia 
neceaaary  to  keep  In  view  the  ulti- 
mate object  of  re-<training,  which  la 
the  reatoratlon  of  the  dlaabled  men'a 
earning  power,  and  the  auccess  of 
the  work  may  be  measured  by  the 
number  of  men  who  hav*  been 
atabilixed  in  civilian  life. 

The  "follow  up"  branch  was,  there- 
fore, organised,  the  purpoae  of  which 
ia  to  keep  in  touch  with^  diacharged 
men  who  have  completed  training, 
until  they  are  placed  in  employment 
and  for  a  aufllclent  period  of  'time 
after  employment  had  been  obtained 
to  ensure  that  they  have  become 
Btablllxed  in  Industrial  or  buslneua 
life.  Aa  far  'aa  can  be  aacerUined, 
Canada  ia  the  only  country  in  which 
the  "follow  up"  aystem  haa  been  in- 
atituted  to  keep  in  touch  with  dla- 
abled men  who  have  completed 
couraea  Jn    re-tralning. 

The  coata  of  carrying  out  thia 
work  are  much  lower  In  Canada  than 
elsewhere,  and  at  the  same  time 
have  produced  more  definite  reaulta 
of  value  than  can  be  shown  In  any 
of  the  Allied  countries.  During  the 
seventeen  months  from  August,  1917, 
to  December  3  let,  1018,  the  highest 
cost  of  training,  exclusive  of  pay  and 
allowance  to  m^n  and  their  depen- 
dents, was  $23.06  per  month  and 
the  lowest  $14.02.  The  mean  cost 
over  all  Canada  for  thia  period  waa 
$18.07   per  man   per  month. 

An  effort  haa  been  made  to  get 
comparative  costs  of  this  work  in 
allied  countries,  but  without  success, 
aa  the  figures  are  not  available. 

Aa  a  baais  of  compariaon,  how- 
ever, figurea  have  been  taken  from 
a  bulletin  issued  by  the  Bureau  of 
K^ucatlon  of  the  Department  of  the 
Interior,  of  the  United  Statea  Qov- 
ernmentL  Theae  figures  indicate  that 
the  average  cost  of  technical  training 
per  man  per  month  in  some  of  the 
best  organized  technical  schools  in 
the   United   States   is   about   $32.16. 

Expense  in  this  direction  has  not 
been  spared  by  the  Canadian  gov- 
ernment,  but  due  consideration 
has  been  given  to  the  ne- 
ceaaity  for  economical  adminis- 
tration. Actual  resulta  with  respect 
to  the  success  of  those  who.  have 
taken  advantage  of  the  system  pro- 
vided have  evidenced  that  »  proper 
balance  exists  between  the  provision 
of  adequate  facllltlea  and  the  main- 
tenance of  a  policy  which  la  not 
extravagant

touch  with  opportunities  for  employ'- 
ment  undlaabled  ex-members  of  the 
forces,  and  to  give  them  specific  in- 
formation aa  to  the  benefits  provided 
In    their    behalf   by   the   government. 

110,297  ex-mcmbera  of  the  forcea 
have  been  Interviewed  at  the  time 
of  their  demobillBation  with  a  view 
to  giving  them  information  and  as- 
sistance, and  particularly  for  the 
purpose  of  properly  Informing  each 
man  as  to  the  benefits  provided  by 
the  government  in  hla  behalf. 

•  5,622  requesU  for  information  as 
to  government  benefits  provided  for 
ex-members  of  the  forces  had  been 
satisfactorily  dealt  with  up  to  May 
24th.   1919.  ' 

■^0  free  government  employment 
offices  have  been  opened,  from  the 
Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  for  the  pur- 
poee  of  a*8l*tlng  ex-member*  of  th* 
forcea  to  get  In  touch  with  oppor- 
tuniUe*    for   employment.. 

87,681  application*  for  plaeemont 
In  touch  with  opportunltiea  for  em^ 
ployment  had  been  received  up  to 
May  24th.  1919.  22.918  of  thee*  ap- 
plicant* had  been  plfced  at  that 
date,  or  76.7  per  cent  of  the  total 
number  of  application*.  -^ 

Upon  the  unexpected  eigning  of 
th«  armiatice,  tho  department  waa 
faced  with  the  nece«*ity  of  making 
immadlately  effective  thoae  plana 
which  bad  been  considered  with  a 
view  to  the  quick  re-ab*orptlon  Into 
civil  Ilf*  of  all  demobilised  members 
of  the  Canadian  forces.

The  completion  of  thl*  organisation 
was  not  poaslbl*  soonor  t^n  Feb- 
ruary 14th,  1919.  Prior  to  this  date, 
qu^atlonnalr*  form*  had  been  die- 
tribut4Kl  to  all  units  of  the  Canadian*^ 
corps,  which  were  distributed  from 
Tpr«*  to  the  Voagea  Monntatna,  from 
the  Rhine  to  the  BngUah  Chann*!, 
and  throughout  England  and  Scot- 
land. The  organization  *o  created 
waa  adequate  for  the  enormexia  taak. 
The  questionnaires  were  completed 
and  returned  to  Canada  with  auch 
apeod.  that  by  March  Slat,  1919.  In- 
formation  with  re*pect  to  eacb^nnn, 
comprising  hia  regimental  number, 
rank,  unit,  whether  married  or 
•ingl*,  age,  place  of  residence  In 
Canada,  dispersal  area  selected  for 
discharge,  occupation  prior  to  en- 
Itstmont,  occupation  desired  on  de- 
mobilisation, past  experience  In  that 
occupation  and  various  other  Items, 
was  available  to  the  representatives 
of  the  information  and  service 
branch  throughout  22  dispersal  areas 
in  Canada.  This  represented  the 
tabulation  and  distribution  through- 
out Canada  of  over  alx  million  items 
of  information.   •  ^^  " 

The  dlapatch'  bf  questionnairea 
from  England  to  Canada  was  ao  ar- 
ranged that  the  Information  and 
aervlce  branch  of  the  department  In 
Canada  had  received  queationnalres 
and  had  distributed  the  Information 
gained  therefrom  to  Ita  repreaenta- 
tlvea  throughout  draft  returning 
from  overseas. 

The  overseas  representative  of  the 
Department  also  carried  on  an  ac- 
tive campaign  for  the  purpoee  of  In- 
forming the  troop*  about  to  be  d*- 
mobillzed  as  to  the  various  benefits 
provided  by  the  government  In  their 
behalf.  Thia  waa  accompllahed  by 
having  lecture!  delivered  tO.  the 
troops,  and  by  having  distributed  to 
them  thouaanda  of  specially  prepared 
pamphlets,  by  advertising  in  thoae 
newapapera  and  perlodlcala  which 
had  wide  circulation  amongst  the 
troops,  and  by  showing  of  specially 
prepared  moving  pictures.  During 
one  month,  in  England  alone,  theae 
moving  plcturea  were  aeen  by  up- 
warda    of    thirty    thouaand    people. 

In  addition  to  thia,  a  representa- 
tive of  the  department  travelled  from 
England  to  Canada  on  each  trana- 
port  carrying  aoldlera  for  demobili- 
sation. He  delivered  lecturea  daily 
to  the  men  during  the  voyage,  and 
furnlahed  them  with  information  on 
any  aubject  affecting  their  civil  r*- 
eetablishment. 

Meantime,  there  had  been  made, 
effective  an  adequate  organization 
for  placing  demobilized  soldier*  in 
touch  with  opportunities  for  em- 
ployment after  their  return  to 
Canada. 

.  Free  government  employment  of- 
fice* have  been  established  in  up- 
ward* of  eighty  towna  and  citlea. 
Thia  has  been  accomplished  through 
the  co-operation  of  th*  labor  depart- 
ment, and  tinder  the  provisions  of 
the  Co-ordination  Act  which  is  ad- 
ministered by  that  department,  in 
each  of  these  free  government  am- 
plosrment  ofltces  there  1*  a  special 
representative  of  the  information  and 
service  branch  of  thia  department, 
whoae  duty  it  ia  to  deal  Vlth  all 
demobilised  aoldiera  aeeklng  em- 
ployment. He  aecurea  preference  for 
returned  soldiers  in  making  appoint- 
menta  to  poaltlon*  that  m^y.b*  op*n, 
and  through  hia  staff  carries  on  an 
active  campaign  with  employers  of 
labor,  with  a  view  to  inducing  them 
to  secure  all  ataff  that  they  may 
require  through  the  free  government 
employment  ofllcea  and  to  give  pref- 
erence to  returned  soldl«rs  when 
engaging  staff. 

This  representative  of  the  depart- 
ment in  the  free  government  em- 
ployment    office     also     aerves     aa 
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•v*ry  man.  In  *o  far  as  pooilble.  is 
aatlsCsctorlly  r«-«otablisb*d  in  civU 
lltO. 

It  is  recognlsod,  that  tbo  measure 
of  the  snoossB  of  any  govommsnt  ae- 
tlvlty  In  this  oOMMotIwi  Is  largely 
governed  by  tbo  degroo  of  co- 
operation Its  fspressotattves  msot 
with  from  the  general  pubUe,  In  th* 
slnosr*  endeavor  that  I*  being  made 
to  rapidly  rd-estsbllsh  as  a  produc- 
ing el*m*nt  in  th*  national  life  of 
Canada^  ovory  man  who  ha*  saen 
**rvloo  wttb  tb*  Canadian  force* 
ov*ra*a*. 

Tb*  main  f*ature*  of  th*  Canadian 
*ysl*m\of  r*-e*tabltahm*nt  In.  civil 
llit*  qt  *s-momb*r*  of  the  fore**  aro: 

(t)  Tb*  govomment  recognised 
the  necemity  of  a  *peclal  organ- 
isation for  this  purpo**,  before  its 
neoeasity  had  b«en  rocognlsed  In 
moot  of   th*   Allied   countries. 

(f)  The  organisation  created,  ha* 
kept  pace  with  the  work,  and  bs* 
made  effective  progre**ive  plan*, 
which  have  ■*rved  **  the  basl«  of 
similar  work  In  many  of  th*  Allied 
eountriea. 

(I)  The  actual  reeult*  **cured  **- 
tabliah  more  clearly  than  anything 
else,  the  practical  nature  of  the 
ayatem.  and  that  the  government 
made  a  wise  decision  In  placing  this 
whole  work  under  governmental 
agency,  providing  unity  of  control, 
ensuring  the  efficient  carryirg  out  of 
ita  policy  by  a  paid  ataff  rather  than 
by  voluntary  workers. 

The  work  of  the  department  of 
Soldiers'  Civil  Re-Establishment  has 
recently  bosn  under  review  by  visi- 
tors from  some  of  the  Allied  coun- 
tries Including .  Bngland,  France, 
Italy  and  the  ^United  State*.  It  1* 
encouraging  that  the  opinion  of  the** 
trained  repreeentatlvea  from  Allied 
countrle*.  who  are  capable  of 
properly  appraising  the  value  of  the 
work  in  Canada,  ia  entirely  favorable 
to  the  Canadian  ayatem.  The  follow- 
ing are  extracta  from  aom*  of  the 
letters  received  from  them. 

Edmund  Drbnaart.  Director  of  Re- 
training of  DlOabled  Soldlora,  France. 
"Xet  me  assure  you  thlt  I  do  nor 
exaggerate  In  stating  that  we  have 
had  the  Impression  that  Canada  is 
one  of  the  Allied  countries  having 
solved  the  problem  of  re-establish- 
ment of  the  ex-soldier  in  civil  life 
in  the  most  practical  way.  I  return 
heme  with  many  ideas  which  I  will 
endeavor   to   carry   out." 

Louis  AHeman,  Director  of  Re- 
training of  Disabled  Soldiers,  Belgium. 
"During  most  of  my  visits  to  other 
countries  I  heard  principally  about 
theoretical  work.  A  conalderatlon  of 
the  fine  practical  reaulta  in  Canada 
haa  confirmed  my  conviction  that 
youra  ia  the  moat  complete  and  moat 
practical,  the  moat  rational  of  all 
achemea  for  th*  re-e*tabllahment  of 
eoldler*  In  civil  Ilf*  I  have  «tudled."

"The  sys- 
tem you  have  adopted  appeara  to  me 
to  be  quite  remarkable,  and  well 
auited  to  conditiona  in  Canada.

Pheasant  Farming  oir  Vanc6uver  Island

'AmoBK  the  fPUM  blr4s  •€  Brltlah 
Columbia  none  la  more  bMUltlful. 
more  escitins  when  pursued,  dot 
nor*  saMsfartory  as  an  lt4m  on  the 
menu  of  either  a  club  table  or  a  home 
teatlval.  Since  the  Introdubtlon  of 
tbl«  bird  Into  the  Prorlno*  the  sev- 
eral k>«aUUes  OD  Vancouver  Island 
and  the  L«wer  Mainland,  where  It 
has  reproduced  the  species,  have  been 
Aelds  of  creat  sportlnc  aetlvltle*  dur- 
ing the  open  season. 

The  pheasant  is  not  native  to  Brlt> 
Ish  Columbia,  but  l9.>ecomlnc  rapid- 
ly acclimated  and,  under  careful  dis- 
tribution and  protestlon,  the  ranye  of 
adapted  districts  Is  belns  extended 
msfi  the  rlehly  plumed  bird  cxtehdlns 
Its  habitat  further  Into  the  Interior. 
Because  of  the  beauty  of  Its  pluraace, 
the  excitement  of  the  sport,  it  pro- 
vide* and  its  voraciously  Inseotlvor- 
oua  hkblts  the  "culUvatloii"  of  the 
pheasant  has  received  Government 
encourasement,  and  today  the  pro- 
visions made  for  the  encoura«ement 
of  Its  kind  Include  the  eatabUahment 
of  a  complete  aviary  sltua^ad  on  the 
sunny  slopes  of  the  Vandeoar  Farm 
on  Wilkinson  Road. 
•  The  first  pheasants  Imported  were 
of  the  family  called  Chinese  "Rins- 
necks,"  and  were  brought  to  Victoria 
In  18S2  by  Mr.  Thompson,  who  will 
be  remembered  by  old-timers  as  an 
oAclal  of  the  Victoria  Oaa  Company. 
These  breed  Indifferently,  but  In  suf- 
ficient numbers  to  arouse  the  Interest 
of  sportsmen,  with  the  result  that  the 
Government  undertook  the  importa- 
tion and  fostering  of  the  species  in 
the  year  1910.  The  bird  imported  by 
the  Government  was  not,  however,  the 
"ring-neck."  but  that  family  known 
as  the  "Mongolian"  pheasant.  The 
change  was  not  nuide  IftiLdvlsedly,  as 
certain  characteristics  of  the  latter 
bird  give  it  higher  rank  as  a  "sport-^ 
Ing  chance"  in  the  wild  fields.  It  lies 
better  to  a  dog  ai^d  when  it  "rises"  it 
comes  up  in  front  of  the  gun  more 
habitually  than  the  older  bird.  This, 
however,  is  not  a  treatise  of  the 
habits  of  pheasants. 

The  incubation  and  breeding  plant, 
situated  as  above  stated,  is  an  in- 
teresting spectacle  as  evidencing  the 
care  now  bestowed  on  the  raproduc- 
tlon  of  this  species  of  game  birds.  It 
was  established  in  its  preent  location 
on  April  1,  this  year,  but^already  there 
la  evidence  of  its  competent  man- 
agement in  the  complete  equipment 
provided  for  the  mating  oT  the  birds. 
Incubation  of  the  eggs  and  the  care 
of  the  pheasant  chicks  when  batched 
out. 

The  Summer  "pen"  or  pheasant 
corrall  is  stocked  with  a  couple  hus- 
dred  hens  with  the  requisite  number 
of  cocks.  The  whole  enclosure  is 
&bout  one  hundred  yards  sqiJarA  on 
a  gently  sloping  hillside  with  south- 
ern exposure.  The  corrall  is  divided 
Into  several  compartmenta  for  blend- 
ing the  breeds  and  crossing  purposes. 
Surrounded  with  wire  netting  abput 
twenty  feet  high,  the  enclosure  ia  not 
covered,  as  a  wing  of  each  bird  ,1s 
clipped  so  as  to  obviate  the  possibil- 
ity of  flight.  In  confinement  the 
birds  lose  a  good  deal  of  their  wild 
timidity  and  become  familiar  with 
the  visitations  of  their  attendants  and 
visitors. 

The  Summer  pen  Is  on  the  ground 
of  an  orchard  and  around  the  trunk 
of  each  fruit  tree  green  brush  and 
bushes  have  been  piled  In  order  to 
provide  an  assignation  within  which 
the  hens  lay  their  eggs.  A  pheasant 
hen  will  lay  about  twenty  eggs  in  a 
season,  the  number  being  larger  when 
the  birds  are  in  confinement  than 
when  in  the  wilds,  because  the  'deed- 
ing" Is  conducive  to  the  production 
of  egg  substances. 

The  eggs  are  gathered  regularly  and 
laid  in  boxes  having  a  base  of  grey 
sand,  the  humidity  of  this  sand  pro- 
tecting the  quality  of  the  egg  until  a 
sufficient  number  is  accumulated  to 
warrant  the  transfer  to  the  incuba- 
tion nests. 

Ordinary  hens  (not  pheasants)  are 
employed  to  hatch  out  the  sittings  of 
eggs.  The  number  placed  under  a 
hatcher  Is  eighteen,  as  the  eggs 
are  somewhat  smaller  than  the  com- 
mon variety  or  hen's  eggs.  The  nests 
are  of  grey  sand,  with  a. few  straws 
around  the  bottom  of  the  bowl. 
These  are  enclosed  in  tight  boxes  of 
sufficient  capacity  to  accommodate 
thelnoubating  hen  comfortably,  and 
are  closed  with  a  ventilated  lid  which 
secures  the  hen  in  perfect  qiiiet  and 
free  from  possible  molesUtlon.  Every 
morning  these  hens  are  removed  from 
their  nests,  tied  to  a  stake  with  a 
long  string,  fed  and  watered.  After 
a  sufficient  release  from  the  nest  they 
are  replaced  and  the  lid  secured.  The 
period  of  incubation  is  23  days,  and, 
in  the  earlier  part  of  the  season,  the 
Incubation  Is  almost  100  per  cent. 
LAter  in  the  season  fertilization  re- 
laxes and  the  "yield"  in  less. 

When  incubation  is  complete  the 
foster-mother  and  her  brood  are  re- 
moved to  a  coop,  within  which  they 
are  closely  confined  for  24  hours, 
after  which  the  chicks  are  permitted 
to  forage  for  larvae  and  beetles.  They 
run  among  the  grasses  and  ada|,t 
themselves  to  conditions  with  re- 
markable facility.  The  chief  reapon- 
slbility  9.  the  foster-mother  from 
this  period  onWards  is  to  "call"  the 
chicks  and  keep  the  brood  Intact.  The 
chicks  are  fed  twice  daily  with  fresh 
cooked  rice  in  properly  estimated 
quantities,  and  are  ready  for  ahlo- 
ment  and  distribution  in  from  six  to 
eight  weeks'.  The  "l^atchery"  Is  ex- 
pected to  ship  about  three  thousand 
birds  this  year. 

Distribution  of  the  birds  is  being 
made  to  the  Kootenaya.  Okanagan 
Valley,  and  those  sections  of  the 
province  as  far  east  a«  Cranbrook. 
Some  were  sent  to  Kamioops  a  few 
years  ago  without  very  gratifying  •■e- 
sults,  but  this  locality  will  be  tried 
again.  No  cerUin  knowledge  of  how 
these  blr4s  will  thrive  in  the  more 
northerly  dtectlons  of  the  province  is 
available.  Whether  cross-breeding 
and  evolution  will  produce  a  bird 
adapted    to    the    somewhat    rigorous

now  dealing,  in  Winter  the  birds  an, 
removed  to  "Winter  quarters,"  which

I  believe,  aomethlny  over  a 
billion  and  a  quarter  eoula,  ao  that 
the  world  loat  aomethlna:  Hke  aeven 
per  cent  of  Ita  population.  Bm  re- 
production  waa  going  on  all  the  time. 
and  the  world  haa  more  people  today 
than  when  the  war  beran. 

Audobon  once  eatlmated  that  a  aln- 
*le.  flock  of  paaaenver  plcifona  which 
he  aaw  contained  more  birda  than  the 
total  population  of  the  world,  yet  only 
a  few  decades  later  there  were  no 
paaaenser  pigeons.  The  race  had 
been  annihilated.. 

Tha  comparison  is  interoatlngr,  for 
It  illustratea  the  fact  that  the  human 
being  la  the  most  hardy  game  animal 
of  alL  .The  greatest 'war  of  history 
not  only  faclled  to  annihilate,  but  also 
failed  to  atop  man's  increaae.  Alae 
It  must  be  .observed  that  while  hu- 
manity la  Increaalng.  game  is  decreas- 
ing. The  ratio' betweh  man  and  the 
game  he  hunta  is  constantly  assum- 
ing a:  niore  unfavorable  percentage  a.> 
regards  the  game.  And  the  war  It- 
aelf,  paradoxical  as  it  may  be,  haa.  In 
many  places  and  over  large  areas,,  ac- 
centuated the  disparity.

Kdueate  the  public  to  see 
the  neeeaalty  for  protective  legisla- 
tion. The  great  maiMi  of  testimony 
proves  that  paper  awa  play  into  the 
hands  of  the  Huns  of  sport.  L«t  us, 
by  all  means,  have  (ewer  restrictions 
and  better  law  enforcement. 

INYHE  U.S.  TO  JOIN 
.  TENNIS  FEDERAIN 

Field  Says  Co-operation  of 
France,  Anf)erlca  and  Great 
Britain  Is  Present  Great 
Desideratum. 


'"IKE  DERBY— HUTOItY 
OF  THE  RACE 
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Almofit  everywhere  except  In  North 
America  the'  food  shortage  has  caused 
appalling  fnroada  on  the  game  sup- 
ply. In  England,  the  honorary  sec- 
retary .  of  the  Bngllsh  Came  QuilO 
tells  mo  It  will  take  at  leaat^  twenty 
years  to  get  game  back  to  anything 
like  normal  abundance.  The  great 
Increaai  In  vermin,  with  the  game- 
keepers oft  at  the  war.  is  partly  re- 
aponslble  for  this,  'in  Russia,  many 
of  the  finest  preserves  have  /been 
ruined,  and  game  nowhere  exists  in 
Its  forhier  supply.  In  Prance,  the 
polaon  gaaea  have  completed  the 
work  of  destruction.  The  Mexican 
bandlta  In  their  mountain  retreats 
have  converted  magnificent  game  sec- 
tions into  unproductive  wastes. 

'Carl  Akeley  aays  that  the  war  has 
taken  a  toll  of  from-  half  to  two- 
thirda  of  African  game  In  the  sections 
whei^  there  has  been  lighting.  Much 
of  this  game,  he  says,  was  wantonly 
alaughtered  by  the  Bo«»ra  for  rifle 
practice.  Aside  from  the  northern 
'  portion  of  North  America,  tha  pic- 
ture is  one  of  nearly  universal  gloom, 
but  here,  I  am  glad  to  aay.  condltibns 
are  much  brighter. 

Both  Canada  and  the  United  Statea 
have  wonderful  food  suppllea,  and 
what  Is  more  important  still,  an  ex- 
alted bf«nd  of  wiadom  with  regard  to 
their  natural  reaourcea.  In  both  na- 
tiona,  the  full  meaning  of  the  value 
of  the  oonaervation  of  wild  life  Is  at 
least  recognised.  This  waa  never 
more  cleverly  demonstrated  than  by 
the  passage  of  the  treaty  for  the  pro- 
tection of  migratory  birds  which  to- 
day unites  our  two  countries  In 
brotherly  bond,  and  which  was  rati- 
fied by  your  country  during  the  dark- 
est houra  of  the  war. 

Neither  country  for  a  moment  lost 
Its  good  sense.  In  the  face  of  the 
clamor  for  cheap  food  in  the  form  of 
marketed  game,  efficient  protective 
laws  were  in  no  way  relaxefl.  Both 
countries  knew  that  If  the  demand 
were  granted  it  would  mean  the  an- 
nihilation of  the  game  without  any 
appreolable  benefit,  for  the  price  of 
fod  would  not  have  been  lowered  by 
any  fraotidn  of  the  medium  of  ex- 
change. Today  both  countrioa  have 
more  game  than  .when  the  war  be- 
gan— game  which  Is  of  far  greater 
value  from  the  standpoint  of  making 
by  the  taking,  men  and  soldiers,  self- 
reliant  and  healthy  individuals,  than 
it  can  ever  be  for  food  alone. 

T  have  seen  it  stated  of  that  force 
of  troops  which  Canada  sent  at  the 
start  of  the  war  that  seventy-flve  per 
cent  were  sportsmen.  After  the  proof 
these  men  made  of  splendid  valor  and 
eflUdanoy,  no  further  argument  la 
needed  In  support  of  game  protection. 
If  such  men  are  bred  and  viUllsed  by 
any  sport,  then  It  is  sacrilege  to  en- 
danger that  sport  Thank  Qod  tihe 
officials  who  have  been  responsible 
for  the  preservation  of  the  game  have 
been  true  to  their  trust. 

CSoaaervatlon  of  Sport 

Just  one  word  of  caution  here, 
which  must  be  taken  at  its  relative 
value  to  the  whole  subject.  The  tend- 
ency today  la  toward  too  much  re- 
strictive law.  We  must  not  let  the 
tail  wap  the  dog.  Conservation  of 
game  Is  right,  but  the  conservation  of 
sport  la  righteous. 

Next  to  the  advance  of  civlllaatlon 
the  chief  factor  that  has  nduced  our 
game  la  the  market  hunter.  Almost 
everjrwhere  we  have  put /an  end  to 
the  cemmerclallam  of  game,  with  the 
result  that  game  la  6n  the  Increase 
The  low  water  mark  In  many  places 
has  bean  paased.  We  have  the  laws 
and  the  machinery  for  putting  them 
Into  effect.  From  my  viewpoint,  we 
now  naed  better  enforcement  of  ex- 
latlng  U.WS  rather  than  additional  re- 
strlotlons.  which  are  only  exaspera* 
tlon  to  good  sportsmen.  Where  th^ 
law  la  not  thoroughly  enforced,  you 
and  I  know  that  such  restrictions 
penallae  the  beat  class  only,  and  that 
the  others  do  as  they  please.  Laws, 
as  a  ganeral  rule  should  not  be  enact- 
ed too  tar  In  advance  of  public  senti- 
ment. 

Cloae  seasons  are  worse  than  use- 
lees  unless  they  are  enforced,  and  the 
vermin  kept  down.  I  say  they  are 
worse  than  useless,  because  they  do 
not  Increase  tlie  game,  while  they  do 
increoae  lawleasness  and  diaregard 
for  other  laws.  In  the  United  Otataa. 
antelofe  and  mountain  aheep  have 
been  aktermlnated  under  long  eloaoJ 
•eaaona.  In  thia  Instance.  It  la  true, 
there  should  have  been  eloaed  aea- 
■ona.  but  they  alieuld  bare  been  en- 
forced. It  wottid  be  mneh  hotter  to 
laaa  tk«  gama  without  law  than  to 
loae  b«lh  the  gam*  and  respect  for 
law  at  the  aame  time. 

At  the  reoent  dlraer  of  the  Can- 
adian Casfip  in  New  Tork.  a  Canadian 
member  of  parliament  tbid  how  gen- 
•rally  game  laws  were  violated  In  his 


The  London  Field  says:  Wo  are 
glad  to  hear  that  the  United  States 
National  Association  has  been  formal- 
ly approached  with  a  view  to  that 
body  Joining  the  international  Lawn 
Tennis  Federation,  an  association  of 
countries  which  was  provisionally 
established  in  I^rls  In  1*13.  and  de- 
finitely oivanlsed  a  year  later.  The 
war  naturally  suspended  the  opera- 
tlona  of  (the  FedecaUon.  but  it  had 
gained  the  adhesion  of  all  the  chief 
Edropean  governing  bodies,  as  well  as 
those  of  the  British  Oversea  Domln-, 
Ions,  and,  at  that  time,  only  the  affili- 
ation of  America  was  required  to  give 
the  new  organization  a  comprehensive 
sphere.  The  negotiations  to  that  end. 
interrupted  by  the  war.  are  now  re- 
sumed, and~by  next  year,  after  each 
country  haa  had  time  to  reflect  on 
tl^e  changed  con<lUioi>s  and  consult 
its  Own  "parliament."  it  is  hoped  that 
a  working  convenant  will  be  accepted. 
Before  thia  desirable  consummation  Is 
affected,  those  responsible  for  tha 
original  code  of  rules  will  doubtless 
have  to  put  their  heads  and  heart^-^- 
gether;  for.  If  the  United  States  aW 
soclatlon  is  to  join  the  Federation,  it 
is  obvious  that  certain  revisions  will 
be  necessary.  "'^Reading  the  report 
(submitted  ~by<;apt.  R.  N.  Williams  to 
his  aHsociation,  and  published  in  the 
official  organ  of  the  U.8.N.L.T.A.)  of 
the  conference  which  took  place  be- 
tween Capt.  Williams  and  Capt.  Wash- 
burn, representing  America,  and  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Federation 
in  Paris,  it  seems  evident  that  Am- 
erica objects  to  three  clauses  In  the 
present  constitution:  (1)  To  the  num- 
ber of  votes  given  to  each  country; 
(2)  to  the  assignment  of  the  cham- 
pionships of  the  world;  and  (8)  to 
the  clause  which  decrees  that  the 
office  of  the^  executive  committee 
"shall  not  be  more  than  two  days  by 
mail  from  Paris." 

The  flrst  and  third  objections  ahould 
not  be  difficult  to  overoome.  Am- 
•riea'a  entry  into  the  Federation 
would  automiitcally  reopen  the  Ques- 
tion of  votes,  and  any  preponderance 
whioh  this  country  may  now  hold  by 
virtue  of  her  historical  aasoolatlon 
with  the  game  (a  compliment  paid  by 
France  at  the  inception  of  the  Feder- 
ation) would  doubtlesa  ba  removed. 
The  Introduction  of  the  cable  would 
obviate  the  third  complaint.  In  re- 
gard to  the  allocation  pf  the  world's 
grass  court  championship  to  Wimble- 
don, and  of  the  world's  hard  coutt 
championship  to  Paris  (the  former 
In  perpetuity).  The  Field  did  not 
hesitate  to  deprecate  thia  decision  at 
the  time  it  waa  made.  So  far  as 
Wimbledon  waa  concerned,  to  confer 
the  grandoLse  title  of  "world's  cham- 
pionship" savored  too  much  of  paint- 
ing the  Illy,  and  even  If  no  objection 
could  be  taken  on  traditional  grounda. 
It  was  obviously  an  arbitrary  .prefer- 
ment in  view  of  America's  absence 
from  the  Federation.  We  should  like 
to  see  the  title  of  world's  champion 
abolished  by  the  newly-constituted 
Federation,  and  in  no  degree  would 
that  proscription  impair  the  prestige 
of  the  Wimbledon  meeting  or  the 
AH  England  Club.  Of  course,  there 
are  many  other  matters  for  the  Fed- 
eration to  consider  before  its  charter 
can  be  sigped  anew.  Enemy  countries 
will  have  to  be  ruled  out;  new  asso- 
ciations, like  those  of  Csecho-Sla- 
vonia,  Poland  and  Finland  will  prob- 
ably desire  to  en^r.  But  the  main 
desideratum  at  the  moment  is  the 
co-operation  of  France.  America  and 
Great  Britain.  'The  "Big  Three"  must 
agree;  their  combined  interests  must 
be  respected  and  affiliated.

Lorfl  Derby  won 
his  own  race  in  1TI7  with  Sir  Peter 
Teasle.  named'  thus  In  honor  of  his 
wife,  who  waa  Mlas  l<°;irren.  and  had 
been  acting  aa  Lady  Teasle  in  The 
School  for  iksandal..wben  Lord  Derby 
saw  her  for  the  flrst  time. 

Little  ooald  Lord  Derby  hava  im- 
agined that  by  the  time  of  hla  grand- 
son— the  Prime  Mluister  of  the  early 
part  of  QueMi  Victoria's  reign — the 
Derby  would  be  the  occasion  oP  a 
national  festival..  Sam  ArnuU,  when 
he  flnished  flrst  on  Sir  Charles'  Bun- 
bury's  Sir  Dtomed.  oould  have  had 
no  Idea  that  tor  at  Iptast  onoO  a  year 
forever  his  name  would  be  mentioned 
as  the  top  name  on  «.  list  which  in- 
cludes almost  all  the  greatest  horaea 
of  history,  names  famous  In  polltica. 
society  and  finance,  and  the  names  of 
such  wonderful  horsemen  aa  Fred 
Archer,  the  Chifneys.  Robinsons, 
Days.  Cannons,  Loates's  and  D.  M«- 
her.  F.  Wootton.  as  great  an  artist 
as  any  of  them,  never  won  tha 
Derby. 

How  soon  J>orby  Day  became  a 
national  fete  dsiy  cannot:  be  said,'  bift 
It  waa  a  great  holiday  in  the  early 
part  of  the  last  century.  On  May  18, 
1847,  Xiord  George  Bentinck — a  real 
power  in  the  political  and  racing 
world  of  those  days — moved  the  ad- 
journment of  the  House  of  Commons 
over  Derby  Day.  This  motion  was 
moved  each  year  by  a  private  mem- 
ber, until  in  1880  Lord  Palmerston 
moved  It  as  a  Qov^rument  measure 
"as  a  part  of  the  unwritten  law  of 
Parliament."  Sir  Stafford  Northcote 
abandoned  the  motion  aa  a  Govern- 
n»ent  motion  In  1879,  and  on  the  pro- 
posal of  Lord  Wolmer  it  was  rejected 
in  1892.  The  House,  therefore,  did 
not  adjourn  In  that  year,  but  it  was 
so  empty  that  it  oould  not  traftsaot 
any  Important  btulness.  It  was  a 
pity  that  such  a  custom  should  have 
been  allowed  to  drop.  The  adjourn- 
ment was  proposed  tnis  year  by  Mr. 
Bottomley,  but  not  carried.  From 
1847-1892   the   House   adjourned   over

scenes  of  indescribable  enthusiasm, 
and  the  House  of  Commons  was  sit- 
ting at  the  time.  Never  before  or 
since  has  a  Prime  Miniater  won  this 
race. 

A  Rogve's  Pamdiso     .. 

The  Derby  was  run  withotit  a 
^break  from  1780  until  1914,  and  In 
1916  the  Epfom  stands  and  course 
were  put  to  other  even  more  Import- 
ant uses.  A  substitute  Derby  which 
cannot  count  was  run  at  Newmarket 
in  1916«  1918,  1917  and  1918  on  a 
straight-galloping  course.  The  Derby 
Course  on  Epsom  Downs  is  left-hand- 
ed and  consista  of  two  straights  and 
a  turn — the  historic  Tattenham  Cor- 
ner. It  is  often  called  an  umair 
course  and  a  rogue's  paradise.  It 
may  be  the  latter,  but  It  refers  to 
man  rather  than  to  horses.  A  horse 
to  win  the  Derby  must  be  possessed 
of  the  ability  to  start  off  quickly.  He 
needs  pace  so  as  to  be  well  placed  at 
Tattenham  Corner,  and  he  must  be 
able  to  come  down  hill  turning  sharp- 
ly all  the  time.  And  then  he  must 
possess  stamina  to  finish  that  long 
straight.  The  horse  that  wins  the 
Derby  must  possess  all  these  qual- 
iUes. 

As  an  Instance  of  the  Importance 
attached  to  tfte  Derby,  the  following 
extract  from  the  biography  of'  Lord 
George  Bentinck  by  Lord  Beacona- 
fleld  Is  not  without '  interest.  Lord 
George  had  sold  his  whole  stud  at 
the  Goodwood  Meeting  of  1848  to  Mr. 
Mostyn  for  £10,000.  Amond  the  stud 
was  Surplice,  winner  of  the  Derby  of 
1848— 

A  f«w  days  before — It  was  the  day 
after  the  Derjt>y.  May  26.  1848 — ^the 
writer  met  Lord  George  Bentinck  in 
the  Library  of  the  Hotvw  of  Com- 
mons. He  was  standing  before  the 
bookshelves,  with  a  volunve  in  his 
hand,  and  his  countenance  was  much 
disturbed.  His  resolutions  in  favor 
of  the  colonial  Interests,  after  all  his 
labors,  had  been  negatived  by  the 
committee  on  the  SSnd  and  >4th;  his 
horse  Surplice,  whom  he  had  parted 
with  among  the  rest  of  his  stud,  sole- 
ly that  he  might  pursue,  without  dis- 
traction, his  labors  on  behalf  of  the 
great  Interesta  of  the  country,  had 
won  that  paramount  and  Olympic 
stake,  to  gain  which  had  been  the 
object  of  his  life.  He  had  nothing 
to  console  him  and  nothing  to  sustain 
him,  except  his  pride.  Even  that  de- 
serted him  before  a  heart,  which  he 
knew  at  least  could  yield  him  sym- 
pathy. He  gave  a  sort  of  superb 
groan. 

"All  my  life  I  have  been  trying  for 
this,  and  for  what  have  I  sacrificed 
it?"  he  murmured. 

It  was  in  vain  to  offer  solace. 

"Tou  do  not  know  what  the  Derby 
is,"  he  moaned  out. 
•  "Tes.  I  do.  it  is  the  Blue  Riband  of 
the  Turf." 

"It  is  the  Blue  Riband  of  the 
Turf,"  he  slowly  repeated  to  himself, 
and  sitting  down  at  a  table  he  burled 
himself  In  a  folio  of  statistics. 

There  have  been  foreign  attacks 
on  the  Derby,  and  strong  forces  have 
been  landed  on  Epfora  Downs  on 
many  occasions.  In  1865  Oladiateur 
came  from  France  and  won,  from 
which  country  Durbar  II..  the  pro- 
perty of  an  American,  also  came. 
KiBl}cr,  who  won  in  1878,  was  a  Hun- 
garian, and  Iroquois,  who  won  in 
1881,  came  from  America.  There 
Is  no  foreign  invasion  this  year. 
An  Historical  Mystery 

In  an  event  of  such  Importance 
which  has  existed  for  so  many  years 
there  have  of  course  happened  some 
extraordinary  things.  There  was  the 
mystery  of  the  Derby  of  1913.  when 
Craganour  was  flrst  past  the  post  but 
was  disqualiflcd.  although  the  owner 
of  the  second  never  lodged  any  com- 
plaint —  an  unusual  procedure  of 
which  no  explanation  waa  ever  given. 
Great  judges  of  racing  well  placed 
to  watch  the  race  have  always  stated 
that  they  thought  tho  chief  olTender 
I  In  a  bumping  and  unsatisfactory  fin- 
ish was  the  horse  to  whom  the  race 
was  given — Aboyeur.  That  was  a 
sensational  race,  but  it  was  nothinK 
to  the  historical  mystery  of  the  Derby 
of  1844,  when  Running  Rein,  the  pro- 
perty of  Mr.  Wood,  and  trained  by 
one  Levi  Goodman,  beat  General 
Peel's  Orlando  and  was  afterwards 
deprived  of  the  race  as  he  was  a  year 
too  old.  Suoh.  at  any  rata,  was  the 
aflegation  of  Gen(<ral  Peel,  and  the 
matter  was  taken  to  the  courts, 
whereupon  Mr.  Wood  was  ordered  to 
produce  hia  horse.  He  agreed  to  dj 
so.  but  hai  to  report  next  dsy  thfft 
his  horse  end  trainer  had  vanished! 
Mr.  Wood  was  found  to  be  Innocent 
of  all  knowledge  Hf  the  affHlr.  The 
horne  Was  disqtMlifled.  There  are 
many  stories  In  existence  about  the 
later  life  of  Huaatilg  lUlo.     Accord-

His  upper  and  lower  jaw  were 
examined  by  two  different  veterinary 
surgeons,  and  each-  pronounced  him 
to  be  a  ysar  too  old. 

Tho  Story  of  Hermit 

The  story  of  Hermit,  the  property 
of  Lord  Chaplin,  who  won  In  1887, 
would  be  beyond  belief  If  it  were  not 
true.  In  1864  Mr.  Henry  Chaplin, 
as  he  then  was,  had  been  engaged  to 
be  married  to  Lady  Florence  Paget. 
She,  however,  suddenly  married  that 
mad  plunger.  Lord  Hastings.  Hermit 
was  a  Derby  favorite  all  through  the 
Winter  of  '66-67,  but  broke  a  blood 
vessel  in  the  Spring.  He  started  at 
66  to  1  against  in  the  great  race  and 


won  by  a  neck.  Lord  Chaplin  is 
stated  to  have  won  a  fortune  by  his 
victory,  his  rival.  Lord  Hastings, 
rutnedr  H»  himself  stated  Juet  before 
his  death  that  "Hermit  fairly  broke 
my  heart,  but  I  did  not  show  it,  did 
I?"

Robert  Borden  is  claimed  to  have  had 
something  to  do  with  the  final  deoU 
sion  of  the  Oovernment  to  go  ahead 
«rlth  the  dock  on  the  basis  originally 
planned. 

Vlsoount  JelUcoe's  Visit 
The  Oovernment  is  not  likely  to  lay 
down  a  definite  naval  policy  until  af- 
ter the  visit  of  Vlsoount  Jelllcoe,  who 
is  expected  to  reach  Canada  some  tim. 
In  the  Fan  In  time  to  advise  the  Gov- 
ernment before  the  special  session  of 
Parliament  is  concluded.  As  pre- 
viously announced  in  The  Colonist,  it 
is  proposed  to  build  a  fleet  of  steel 
cruisers  and  destroyers  at  Ksaulmalt 
and  the  harbor  Is'  to  be  retained  as 
naval  base  for  the  PaeUlc  s<)iiadron. 

Viscount  Jellioee  is  now  In  Austra- 
lia, where  he  la  making  an  Investiga- 
tion of  naval  conditions  and  advising 
the  Commonwealth  Oovernment 
While  his  itinerary  for  the  Canadian 
tour  la  not  definitely  known,  it  Is  un- 
derstood that  he  will  oome  across  on 
the  battle  cruiser  New  Zealand,  de- 
barking at  San  -Francisco  and  pro- 
ceeding to  Ottawa  by  train.  He  is  then 
espeoted  to  oome  west  and  leave  Bs- 
quimalt  for  Bngland  on  the  New  Zea- 
land Of  some  other  cruiser  via  the 
Panama  CanaL

Men  Get  Orders  to  Go 
Back  to  Work  Yesterday  at 
Noon* 


The  strike  of  local  longshoremen 
wa«  called  off  yeaterdajr  at  noon,  toU 
lowing  a  telegraphlo  order  from  See- 
rotary  Vamey  who  has  been  In  Vkn- 
conver  for  some  days. 

The  first  real  work  to  be  deno  by 
the  men  stnee  they  have  decided  to 
return  to  work  will  be  the  unloading 
of  the  Canada  Mara  this  momlnc. 
Thta  ship  will  require  two  gangs.  Tha^ 
Orand  Trank  boat  Prince  George  wlU 
need  six  men  also  this  morning  when 
she  arriTW  from  Vancouver.  * 

By  striking  the  longshorwien  taoro 
have  passed  ap  the  work  of  handUng 
cargo  for  several  big  ooenii  boats  as 
'weU  a«  the  ten  F»«Boigeo  gKuaers. 
Oovemor  and  PreiMdent.  Th«  can-.

Inrnber  tar  thi  Unltad  Kiagdeiy  b«t 
want  to  Oenoa  Bay  mita.  Vntgsbdr*- 
-men  could  not  be  obtained  locally. 


Application  has  been  '  made  to 
change  the  name  of  the  palatial  steam 
yacht  Dolaura  to  Victoria,  under 
Canadian  registry.  Word  is  expected 
shortly  that  the  application  has  been 
granted.  In  the  meantime  plates  have 
been  made  and  are  on  board  ready  to 
put  in  place.  The  craft  Is  now  under 
British  registry. 

The  Dolaura  leaves  I<squlmalt  this 
morning  for  Seattle  to  pick  up  her 
new  owner,  Mr.  Arthur  Meeker,  a 
millionaire  of  Chicago.  A  party  of 
ten,  including  Mr.  Meeker,  will  beard 
the  yacht  next  Saturday.  He  is  bring- 
ing his  own  stewards  from  the  East 
The  complement  of  the  vessel  will  re-* 
ceive  new  uniforms  when  they  reach 
the  Sound. 

After  picking  up  the  party  the  Do- 
laura will  return  here  about  Monday 
of 'next  week,  and  will  remain  at  Vlo- 
torla  a  couple  of  days,  so  that  Mr. 
Meeker  may  see  the  city.  The  boat 
will  then  proceed  to  Vancouver,  where 
she  will  stay  also  a  few  days,  and  will 
then  go  north  as  far  as  Skagway.  tak- 
ing her  time  and  visiting  various 
points  on  the  way  up.  From  the  time 
the  Dolaura  leaves  here  next  week  she 
is  expected  to  be  away  a  month,  and 
will  return  to  Seattle,  where  the 
pleasure  party  will  disembark  and  go 
back  to  Chicago. 

The  Dolaura  will  then  go  round  to 
New  York  via  Panama,  and  will  lie 
there  for  the  Winter.  She  will  also 
be  changed  to  an  oil  burner  before 
cruising  in  the  Spring.  It  Is  likely 
that  she  will  go  to  Burope  next  year. 

Capt.  Jacobsen  is  in  command  of 
the  boat.  lie  has  spent  many  years 
in  charge  of  private  yachts.  Lieut. 
Shepherd  Is  the  mate,  while  Capt. 
Hawes,  another  well-known  local  mar- 
iner, is  second  mate.  Chief  Engineer 
A.  W.  Oreaves  still  reigns  over  the  en- 
gine room  In  the  yacht.  He  was  with 
the  boat  when  she  oamo  out  from  the 
Old  Country,  and  has  been  with  her 
practically  ever  since.  Ldeot  Shep- 
herd was  also  with  her  several  years. 

The  Dolaura  has  been  lying  at  Tar- 
row's  plant  for  several  months,  and 
has  regained  her  old  Interior  a^d  ex- 
terior glory.  The  boat  has  been  ac- 
knowledged one  of  the  finest  yachts 
on  the  Pacific  Coast 

The  Dolaura  will  be  fitted  with 
wireless  when  she  reaches  Seattle. 

LONGSHOREMEN 

DISSATISFIED 

VANCOUVER.  July  K.— Dlwattsfled 
with  the  working  conditions  on  the 
waterfront  and  claiming  that  discrim- 
ination Is  being  «hown  by  the  C.P.R. 
members  of  the  International  Long- 
shoremen's Union  held  a  mass  meet- 
ing at  their  headquarters  on  Pender 
Street  last  night  to  discuss  the  situa- 
tion. Although  there  was  a  strong^ 
feeling  amona:  the  men  that  the  only 
way  to  cope  with  the  situation  wad  to 
call  all  work  off  on  the  waterfront, 
the  advice  of  the  executive  committee 
to  carry  on  negotiations  for  the  time 
being  was  finally  accepted. 

A  mass  meeting  will  be  held  on 
Wednesday  next,  and  in  the  meantime 
negotiations  will  be  carried  on  with 
Mr.  Peters,  general  superintendent  of 
the  C.P.R.  Should  anything  trans- 
pire In  the  meantime  to  warrant  ac- 
tion a  mass  meeting  will  be  called  by 
the  executive  committee.  This  action 
was  taken  by  a  standing  vote,  but  the 
minority  was  sufficiently  strong  to 
show  that  there  Is  a  strong  feeling 
among  the  longshoremen  to  quit  work.' 

The  chief  bone  of  contention  la  the 
acUon  of  the  C.P.R.  in  continuing  to 
employ  those  men  who  had  been 
working  as  volunteer  tongsboremen 
during^  the  strike  and  who  are  anx- 
ious to  remain  permanently  at  work. 

The  strikers  claim  that  these  men 
aro  given  the  best  Jobs  and  prefer- 
ence In  the  handing  out  of  work. 
When  the  union  men  went  back  to 
work,  however,  it  was  with  tbo  nn- 
derstandlnr  that  these  qien  should 
be  allowed  to  remain  at  work. 
(,  Officials  of  the  union,  how«v«r«nald 
this  morning  that  there  ara  only  about 
•one-half  of  thaso  non-union  men  at 
work  compared  with  the  first  day. 
The  inablUty  of  a  large  number  oi 
freight  handlers  to  get  work  Is  also 
a  matter  which  Is  chafing  the  long- 
shoremen.    "

TOUBDO.  Obto..  July  &.— Though 
a  new  heavynwjiirht  champion  has 
been  crowned  In  Jack  Dempsey,  and 
the  exodus  ot  flght  fans  has  depopu- 
lated Toledo  hotels,  controversy  still 
rages  over  the  sensational  defeat  of 
Jess  Wlllat-d  here  yesterday  afternoon. 
So  many  unusual  angles  developed 
during  the  nine  minutes  of  terriflo 
nstic  bombardment  that  ijcarcely  two 
spectators  saw  the  scene  the  same. 
The  uncertainty  regarding  the  situa- 
tion at  the  end  of  the  first  round, 
when  Dempsey  left  the  ring  believing 
that  he  had  won  with  a  knockout  and 
the  payment  of  such  wagers  as  hinged 
on  when  Willard  was  stopt>ed  fur- 
nished unlimited  material  for  argu- 
ment. 

So  weak  wa«  the  sound  of  the  gong 
and  so  great  the  upsoar  about  the 
ring  ttiat  Refere^  Pecord  failed  to 
hear  the  bell  and  continued  to  count 
over  Willard  as  he  sat  on  the  ring 
floor  near  a  neutral  corner,  although 
Timekeeper  Barbour  ordered  the 
clang  when  Pecord's  arm  was  falling 
for  the  seventh  time.  The  referee 
notified  Dempsey  that  he  had  woh, 
and  the  Salt  Lake  City  pugilist  was 
well  on  his  way  to  his  dressing-room 
l>efore  his  manager  overtook  him  and 
tol  dhim  that  he  was  in  danger  of  be- 
ing disquallfled  on  a  technicality  for 
leaving  the  ring. 

Some  Interesting  Features 

The  question  of  when  Dempsey  won 
was  placed  before  several  veteran 
ring  offlcials  by  men  who  had  wagers 
at  stake,  and  the  consensus  was  that 
Dempsey  stbpped  Willard  in  the  third 
round,  as  the  latter's  seconds  tossed 
the  towel  of  defeat  into  the  centre  of 
the  ring  before  the  bell  rang  for  the 
beginning  of  the  fourth  session.  These 
same  veterans  pointed  out  several 
other  interesting  features.  They 
sUted  that  it  was  the  first  time  tluCt 
a  heavyweight  champion  had  ever 
admitted  Qefeat  without  leaving  his 
chair,  as  well  as  the  shortest  heavy- 
weight chan4>ion8hlp  coml>at  In  re- 
cent ring  history. 

In  other  respects  the  first  few  hours 
after  the  bstttle  were  much  the  mxni 
as  those  following  the  passing  of  past 
titles.  Dempsey  was  soon  dressed  and 
much  in  evidence  about  the  downtown 
section,  followed  by  a  wldly  enthuslM- 
tic  and  cheering  throng  of  admirers. 
When  he  appeared  for  dinner  at  the 
leading  hotel  the  corridors  were  a 
mass  of  swirling  spectators,  who 
peeked  at  Willard's  eonqueror  as.  he 
broke  training  and  dined  in  a  manner 
entirely  different  from  the  simple 
menus  of  the  past  two  months. 

At  the  same  hour  his  dethroned 
opponent  was  resting  in  his  tempor- 
ary home  In  -a.  residential  section 
with  his  battered  head  packed  in  ice 
bags  and  cut  off  from  communication 
with  the  outside  world  by  a  guard 
that  even  the  telephone  could  not 
penetrate.  He  was  examined  by  the 
boxing  commission  physician,  how- 
ever, soon  after  his  return  from  the 
ring.  The  latter  stated  offlcUlly  that 
Willard  was  not  seriously  injured  and 
would  be  able  to  appear  in  public  as 
soon  as  his  bruises  and  other  marks 
of  battle  .had  yielded  to  ordinary 
treatment. 

■K  ,.,        No  Definite  Flaik 

Neither  boxer  had  made  Any  defl- 
nite  plans  for  leaving  the  olty  early 
today,  but  it  was  expected  that 
Dempsey  would  depart  within  the 
next  forty-eight  hours  In  order  .  to 
fulfil  a  vaudeville  engagement  ofleretl 
him  In  dase  he  was  the  winner. 
Willard  had  originally  planned  to  go 
to  New  York  to  discuss  certain  busi- 
ness plana  Immediately  after  the 
bout,  but  what  effect  the  upset  will 
have  on  this  arrangement  could  not 
be  learned   early  today. 

Dempsey  has  no  Immediate  Idea  of 
re-entering  the  ring  for  there  is  no 
worthy  opponent  In  sight  at  this 
time.  It  is  likely  that  he  will  en- 
deavor to  turn  his  rtewly-galncd  ring 
laurels  Into  commercial  value  as  has 
been  the  custom  of  all  modern  hold- 
ers Of  the  title.  < 

"I  am  going  to  try  and  be  a  poptt- 
lar  champion,"  Jack  said.  "I  believe 
the  public  wants  a  champion  who 
will  defend  his  title  frequently,  and 
I  intend  to  be  that  kind  of  a  cham- 
pion. I  believe,  however,  that  I  am 
entitled  to  take  a  rest  and  make 
some  money  out  of  the  title  doing 
theatrical  work.  ^  want  to  lay  oft 
boxing  for  six  or  eight  months  to 
do  this.  But  I  will  fl^ht  Just  as  soon 
as  a  man  considered  a  contender  Is 
found." 

Willard  has  definitely  retired  from 
ithe  ring.  He  will  devote  his  entire 
attention  to  his  oil  Interests.  The  de- 
feated champion  said  today  that  ru- 
mors that  he  was  severely  Injured 
and  that  he  was  taken  to  a  hospital 
were  gross  exaggerations.  The  only 
Injury  he  suffered  Is  a  deep  cut  over 
the  eye  end  a  badly  cut  mouth.  He 
did  not  lose  any  teeth,  nor  was  his 
Jaw   fractured  as  reported. 

Dempsey  asserted  that  he  had  no 
feeling  toward  Willard  except  that 
of  admiration. 

"Boxing  Is  a  business  with  both  of 
•us,  and  Willard  proved  himself  a 
game,  square  fellow  all  tt^toogh  the 
flght.  He  took  an  awful  beating  and 
4ertalnly   proved    his  tfkraeness. 

"When  I  shook  hands  with  him 
after  the  fight  I  said  to  htm:  'Well, 
Jess,  it  is  all  over.  I  am  sorry  I  had 
to  out  you  up  so  much.' " 

Big  INfEermoo  In  Weight 

There  was  a  difference  of  5« 
pounds  In  the  weight  of  Jess  Willard 
and  Jack  Dempsey  when  they  en- 
tered the  ring  for  their  heav3rwelght 
championship  contest  yestserdar.  This 
was  reveafled  today  wAen  all  camou- 
flage was  stripped  from  the  Dempsey 
weight  question.  The  new  champion 
weighed  187  pounds  while  Willard 
scaled  343.    ' 

Winning  the  world's  championship 
had  no  effect  on  Dempeey  today.  He 
acted  ss  If  he  knew  It  was  coming  to 
him  and  he  exhibited  not  the  slight- 
apt  surprise.  He  was  out  of  bed  at 
•  o'clock  and  motored  to  his  training 
camp  for  a  vlalt  with  frl«nds,  and 
then  returned  to  his  hotel  quarters 
In  Toledo.  Ue  expeete  to  remain  her* 
until  he  leaves  to  aocept  some 
theatrical  work.  The  new  champion 
has  received  a  score  of  offers  and  ex- 
peeta  to  aeoepi  one  offering  the  beat 
Inducements.  One  offer  of  llf.gM

CITY  WAIEItlRKS  TO 
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Increase  In  Number  of  Services 
in  Consumption  and  Rev- 
enue Noted— Startling  In- 
crease for  June. 


City  officials  were  surprised  last 
week  to  learn,  after  the  figures  had 
been  totalled,  that  Victoria's  con- 
sumption of  water  during  last  June 
was  nearly  twice  as  much  as  in  the 
corresponding  mohth  a  year  ago.  and 
that  receipts  had  more  than  doubled. 
There  are  now  nearly  7.000  water 
services  in  operation,  an  Increase  of 
about  500  since  June,  lOlg.'  This 
means  that  800  more  bouses  and 
business  establishments  are  occupied 
now  than  this  time  last  year. 

The  amount  collected  by  the  Water 
Works  Department  last  June  from 
consumers  was  |2».824.««.  In  June. 
1»18.  the  total  w^  112,702.90.  Ofll- 
cials  ai'e  more  or  less  at  a  loss  to  ac- 
count for  this  Jump.  City  Water 
Commissioner  F.  M.  Preston  ascribes 
It  to  the  Increased  use  of  water  for 
garden  cultivation  purposes.  The 
city's  records  show,  however,  that 
there  Is  not  nearly  as  much  back- 
yard cultivation  going  on  this  year 
as  In  19H,_  and  the  Spring  weather 
has  been  unusually  wet,  but  there 
have  been  warm,  dry  winds,  and  to 
counteract  these  Victoria  gardeners 
have  evidently  been  using  an  abun- 
dance of  water.  At  least  that  Is  th* 
only  plausible  reaeon  that  Mr.  Pres- 
ton can  conceive. 

At  the  preeent  ral^.  Victorla'a 
waterworks  department  will  be  a  pay- 
ing concern  In  1919  for  the  first  time 
In  many  years.  Every  month  so  far 
shows  an  increase  in  receipts  aa 
compared  with  the  corresponding 
period  in  IQlt.  This,  of  course.  I« 
largely  a  result  of  Increased  rates, 
but  consumption,  too,  is  rapidly  lA- 
creaalng.  as  shown  by  the  June  fig- 
ures.
